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New  Dean  Addresses  Institute 


Dr.  Frank  N.  Freeman 


MEMBERS  of  the  teaching  profession  in  San  Francisco 
were  accorded  a  singulai  honor  today  by  the  ap- 
pearance at  annual  Institute  in  War  Memorial  Opera 
House  of  Dr.  Frank  N.  Freeman,  recently  appointed  dean 
of  the  School  of  Education,  University  of  California.  It 
was  Dr.  Freeman's  first  appearance  before  a  professional 
group  since  he  accepted  his  new  assignment  two  weeks 
ago.  Dr.  Freeman  resigned  from  the  professorship  of 
educational  psychology  at  the  University  of  Chicago  to 
accept  the  assignment  at  the  University  of  California, 
succeeding  to  the  vacancy  created  by  the  retirement  of 
Dr.  W.  W.  Kemp.  Dr.  Freeman  has  long  been  the  expert 
to  whom  educators  throughout  the  country  have  looked 
for  guidance  in  the  teaching  of  handwriting. 

Dr.  Freeman  is  no  stranger  to  San  Francisco.  About 
three  years  ago  he  collaborated  with  Miss  Bertha  E. 
Roberts,  deputy  superintendent  of  schools,  in  the  prep- 
aration of  a  text  on  handwriting  which  is  now  in  general 
use  throughout  the  United  States, 

"Standardized  tests,"  writes  Dr.  Freeman,  "have  shown 
clearly  that  there  is  enormous  variation  in  the  quality 
and  speed  of  writing  in  different  schools  and  in  different 
school  systems.  In  general,  those  schools  which  employ 
the  incidental  method  and  give  no  regular  practice  in 
writing,  gain  inferior  results  in  the  subject. 

"We  may  ask  why  drill  is  necessary  and  why  the  child

Pupils  from  private  or  parochial  schools  or  pupils 
transferring  to  the  city,  who  do  not  have  credentials,  and 
who  are  entitled  to  take  the  examination,  may  do  so. 


August  Time  Rolls 

Time  rolls  for  August,  for  all  schools,  day  and  eve- 
ning, will  be  delivered  to  the  Division  of  Accounts,  be- 
fore 10:30  o'clock,  Wednesday  morning,  August  30. 
There  are  four  teaching  days  in  August.  Thursday, 
August  31,  will  be  anticipated.  Due  to  the  holidays  in 
September,  the  time  for  preparation  of  warrants  for 
delivery  to  the  schools,  on  September  5,  is  very  short; 
therefore,  it  is  necessary  to  ask  for  the  delivery  of  all 
time  rolls  one  day  earlier  than  the  closing  period. 

Principals  are  asked  to  carefully  check  the  names  on 
the  time  roll.  This  is  the  first  teachers'  time  roll  for  the 
school  year  and  the  names  of  teachers  appointed  late  in 
the  month  may  not  appear.  Therefore,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  write  in  the  name  of  any  teacher  assigned  to  your 
school  whose  name  does  not  appear  on  the  roll.  Substi- 
tute teachers  must  bring  in  their  demands  Thursday 
afternoon,  August  31.  Time  rolls  for  clerks  and  janitors 
will  be  delivered  with  the  time  rolls  for  teachers.  There 
will  be  16  working  days  for  them,  with  the  exception 
of  elementary  school  clerks,  who  will  have  4  working 
days. 


Minimum   Schedules 

Permission  to  hold  minimum  day  sessions  during  the 
opening  week  of  school  is  required  from  the  Superinten- 
dent and  should  not  be  requested  except  for  strong  rea- 
sons. Parents  must  be  notified  if  children  are  to  be  re- 
leased from  school  earlier  than  usual. 


Mid-Morning  Lunch  Service 

The  Board  of  Health  milk  service  will  start  Tuesday, 
September  5.  The  same  number  of  bottles  of  milk  will 
be  delivered  as  of  June,  1939,  until  the  new  requests 
are  sent  in.  Requests  for  additional  milk  should  follow 
the  form  sent  out  in  circular  letter  of  August  24.  All 
mid-morning  lunch  service  should  start  as  near  Sep- 
tember 5  as  possible.

In  listing  the  addresses  of  Chinese  pupils,  please  give 
the  floor  and  room  number  in  addition  to  the  street 
address.    Also  both  American  and  Chinese  names. 

The  list  should  contain  only  the  names  of  the  children 
who  are  actually  enrolled  in  the  class.

PAUL  PITMAN,  assistant  to  the  president  at  San  Fran- 
cisco Junior  College  since  that  institution  was  char- 
tered four  years  ago,  has  tendered  his  resignation,  effec- 
tive September  l,to  accept  a  position  in  the  administrative 
field  at  San  Jose  State  College.  Mr.  Pitman's  resignation, 
brought  about  by  his  desire  to  broaden  his  experience  in 
the  field  of  education,  is  a  distinct  loss  not  only  to  the 
Junior  College  but  to  the  entire  public  school  organi- 
zation in  San  Francisco.  During  his  incumbency  as  as- 
sistant to  President  Cloud,  no  administrative  assignment 
was  beyond  his  genius  as  an  organizer,  no  detail  in  the 
organization  too  minute  for  his  undivided  attention. 

Paul  Pitman's  sphere  of  influence  spread  far  beyond 
the  college  itself.  He  is  known  to  every  administrator  in 
the  department  as  one  who  could  be  called  upon  in  the 
solution  of  the  complex  problems  touching  upon  the 
success  of  the  entire  school  program.  No  reference  to  Mr. 
Pitman  would  be  complete  without  mention  of  his  un- 
bounded energy,  his  gift  as  an  orator,  and  his  ability  to 
join  in  the  accomplishment  of  any  task  whether  as  a 
leader  or  a  field  worker,  i  Mr.  Pitman  will  be  succeeded 
by  J.  Graham  Sullivan,  a  member  of  the  Junior  College 
Hotel  and  Restaurant  Management  Division,  whose  tal- 
ents have  made  him  an  outstanding  member  of  the 
college  faculty.  In  the  new  salary  schedule  the  title  of  the 
former  position  has  been  changed  to  "Co-ordinator  of 
Educational  Management."

by  Deputy  Superintendent  Robert  F.  Gray,  in  charge  of 
Adult  Education.  Last  year  approximately  21,000  San 
Franciscans,  men  and  women,  registered  for  classes  in 
the  evening  schools,  a;  record  in  the  81 -year-old  history 
of  the  city's  evening  schools. 

To  his  announcement  of  the  evening  schools  opening 
Mr.  Gray  added:  "The  courses  of  studies  offered  are 
entirely  free.  They  are  adapted  to  the  educational  needs 
of  adults,  men  and  women  past  school  age,  and  to  the 
needs  of  the  younger  generation  desirous  of  continuing 
school  education.  They  are  taught  by  teachers  of  the  high- 
est qualifications  and  are  designed  to  meet  every  need  and 
desire  for  self  improvement  in  skill  and  culture.  Floods 
of  inquiries  already  made  from  all  over  San  Francisco 
indicate  a  great  and  increasing  public  interest  in  adult 
education." 

Classes  are  conducted  in  the  evening  schools  each  night 
from  7  to  9:15  o'clock.  Enrollment  may  be  registered  at 
the  following  centers: 

Balboa  Evening  High  School,  Onondaga  and  Cayuga  Avenues; 
Galileo  Evening  High  School,  Van  Ness  Avenue  and  Francisco 
Street;  Humboldt  Evening  High  School,  Eighteenth  and  Dolores 
Streets;  Polytechnic  Evening  High  School,  Frederick  near  Willafd 
Street;  Samuel  Gompers  Trades  School,  Twenty-Second  and  Bartlett 
Street;  Evening  High  School  of  Commerce,  Van  Ness  Avenue 
and    Hayes    Street.

does  not  improve  so  rapidly  by  the  incidental  method. 
One  fundamental  reason  is  that  it  is  necessary  to  con- 
centrate practice  on  one  point  at  a  time.  Instructors  in 
games  of  skill  require  their  pupils  to  do  one  thing  over 
and  over  again  until  they  have  learned  to  overcome  their 
faults  and  to  master  their  particular  problem.  If  one 
does  a  particular  thing  only  as  it  comes  up  incidentally 
in  the  ordinary  course  of  playing  the  game,  the  repeti- 
tions are  not  frequent  enough  to  enable  one  to  profit  by 
them.    The  trials  should  be  in  close  succession."

Professional  Organizations 

The  Board  of  Education  at  its  meeting  September  14, 
1937,  adopted  the  following  rule: 
Rule  No.  74c:  Membership  in  Professional  Organizations: 

1.  Teachers  and  all  other  employees  of  the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation shall  have  complete  freedom  in  selecting  the 
professional  organizations  which  they  may  wish  to 
join,  without  coercion  of  any  kind  from  any  adminis- 
trative officer  or  other  school  employee. 

2.  Whatever  courtesies  are  extended  to  any  teacher  or- 
ganization in  the  schools  shall  be  fully  and  unreserv- 
edly extended  to  all  teacher  organizations. 

3.  The  use  of  any  coercion  or  pressure  by  any  principal 
or  other  administrative  officer  or  other  school  em- 
ployee to  influence  any  teacher  to  join  or  refrain  from 
joining  any  organization  shall  be  deemed  to  be  un- 
professional conduct. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  call  attention  to 
this  rule  at  the  beginning  of  each  school  term  by 
means  of  a  notice  in  the  Superintendent's  Bulletin.

The  Institute 

INSTITUTE  session  at  War  Memorial  Opera  House  on 
'  last  Monday,  provoked  discussion  among  the  3,000 
members  of  the  certificated  staff  which  had  not  died 
away  when  the  week-end  recess  came. 

For  Dr.  Frank  N.  Freeman,  new  dean  of  education  at 
the  University  of  California,  is  master  of  the  conjectural, 
stimulating  educational  address  which  leaves  his  auditors, 
not  as  a  group  who  have  listened  to  another  speech,  but 
with  a  resolve  to  think  through  the  implications  and 
search  oneself  for  better  results. 

Opening  the  speaking  program,  President  C.  Harold 
Caulfield  likened  the  elevating  orchestra  pit  which  auto- 
matically closed  the  gap  between  the  stage  and  his 
audience  to  the  feeling  of  friendship  which  has  been 
growing  constantly  in  the  school  department  in  recent 
years.  After  citing  the  improvements  made  in  public 
schools  in  the  past  10  years,  Mr.  Caulfield  alluded  to  the 
impending  signs  of  war  in  Europe. 

"Tomorrow  we  start  a  war  with  enthusiasm  in  the 
schools  of  San  Francisco,  a  struggle  against  ignorance, 
malice  and  bigotry,  the  only  battle  we  shall  ever  fight 
on  American  soil." 

His  Honor,  Mayor  Angelo  J.  Rossi  graced  the  occasion 
after  a  welcome  from  Superintendent  Nourse  and  the 
entire  staff  and  a  message  of  thanks  from  George  B. 
Finnegan,  principal  of  Galileo  Evening  School,  for  the 
excellent  choices  Mayor  Rossi  had  made  in  the  personnel 
of  the  Board  of  Education  since  he  took  office. 

Dr.  A.  J.  Cloud,  president  of  San  Francisco  Junior 
College,  reporting  as  General  Chairman  of  the  1939 
National  Education  Association  Convention  held  in  July 
in  San  Francisco,  told  of  the  success  the  convention  was 
voted  by  national  headquarters  and  the  prominent  part 
taken  by  the  local  committee  through  the  contributions  of 
teachers.  The  report  was  received  with  enthusiasm  and 
applause. 

Dr.  Freeman  reviewed  the  various  controversial  view- 
points in  education  today  from  the  ultra  progressives 
to  the  essentialists  and  hoped  for  the  day  "when  we  will 
arise  above  factions  in  education."  The  speaker  paid  his 
respects  to  experts  in  higher  education  with  little  or  no 
experience  in  class  room  teaching  at  the  lower  levels 
who,  without  any  working  practice  at  all,  work  out 
theories  far  away  from  the  class  room  and  tell  the  work- 
ing teachers,  "This  is  the  way  you  ought  to  do  it." 

"Unless  the  fundamentals  are  well  taught,  the  ultimate 
objectives  of  education  can  never  be  attained"  said  Dr. 
Freeman.  "Any  tendency  towards  slackness  and  slovenli- 
ness in  grammar,  writing  and  arithmetic  instruction  des- 
troys  the   real   value  of  teaching   in    elementary   levels." 

He  urged  members  of  the  teaching  profession  to  weigh 
the  merits  of  theories  advanced  by  all  schools  of  educa- 
tion but  in  reaching  a  compromise  between  extremes  to 
recognize  that  certain  minimum  goals  of  accomplish- 
ment at  any  level  is  necessary.

duction  staged  at  the  N.  E.  A.  convention  in  July  were 
heard  in  the  music  by  the  same  orchestra  under  direction 
of  Madison  Devlin.  Teachers'  chorus  under  leadership 
of  Charles  M.  Dennis,  director  of  music.,  accompanied 
by  Isabelle  Becker,  rendered  a  delightful  series  of  songs 
as  a  centerpiece  to  the  program. 

Chief  of  Police  William  J.  Quinn  spoke  on  the 
problem  of  crime  in  general  and  as  it  affects  the  juvenile 
offender  in  particular.  He  discussed  what  San  Francisco 
police  were  doing  to  prove  to  young  offenders  that  crime 
does  not  pay  and  pointed  out  to  the  teachers  results  of 
campaigns  conducted  by  the  police  which  resulted  in 
lessening  the  destructive  effects  of  many  youthful  ex- 
ploits like  kite  flying  over  light  wires  and  damage  caused 
by  Halloween  pranks. 

Superintendent  Nourse  called  the  institute  to  order 
promptly  at  9:30  o'clock  picking  as  his  opening  words, 
those  of  the  selection  the  orchestra  had  just  played ; 
"God  Bless  America." 
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Teach  Reading  In  All  Grades 

ll\A/E  must  promote  growth  in  reading  from  the  pri- 

▼  y  maty  grades  all  the  way  through  the  secondary 
schools,"  said  Dr.  William  S.  Gray  of  the  University  of 
Chicago  before  a  group  of  distinguished  educators  assem- 
bled recently  in  Chicago  for  the  Second  Annual  Confer- 
ence on  Reading. 

Among  the  outstanding  speakers  were  Miss  Bess 
Goodykoontz,  Assistant  United  States  Commissioner  of 
Education ;  Walter  F.  Dearborn  of  the  Harvard  School 
of  Education;  Ernest  Horn  of  the  University  of  Iowa; 
Wilbur  L.  Beauchamp  of  the  University  of  Chicago ; 
Dora  Smith  of  the  University  of  Minnesota;  and  others. 

The  keynote  of  the  conference,  presented  by  Dr.  Gray, 
stressed  the  importance  of  reading  in  this  challenging 
age,  the  necessity  for  a  broader  conception  of  the  reading 
process,  and  more  careful  guidance  in  reading  at  every 
grade  level. 

"Too  often  training  in  school  stops  when  the  child 
comprehends  the  printed  page,  but  before  the  learning 
has  had  an  opportunity  to  modify  the  child's  behavior," 
Dr.  Gray  warned.  "After  the  youngster  learns  how  to 
read,  the  job  is  just  begun;  in  the  higher  grades  he  must 
be  taught  reading  habits  to  meet  his  growing  needs." 

Dr.  Bess  Goodykoontz  emphasized  that  at  the  higher 
levels  there  is  need  not  only  for  remedial  reading  for 
problem  cases,  but  for  regular  basic  instruction  in 
reading. 

"In  planning  a  course  of  study,"  she  advised,  "units 
should  be  selected  which  contribute  to  reading  improve- 
ment and  for  which  reading  material  is  available.  Each 
unit  should  be  annotated  for  what  specific  needs  each 
has  for  reading.  There  should  be  specific  plans  for 
specific  reading  guidance  in  each  curriculum  field — one 
part  of  the  course  of  study  in  each  area  should  contain 
helpful  suggestions  for  reading  instruction  appropriate 
to   that   area." 

In  one  of  the  subsequent  general  sessions  Dr.  Ernest 
Horn  gave  a  plea  for  less  crowding  by  curriculums. 
Citing  the  case  of  one  geography  course  for  the  middle 
grades  which  includes  2,000  topics,  most  of  them  com- 
plex and  remote  from  the  child's  experiences,  he  pointed 
out  that  this  was  the  type  of  thing  which  makes  the  get- 
ting of  anything  meaningful  a  hopeless  task.  "There  just 
isn't  time  under  these  circumstances  to  encourage  proper 
reading  habits,"  said  the  Iowa  educator.

A  Vacation  Visitor 

WA.  MacDonald,  educational  editor  of  the  New 
•  York  Times,  came  to  San  Francisco  for  the  con- 
vention of  the  National  Education  Association  and  re- 
mained to  cover  the  deportation  hearing  at  Angel  Island. 
Out  of  his  visit  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools  have 
enjoyed  national  attention  through  the  columiis  of  the 
Times,  not  to  mention  the  presence  of  Mr.  MacDonald, 
who,  besides  his  deep  understanding  of  the  aims  of 
public  education,   is   a  delightful   raconteur. 

Writing  under  title  "Viewpoint  on  Education"  in  a 
recent  issue  of  the  Times,  Mr.  MacDonald  said  in  part: 

"In  San  Francisco,  where  the  climate  is  an  instigator 
of  energy  and  the  Golden  Gate  Exposition  is  bringing 
more  people  than  usual,  it  appears  that  a  good  many 
Americans  are  interested  in  education  that  has  nothing 
to  do  with  formality  of  classrooms  and  licensed  teachers. 
The  exhibition  buildings  as  well  as  the  gayway  at  the 
fair  are  well  filled  with  them. 

"They  look  as  intently  and  stay  as  long  in  the 
Hawaiian  and  the  Philippine  and  New  Zealand  buildings 
as  in  Miss  Rand's  famous  ranch.  They  are  to  be  found  in 
the  ferry  building  on  the  mainland,  where  on  the  second 
floor  a  relief  map  a  whole  block  long  invites  them  to 
'see  the  terrain  of  the  country  you  have  crossed/  Then, 
as  they  are  ferried  to  the  fair  they  are  as  likely  as  not  to 
overhear  dissertations  on  why  Sir  Francis  Drake  on  his 
circumnavigation  did  not  discover  the  Golden  Gate,  al- 
though he  wintered  in  Drake's  Bay.  near  by. 

"All  this  bespeaks  an  interest  which  is  fundamental  in 
getting  and  continuing  to  get  an  education  in  accordance 
with  what  the  specialists  sometimes  call  a  continuum. 
And  that  there  is  such  an  interest  is  obvious  at  the  fair 
in  the  room  that  contains  the  Wells-Fargo  exhibit  and 
which  apparently  is  always  crowded. 

"There  are  always  more  people  at  this  exhibit  than 
in  the  room  devoted  to  formal  education  in  San  Francisco, 
and  yet  that  deserves  its  share  of  consideration,  too.  Here 
it  is  pointed  out  that  in  San  Francisco  the  first  kinder- 
garten on  the  Pacific  Coast  was  founded  and  that  here  the 
first  public  school  of  California  opened  its  doors.  Here, 
also,  the  first  high  school  in  the  West  was  located. 

"San  Francisco's  record  in  constructing  new  public 
school  buildings  is  set  forth  in  the  same  exhibit.  During 
the  nineteen-year  period  between  1920  and  1939,  the 
Board  of  Education  erected  sixty  new  fire-proof  schools 
at  a  cost  of  $21,000,000.  These  fire  and  earthquake- 
proof  buildings  include  seven  new  senior  high  schools, 
ten  junior  high  schools  and  forty-five  elementary  schools. 
Under  construction  as  part  of  a  $5,000,000  building  pro- 
gram are  a  new  junior  college,  a  ninth  senior  high  school, 
an  additional  junior  high  school  and  the  second  wing 
of  a  trades  school. 

"Statistically,  it  is  further  stated  that  San  Francisco 
has  maintained  public  high  schools  since  1856,  years 
before  a  State  university  was  chartered,  and  that  today

one  of  every  three  graduates  of  the  city's  eight  senior 
high  schools  continues  his  studies  at  higher  institutions 
of  learning. 

"As  for  the  philosophy  of  education  behind  the  sys- 
tem, it  is  said  that  returns  from  State  universities  and 
colleges  place  the  city's  public  schools  in  the  higher 
brackets  for  thoroughness  of  preparation  based  upon 
actual  performance  of  graduates;  and  also  that  students 
who  do  not  elect  a  college  career  are  trained  to  meet  the 
demands  of  a  changing  world  of  work. 

"The  stated  aim  of  this  program  is  to  educate  in  terms 
of  individual  abilities.  Thus  a  boy  who  shows  a  tend- 
ency toward  industrial  arts  is  exposed  to  courses  where, 
through  the  actual  use  of  machines  and  tools,  he  may 
discover  the  skills  in  which  he  is  most  proficient. 

"This  curriculum  is  followed  from  the  junior  high 
school  level  through  an  extensive  program  of  adult  edu- 
cation. The  apprentice  training  program  is  operated  both 
day  and  night  in  cooperation  with  employer  and  employee 
groups  to  complement  the  apprenticeships  with  technical 
knowledge  vital  to  certain  crafts."

ALTHOUGH  the  July  convention  of  the  National 
Education  Association  in  San  Francisco  passed  into 
history  on  July  7,  letters  of  felicitation  on  the  excellent 
manner  in  which  the  San  Francisco  committee  of  teachers 
handled  the  convention  are  still  pouring  into  committee 
headquarters  and  to  the  offices  of  the  San  Francisco  Con- 
vention and  Tourist  Bureau. 

As  late  as  yesterday  letters  were  received  by  Dr.  A.  J. 
Cloud,  chairman,  adding  to  the  pile  of  praise  which  has 
already  been  heaped  upon  every  person  identified  with  the 
convention  program. 

Particularly,  Miss  Amy  Hinrichs,  newly  elected  presi- 
dent of  the  association ;  H.  A.  Allan,  business  manager 
of  the  organization,  and  H.  D.  Shankland,  executive 
secretary  of  the  American  Association  of  School  Admin- 
istrators, have  been  shouting  the  wonders  of  San  Fran- 
cisco ever  since  the  convention  ended. 

Before  leaving  San  Francisco  Mr.  Allan  appeared  be- 
fore the  Board  of  Education  and  said: 

//  would  not  be  right  or  fair  if  I  did  not  ask  you  for  a 
minute  to  express  for  our  Association  thanks  for  what  has 
been  done  here  in  San  Francisco  during  the  past  week  by 
the  school  officers  of  this  city.  The  convention  just  closed 
was  the  happiest  convention  that  I  ever  attended.  I  think 
we  have  seen  more  happiness  here  than  in  any  other  city 
at  any  other  convention,  and  I  am  sure  it  was  due  to  the 
fine  spirit,  the  splendid  organized  work  of  the  school 
people,  teachers,  principals  and  administrators. 

To  which  Hon.  Charles  A.  Derry,  acting  president, 
responded : 

Mr.  Allan,  1  express  the  sentiments  of  the  Board  in 
saying  that  we  are  deeply  appreciative  of  your  very  kind 
and  generous  remarks.  We  are  happy  to  have  had  your 
convention  with  us  and  we  realize  the  influence  of  im- 
measurable value  it  has  left  upon  our  beloved  city  and 
upon  our  educational  department. 

The  following  resolution  was  approved  unanimously 
on  motion  of  Hon.  William  F.  Benedict: 

WHEREAS,  the  seventy-seventh  Annual  Convention 
of  the  National  Education  Association  has  fust  drawn 
to  a  close  in  San  Francisco,  and 

WHEREAS,  various  officials  of  the  National  Educa- 
tion Association  have  stated  that  this  convention  was 
one  of  the  most  successful  ever  held  by  the  Association, 
and 

WHEREAS,  much  of  the  success  of  the  Convention 
was  due  to  the  intensive  preparation,  over  a  period  of 
many  months,  carried  on  by  the  Superintendent's  Com- 
mittee headed  by  Superintendent  of  Schools  Mr.  Joseph 
P.  Nourse,  and  by  the  1939  N.E.A.  Convention  Execu- 
tive Committee  headed  by  Dr.  Archibald  J.  Cloud;  and 

WHEREAS,  members  of  both  the  certificated  and  non- 
certificated  staffs  of  the  San  Francisco  School  Depart- 
ment to  the  number  of  several  hundred,  gave  unstintedly 
of  their  time  and  efforts  in  the  multitude  of  tasks  inci- 
dent to  this  great  national  gathering  of  educators: 

Now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED:  That  this  Board  of  Education  formally 
and  officially  express  its  gratification  over  the  success  of 
the  National  Education  Association  Convention,  and  that 
sincere  thanks  be  extended  to  all  members  of  this  depart- 
ment for  the  splendid  endeavors  they  put  forth  to 
this  end. 

Success  of  the  program  of  the  Department  of  Ele- 
mentary School  Principals  resulted  in  three  communica- 
tions, the  first  from  Miss  Eva  G.  Pinkston,  executive 
secretary  of  the  organization,  to  Miss  Bertha  E.  Roberts, 
deputy  superintendent.    The  letter  said  in  part: 

The  Department  of  Elementary  School  Principals  has 
never  had  a  finer  program  than  the  one  which  you  di- 
rected on  Tuesday  afternoon,  July  4,  and  I  personally 
have  never  had  as  many  people  come  up  to  me  and  say 


as  many  fine  things  about  the  program  as  I  had  while 
in  San  Francisco.

Need  For  a  United  Front

"The   state   school   program   in   New   York 
was  cut  $10,000,000  last  year." 

"The    Georgia   legislature   adjourned    owing 
the  teachers  $5,000,000." 

"Sixty-five  per  cent  of  the  income  tax  in  Col- 
orado was  diverted  from  the  schools." 
Increasing  demands  are  being  made  for  appropriations 
for  relief,  old  age  pensions,  roads,  and  armaments. 
Worthy  as  these  causes  may  be  they  must  not  be  allowed 
to  cripple  the  schools.  Children  come  first  in  a  Democ- 
racy I 


XA/RITING  in  the  Oakland  Tribune  recently,  Angelo 
"  Patri,  noted  author  and  principal  of  a  New  York 
High  School,  supports  the  theory  that  "We  must  face 
the  truth  about  the  backward  child  and  rearrange  his 
school  life." 

"When  a  child  is  plainly  a  mental  loss  he  is  quietly 
cared  for  by  his  people,  or  by  the  community.  But  when 
he  comes  somewhere  between  complete  loss  and  complete 
normality,  his  lot  is  a  mighty  hard  one,"  continues  Mr. 
Patri.  "He  looks  all  right,  or  perhaps,  the  slight  asym- 
metry of  his  body,  the  slight  variation  in  his  behavior, 
can  be  overlooked,  is  overlooked.  He  has  a  good  mem- 
ory— for  certain  kinds  of  learning.  Or  he  has  certain 
strengths,  doing  better  in  some  forms ,  of  activity  than 
his  abler  brother.  Or  he  does  quite  well  in  most  of  his 
lessons,  but  he  cannot  learn  to  read,  and  certain  subjects 
are  hard  for  him.  Maybe  he  gets  his  lessons  after  study 
for  three  hours  after  a  long  school  day  while  his  abler 
brother  gets  his  in  half  an  hour.  Sometimes  he  is  quick 
in  his  movements,  but  inaccurate.  Sometimes  he  is  slow 
and  clumsy,  but  finally  successful  to  a  passing  degree. 
But  all  the  time  he  is  different  from  other  children,  and 
his  parents  and  teachers  are  moving  heaven  and  earth  to 
push  him  into  the  upper  grade  levels  of  the  school. 

"It  just  cannot  be  done.  Let's  face  the  truth  and  go 
on  from  there.  Some  children  have  not  the  basic  equip- 
ment for  school  success  as  we  measure  it  on  the  basis  of 
a  course  of  study  set  for  the  best  equipped  children  in 
the  community.  No  amount  of  coaching  will  change 
that  condition,  and  too  much  of  it  is  likely  to  result  in 
harm. 

"All  such  children  must  be  carefully  studied  by  teach- 
ers who  understand  their  condition.  Such  teachers  are 
specialists  in  the  education  of  the  backward  child,  and 
every  school  district  ought  to  have  such  teachers  in  pro- 
portion to  the  number  of  such  children  in  the  schools. 
They  should  know  the  children  and  their  families  per- 
sonally, and  plan  their  studies  in  relation  to  the  ability 
of  the  children.  It  is  useless,  it  is  cruel,  to  make  a  back- 
ward child  struggle  to  reach  the  standard  of  scholarship 
that  only  the  most  intellectually  gifted  can  reach.  It  is 
waste  of  time,  money  and  human  energy. 

"These  children  have  a  shorter  learning  time  than  the 
fast-learning  children.  The  finer  the  mind  the  longer  its 
growing  span.  The  duller  the  mind  the  shorter  its  grow- 
ing span.  That  means  that  one  must  begin  very  early  to 
teach  such  children,  and  lose  no  opportunity.  The  end 
of  their  learning  time  may  be  very  close  at  hand,  and 
once  its  limit  has  been  reached  there  is  no  chance  of 
stretching  it  further.  Begin  and  keep  on  working,  shift- 
ing the  instruction  as  the  child's  mind  shifts,  taking  ad- 
vantage of  every  phase  of  power,  every  shade  of  interest 
he  shows,  to  forward  his  growth. 

"It  is  useless  to  blame  a  child's  school  failure  on  his

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Junior  Employment  Service  Aids  Student  Placement  Program

THE  success  of  San  Francisco  Public  High  School 
'  graduates  in  passing  tests  set  up  by  the  California 
State  Employment  Service,  resulted  in  the  placement 
of  435  young  men  and  women  in  positions,  according  to 
the  quarterly  report  just  issued  by  Mrs.  M.  P.  Carmody, 
manager  of  the  junior  division.  This  placement  repre- 
sents an  increase  of  128  per  cent  over  a  comparable  pe- 
riod for  the  previous  year. 

The  record  of  the  employment  service,  which  is  an 
official  arm  of  the  state  government,  has  been  made  pos- 
sible through  the  full  cooperation  given  by  principals  of 
San  Francisco's  senior  high  schools,  according  to  Mrs. 
Carmody.  Through  a  steering  committee  originally  set 
up  a  year  ago,  a  workable  system  of  facilitating  employ- 
ment for  young  people  has  been  inaugurated. 

This  committee  is  composed  of  Superintendent  Nourse, 
Robert  J.  Staffer,  principal  of  Continuation  School,  Miss 
Edith  Pence,  director  of  the  curriculum,  Charles  A.  Si- 
monds,  director  of  counselling  and  guidance.  Robert  F. 
Gray,  deputy  superintendent,  John  McGlade,  deputy 
superintendent,  and  Edgar  S.  Anderson,  principal  of 
Samuel  Gompers  Trades  School. 

Mrs.  Carmody  called  upon  Mr.  Simonds  last  week  and 
presented  him  with  a  detailed  report  of  the  placement  of 
students,  listed  by  high  schools.  The  report  presents  a 
follow  through  as  to  the  probable  success  or  failure  of 
the  student.  These  reports  will  be  made  available  to  all 
high  school  principals. 


Success  of  the  junior  employment  division  with  the 
downtown  business  group  has  been  based  upon  its  ability 
to  supply  efficient  and  sometimes  superior  office  workers.

'lack  of  concentration.'  Concentration  is  centered  atten- 
tion. Attention  is  stimulated  by  curiosity,  then  interest 
holds  it.  A  backward  child's  curiosity  is  not  keen  about 
most  school  activities,  and  his  interest  is  short  lived  in 
work  he  cannot  do. 

"Saying  he  lacks  concentration  is  saying  he  cannot  at- 
tend to  school  work,  something  the  teacher  knew  about 
the  end  of  the  first  week  of  work.  When  that  is  discov- 
ered it  is  time  to  examine  the  child  and  rearrange  his 
school  life  with  the  view  toward  making  him  a  happy, 
useful  citizen. 

"Drill  won't  do  this.  Neither  will  discipline,  nor 
military  school,  nor  the  reform  school  nor  any  other 
school  that  is  not  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  backward 
child.  Of  all  children  in  schools  today,  his  is  the  hardest 
lot.  Of  all  children  in  need  of  guidance  and  training, 
this  one  heads  the  list.  He  is  the  problem  of  every  com- 
munity in  the  land,  yet  little  seems  to  be  done  for  him."

The  Killing  of  Children 

A  TOTAL  of  179  California  children — 65  of  whom 
were  less  than  ten  years  old  and  114  were  from 
ten  to  nineteen  years  of  age — were  killed  in  the  first  six 
months  of  1939  in  all  motor  vehicle  accidents,  while 
1776  under  ten  years  and  3820  from  ten  to  nineteen 
years  of  age  were  injured  on  the  highways  of  California. 
These  records  of  the  Patrol  show  there  was  an  increase 
of  17  deaths  and  357  injuries  to  children  between  those 
ages  as  compared  with  a  similar  period  in  1938. 

Pledging  the  support  of  the  California  Highway  Patrol 
to  stop  the  killing  and  maiming  of  school  children 
upon  the  highways,  Chief  E.  Raymond  Cato  is  urging  all 
motorists  to  exercise  extreme  care  when  passing  school 
buses  taking  on  or  discharging  passengers,  and  when 
passing  playgrounds,  or  through  intersections  used  by 
children. 

In  a  notice  to  all  officers  of  the  Patrol,  Chief  Cato 
directed  that  especial  attention  be  given  the  safety  of 
children,  and  to  issue  court  citations  in  every  instance 
when  violations  of  the  Vehicle  Code  warrant.

GRADUAL  enforcement  of  the  study  increment  principle 
in  the  salary  schedule  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  was  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Education 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
at  the  May  15  meeting  of  that  body.  The  new  schedule, 
which  became  effective  on  July  1,  1939,  releases  the  max- 
imum of  $3204  paid  to  high  school  teachers  now  on  the 
twelfth  rating  to  $3292  on  the  thirteenth  rating;  junior  high 
school  teachers  from  $2892  in  the  thirteenth  rating  to  $2967 
in  the  fourteenth;  elementary  school  teachers  from  $2580  in 
the  fourteenth  rating  to  $2736  in  the  fifteenth  year. 

All  maximum  salaries  are  conditioned  upon  the  recipients' 
ability  to  do  outside  study,  as  hereafter  described  to  total  six 
units  of  study,  at  the  sixth,  eleventh  and  fifteenth  levels  of 
the  salary  schedule,  subject  to  such  exceptions  as  are  spec- 
ifically provided  in  the  subjoined  schedule.  In  event  a  teacher 
should  not  elect  to  do  the  outside  work  as  prescribed  by  the 
Superintendent's  office  scale  A  or  the  basic  salary  maxima 
would  be  as  follows:  elementary  teachers  $2472,  junior  high 
$2793,  senior  high  $3100.  However,  the  schedule  specifically 
provides  that  no  teacher  shall  suffer  a  loss  in  salary  from  that 
now  received  because  of  conflict  with  the  operative  provi- 
sions of  the  new  schedule.

Rules  of  the  Board  of  Education  that  are  now  in  effect 
but  are  not  in  conflict  with  above  rates  as  relating  to  the 
operation  of  Salary  Schedule,  are  continued  in  effect  as 
applying  to  the  Salary  Schedule  adopted  this  day  for  the 
fiscal  year  1939-1940,  in  effect  July  1,  1939.  All  rules, 
regulations,  resolutions  and  provisions  in  conflict  with  this 
salary  schedule  are  hereby  rescinded. 

"Rating"  as  used  herein  does  not  refer  to  years  of  ex- 
perience or  service,  but  does  refer  to  the  location  on  this 
salary  schedule  as  determined  by  the  application  of  the  rules 
of  the  Board  of  Education. 

Salary  calculations  for  deductions  on  account  of  absence 
for  the  226,  231  and  278  day  groups  of  certificated  em- 
ployees shall  be  made  on  the  basis  of  226,  231  and  278  days 
per  year  respectively,  counting  Saturdays  as  full  days.  Sub- 
stitutes therefore  shall  be  paid  $6.50  per  day. 


RULES  RE  1939-1940  SALARY  SCHEDULE 

1.  RESOLVED:  That  the  Board  of  Education  hereby  con- 
tinues in  effect  the  principle  of  the  payment  of  an  annual 
increment  for  the  school  year   1939-1940. 

2.  RESOLVED,  FURTHER  That,  effective  July  1,  1939, 
this  salary  schedule  be  adopted  for  the  school  year  1939- 
1940  and  that  any  certificated  employee  not  on  the  maximum 
salary  rating  as  named  herein,  for  his  or  her  position,  shall 
be  placed  on  that  rating  of  the  salary  schedule  which  is  one 
rating  higher  than  that  which  he  or  she  received  for  the 
school  year  1938-1939,  except  as  hereinafter  provided.  The 
increases  are  not  to  be  retroactive. 

3.  RESOLVED,  FURTHER  That  certificated  employees 
on  the  present  maximum  ratings  shall  advance  one  rating 
as  follows,  if  they  have  completed  75%  of  the  required 
days  in  service  for  their  classification  for  the  school  year 
1938-1939  or  who  have  served  on  the  maximum  rating  for 
their  classification  for  75%  of  the  required  days  in  service 
of  any  prior  year  (leaves  of  absence  or  absence  from  duty 
for  any  cause  shall  not  be  considered  for  salary  purposes  as 
"in  service") : 

Elementary — on  14th  rating  shall  advance  to  15th  rating. 

Junior  High — on  13th  rating  shall  advance  to  14th  rating. 

Senior  High — on  12th  rating  shall  advance  to  13th  rating. 

PROVIDED,  that  no  certificated  employee  who  has  not 
been  "in  service"  in  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District 
seventy-five  per  cent  (75%)  of  the  required  days  of  the 
previous  fiscal  year  for  his  or  her  classification  (elementary, 
junior  high,  senior  high,  junior  college,  etc.)  shall  be  en- 
titled to  an  automatic  increase  for  the  following  year;  and 

PROVIDED,  FURTHER,  that  a  "complete  school  year" 
for  salary  purposes  shall  be  at  least  seventy-five  per  cent 
(75%)  of  the  required  days  for  each  classification  for  any 
school  year,  and  leaves  of  absence  or  absence  from  duty  for 
any  cause  including  Sabbatical  leave,  shall  not  be  considered 
for  salary  purposes  as  "in  service"  as  used  herein. 

PROVIDED,  FURTHER,  that  any  certificated  employee 
on  leave  or  absent  from  duty  with  permission  shall  receive 
upon  return  to  active  service  the  next  higher  rating  to  the 
last  rating  received  during  which  a  "complete  school  year" 
was  served ; 

PROVIDED,  FURTHER,  where  displaced  probationers 
have  served  seventy-five  per  cent  (75%)  of  the  required 
service  as  probationary  teachers  for  the  year  1938-39,  they 
shall  be  placed  on  that  rating  of  the  salary  schedule  which 
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is  one  rating  higher  than  that  which  he  or  she  received  for 
the  school  year  1938-39,  except  as  hereinafter  provided; 

PROVIDED,  FURTHER,  that  certificated  employees  who 
are  re-employed  under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Board  adopted  June  6,  1934,  for  re-employment,  etc.,  shall 
receive  the  first  rating  for  their  classification; 

PROVIDED,  FURTHER,  that  certificated  employees  of 
the  evening  schools  who  have  served  seventy-five  per  cent 
(75%)  of  the  total  number  of  days  required  for  such  as- 
signment during  the  school  year  1938-39  shall  receive  for 
the  school  year  1939-40  the  next  higher  rating  to  the  one 
received  during  the  school  year  1938-39.  That  is,  those  on 
the  first  rating  shall  be  advanced  to  the  second  rating; 
those  on  the  second  rating  to  the  third  rating ;  those  on  the 
third  rating  to  the  fourth  rating;  those  on  the  fourth  rating 
to  the  fifth  rating.  The  fifth  rating  is  the  maximum  for 
evening  schools. 

One  evening  per  week  assignment  means  one  evening 
per  week  throughout  the  evening  school  year.  Two,  three, 
four  and  five  evening  assignments  are  figured  on  the  same 
basis. 

A  person  who  has  been  increased  or  decreased  a  certain 
number  of  evenings  per  week  during  the  school  year,  shall 
have  his  time  figured  on  a  pro-rata  basis,  in  accordance  with 
the  time  served   in  each  assignment.

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REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  REQUIREMENTS 
FOR  STUDY  INCREMENTS  AND  PLACEMENT 
AND    ADVANCEMENT    ON    NEW    SCHEDULES 

RESOLVED:  That  the  policy  of  requiring  professional 
growth  to  qualify  for  additional  study  increments  be  adopted, 
and  that  no  portion  of  the  requirements  governing  the  ap- 
plication of  this  policy  shall  be  construed  as  being 
retroactive. 

RESOLVED:  That  for  the  purpose  of  fostering  con- 
tinuous improvement  in  service  among  the  teachers  of  the 
San  Francisco  School  Department,  new  basic  salary  schedules 
with  "study"  increments  of  salary  at  the  sixth,  eleventh, 
and  fifteenth  rating  levels  of  the  salary  schedule,  and  re- 
quirements to  obtain  such  study  increments,  are  hereby 
established  effective  July  1,  1939. 

Study  requirements  may  be  fulfilled  by  any  one  of  the 
following  methods: 

1.  The  satisfactory  completion  of  six  units  of  approved 
work  in  a  recognized  college  or  university,  taken  in 
residence  or  extension  courses,  or  such  other  courses 
as  may  be  authorized  (on  forms  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Education)   in  advance  by  the  Superintendent. 

2.  Official  reports  of  teachers  who  have  been  on  Sab- 
batical leave  shall  be  accepted  as  follows: 

(a)  Sabbatical  leave  for  six  months  for  travel  and  study 
to  be  equivalent  to  two  units. 

(b)  Sabbatical  leave  for  one  year  for  travel  and  study  to 
be  equivalent  to  four  units. 

(c)  Sabbatical  leave  for  study  must  be  verified  by  official 

transcript  of  records  from  the  institution  where  work 
is  taken. 

3.  All  work  offered  in  satisfaction  of  these  requirements 
must  first  be  approved  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  or  his  duly  authorized  agent,  and  satisfactory 
evidence  of  its  completion  be  furnished  before  final 
credit  is  given. 


4.     Official   transcript   of  record  should   be   submitted   to 
verify   completion   of   college  or   university  work   im- 
mediately following  close  of  school  term  during  which 
work  is  taken.  Work  taken  during  summer  sessions  will 
be   counted    toward   salary    increments   during   current 
school   year   in   which  work   is   taken   if  transcript  of 
record   is  filed  in  the  Bureau  of  Personnel  immediately 
following  completion  of  summer  session. 
All  reports  on  travel  and  study  while  on  Sabbatical  leave 
should  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Personnel  on 
or  before  the  opening  day  of  the  fall  term  following  such 
leave,  if  such  report  is  to  be  counted  for  salary  increment 
for  the  current  fiscal  school  year. 

PLACEMENT  AND  ADVANCEMENT  OF 
TEACHERS 

1.  All  teachers  now  in  service  shall  be  assumed  to  have 
completed  all  study  requirements  for  salary  increments 
up  to  their  present  salary  rating  and  shall  move  upward 
on  the  schedule  automatically,  with  the  obligation  of 
meeting  study  requirements  for  such  bonuses  only  as 
are  still  ahead  of  them  in  the  salary  schedule  before 
being  entitled  to  the  added  increments  for  study. 

2.  Those  teachers  who  are  now  (1938-1939)  on  the  5th, 
10th,  or  14th  ratings  of  the  salary  schedule  shall  move 
automatically,  and  without  further  study  requirement, 
to  the  next  higher  rating  of  their  respective  scales ;  that 
is,  those  now  on  the  5th  rating  will  move  to  6th  rating 
Scale  B,  those  on  10th  rating  will  move  to  11th  rating 
Scale  C,  those  on  14th  rating  will  move  to  15th  rating 
Scale  D. 

3.  Those  teachers  who  are  now  (1938-1939)  on  the  4th, 
9th,  or  13th  ratings  of  the  salary  schedule  shall  be  re- 
quired to  show  evidence  of  the  completion  of  two  (2) 
units  of  work,  as  herein  defined,  before  being  eligible 
for  an  additional  study  increment. 

4.  Those  teachers  who  are  now  (1938-1939)  on  the  3rd, 
8th,  or  12th  ratings  of  the  salary  schedules  shall  be 
required  to  show  evidence  of  the  completion  of  four 
(4)  units  of  work  before  being  eligible  for  an  addi- 
tional study  increment. 

5.  Those  teachers  who  are  now  (1938-1939)  on  the  1st, 
2nd,  6th,  7th,  or  11th  rating  of  the  salary  schedule, 
and  all  those  who  shall  hereafter  enter  the  depart- 
ment, shall  be  required  to  show  evidence  of  the  com- 
pletion of  six  (6)  units  of  work  before  being  eligible 
for  an  additional  study  increment.  The  increment  at 
the  fourth  (3rd  to  4th)  rating  shall  not  be  considered 
a  study  increment. 

6.  University  or  college  work,  or  Sabbatical  Leave  as 
herein  provided,  may  be  offered  in  satisfaction  of  the 
above  requirements,  provided  such  work  was  completed 
not  more  than  five  years  prior  to  the  date  on  which  it 
is  credited  for  study  increment.  No  previously  acquired 
units  may  be  held  over  for  a  second  or  subsequent  study 
increment. 

7.  No  teacher  shall  suffer  any  reduction  in  salary  as  a 
result  of  the  transfer  from  the  1938-39  salary  schedule 
to  the  1939-40  salary  schedule. 

8.  Any  teacher  who  on  July  1,  1939  is  48  years  of  age  or 
over,  and  who  has  been  employed  as  a  member  of  the 
certificated  staff  in  the  San  Francisco  public  schools 
for  twenty  years,  shall  be  exempt  from  all  study  incre- 
ment requirements. 

9.  Any  teacher  who  on  July  1,  1939  is  60  years  of  age  or 
over  shall  be  exempt  from  all  study  increment  require- 
ments regardless  of  years  of  service. 

10.     Certificated  employees  on  the  present  maximum  ratings 
shall  advance  one  rating  as  follows  if  they  have  com- 
pleted 75%   of  the  required  days  in  service  for  their 
classification   for  the  school   year    1938-1939   or   who 
have  served  on  the  maximum  rating  for  their  classifica- 
tion  for  75%   of  the  required  days  in  service  of  any 
prior  year  (leaves  of  absence  or  absence  from  duty  for 
any  cause  shall  not  be  considered  for  salary  purposes  as 
"in  service") :

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What  They  Failed  To  Learn 

• "  A  NNOUNCEMENT  is  made  by  Birmingham-South- 

*»  ern  College  that  diplomas  hereafter  will  be  given 
only  to  students  who  use  English  correctly,"  according 
to  a  recent  editorial  appearing  in  the  San  Francisco 
Chronicle.  "The  New  York  Board  of  Education's 
vocational  guidance  division  has  made  inquiry  among 
high  school  graduates  now  holding  jobs  to  learn  which 
subjects  they  find  most  useful,  and  most  regret  not 
having  explored  further. 

"The  reply  to  the  college  announcement  is  a  cry  of 
anguish.  The  reply  to  the  guidance  division's  question  is: 
'Arithmetic' 

"Here  are  two  surprises,  the  first  for  persons  who 
have  a  notion  that  college  students  learn  to  use  their 
language  correctly,  the  second  for  young  rebels  who  find 
arithmetic  difficult  and  see  no  excuse  for  forcing  it  upon 
them.  But  neither  of  these  remains  a  surprise  to  those 
who  encounter  college  graduates  in  number,  or  for 
school  graduates  when  they  get  to  work. 

"Many  products  of  higher  education  are  unfailing 
sources  of  wonder  as  to  what  they  went  to  college  for 
and  what  they  got  out  of  it.  And  no  pupil  who  was 
'poor  at  arithmetic'  but  has  cause  to  regret  it,  whether 
occupied  as  housewife,  bookkeeper,  salesman  or  boot- 
black. 

"The  total  sum  of  the  college  announcement  and  the 
school  enquiry  seems  to  be  justification  of  the  three  R's 
of  the  little  red  schoolhouse.  Readin  and  ritin  surely 
are  two  approaches  to  the  use  of  the  language.  Rith- 
metic  is  the  common  denominator  of  education,  high  or 
elementary.  They  should  not  be  slighted  in  the  curricu- 
lum, even  in  an  age  when  there  is  an  impulse  to  'get  by' 
on  various  'credits.'  The  moan  of  pain  from  a  student 
body  required  to  sling  the  King's  English  as  a  qualifica- 
tion for  graduation,  is  significant."

Efficiency  of  Health  System  Demonstrated  After  Reorganization

Contributions  were  made  in   response  to  an  open  in- 
vitation extended  by  Vid  Larson,  public  relations  din  I 
of  the  Federation,   to  all   nine  members   of   the   Health 
Service   Board.   Five   of  the   members   responded;    four, 
constituting  the  minority,  remained  silent. 

Revelations  as  to  the  inner  workings  of  the  Health 
Service  System  during  its  first  year  are  contained  in 
practically  every  contribution  which  must  be  read  in  de- 
tail in  order  to  be  completely  appreciated.  Copies  may 
be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Federation  News,  1095 
Market  Street. 

Concerning  attacks  on  the  compensation  paid  to  Dr. 
William  B.  Coffey,  medical  director  of  the  system,  by  a 
minority  of  the  directors  of  the  Health  Service  System, 
Miss  Murphy  writes: 

In  the  first  place,  each  member  of  that  minority  voted 
for  the  agreement  with  Dr.  Coffey  under  which  his 
compensation  was  fixed  at  seven  and  one-half  cents  per 
adult  member.  There  was  full  discussion  of  the  matter. 

The  services  of  Dr.  Coffey  in  formulating  the  plan 
were  a  part  of  the  consideration.  His  value  to  the  Board 
in  organizing  the  nucleus  of  doctors  and  hospitals  neces- 
sary to  put  the  plan  into  effect  was  another  part  of  the 
consideration. 

Dr.  Coffey's  experience  as  head  of  the  large  Southern 
Pacific  Hospital  system  seemed  to  the  members  of  the 
Board  to  be  of  great  value  to  our  new  system. 

The  peculiar  nature  of  his  fob  as  our  Medical  Director 
involving  the  necessity  of  disciplining  a  number  of  doc- 
tors was  considered. 

Doctors  are  highly  individualistic.  Their  responsibility 
for  the  welfare  of  their  individual  patients  is  such  that 
they  won't  stand  for  much  discipline.  But  it  is  never- 
theless necessary  to  exercise  strict  supervision  over  their 
bills  or  some  would  run  wild  in  the  amount  of  the  bills 
they  would  charge  to  the  system. 

The  Board  members  recognized  that  Dr.  Coffey  would 
inevitably  incur  the  hostility  of  some  doctors  and  those 
doctors  would  do  their  best  to  stir  up  other  doctors 
against  him  and  against  the  system. 

All  of  these  things  were  considered  in  fixing  Dr. 
Coffey's  compensation. 

I  think  it  is  obvious  that  the  sudden  attack  on  Dr. 
Coffey  by  the  minority  of  the  Board  members  two  and 
one-half  months  before  the  year  expires  is  made  from 
motives  other  than  a  real  desire  for  economy.  These 
minority  members  had  fust  voted  against  a  saving  of 
$485  effected  by  the  discharge  of  incompetent  employees 
and  the  reorganization  of  the  office  force  on  efficient 
lines.  They  had  fust  voted  in  favor  of  adding  $100  to 
the  payroll. 

Successful  attempts  to  cut  expenses  and  bring  about 
greater  efficiency  are  revealed  in  the  report  of  President 
King  whose  entire  report  is  illuminating.  He  says  in 
part: 

Unquestionably  every  economy  in  administrative  ex- 
pense must  be  made.  But  the  question  of  paying  the  doc- 
tors more  than  they  have  been  getting  the  last  six  months 
is  a  bigger  problem  than  can  be  solved  by  reducing  the 
medical  director's  salary.  When  we  have  had  a  full 
year1  s  experience  we  will  know  fust  about  how  big  that 
problem  is.  When  we  get  the  statistics  for  that  first  year, 


and  make  allowances  for  the  greater  costs  we  knew 
v  (,uld  accompany  it,  we  will  be  better  able  to  tell  how 
that  problem  may  be  solved. 

Meanwhile,  I  expect  to  go  on  seeking  every  proper 
administrative  economy  and  studying  impartially  all  pro- 
posals that  aim  to  secure  reasonable  compensation  for 
the  many  excellent  doctors  on  our  staff.  That  staff  has 
been  growing  in  number;  something  like  fifty  doctors 
have  wined  to  more  than  balance  the  lets  than  fifteen 
u  ho  have  withdrawn.

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Efficiency  of  Health  System  Demonstrated  After  Reorganization 


THE  current  issue  of  the  Federation  News  Review,  of- 
fi «.;.'.!  organ  of  the  Federation  of  Municipal  Employees, 
contains  five  comprehensive  articles  on  pioneering  diffi- 
culties involved  in  the  first  year  of  operation  of  the  San 
Francisco  Health  Service  System,  originally  sponsored 
by  the  Federation.  The  articles  are  written  by  Cameron 
King,  president,  Health  System ;  Miss  Mary  Maud 
Murphy,  representing  the  Public  Schools  on  the  Board 
of  Directors ;  Captain  Joseph  McKeon  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment; Captain  Arthur  Layne  of  the  Police  Department 
and  Joseph  E.  Cutten,  representing  the  Civil  Service  Asso- 
ciation on  the  Health  Service  Board. 

Contributions  were  made  in  response  to  an  open  in- 
vitation extended  by  Vid  Larson,  public  relations  director 
of  the  Federation,  to  all  nine  members  of  the  Health 
Service  Board.  Five  of  the  members  responded;  four, 
constituting  the  minority,  remained  silent.

Concerning  attacks  on  the  compensation  paid  to  Dr. 
William  B.  Coffey,  medical  director  of  the  system,  by  a 
minority  of  the  directors  of  the  Health  Service  System, 
Miss  Murphy  writes: 

In  the  first  place,  each  member  of  that  minority  voted 
for  the  agreement  with  Dr.  Coffey  under  which  his 
compensation  was  fixed  at  seven  and  one-half  cents  per 
adult  member.  There  was  full  discussion  of  the  matter. 

The  services  of  Dr.  Coffey  in  formulating  the  plan 
were  a  part  of  the  consideration.  His  value  to  the  Board 
in  organizing  the  nucleus  of  doctors  and  hospitals  neces- 
sary to  put  the  plan  into  effect  was  another  part  of  the 
consideration. 

Dr.  Coffey's  experience  as  head  of  the  large  Southern 
Pacific  Hospital  system  seemed  to  the  members  of  the 
Board  to  be  of  great  value  to  our  new  system. 

The  peculiar  nature  of  his  job  as  our  Medical  Director 
involving  the  necessity  of  disciplining  a  number  of  doc- 
tors was  considered. 

Doctors  are  highly  individualistic.  Their  responsibility 
for  the  welfare  of  their  individual  patients  is  such  that 
they  won't  stand  for  much  discipline.  But  it  is  never- 
theless necessary  to  exercise  strict  supervision  over  their 
bills  or  some  would  run  wild  in  the  amount  of  the  bills 
they  would  charge  to  the  system. 

The  Board  members  recognized  that  Dr.  Coffey  would 
inevitably  incur  the  hostility  of  some  doctors  and  those 
doctors  would  do  their  best  to  stir  up  other  doctors 
against  him  and  against  the  system. 

All  of  these  things  were  considered  in  fixing  Dr. 
Coffey's  compensation. 

I  think  it  is  obvious  that  the  sudden  attack  on  Dr. 
Coffey  by  the  minority  of  the  Board  members  two  and 
one-half  months  before  the  year  expires  is  made  from 
motives  other  than  a  real  desire  for  economy.  These 
minority  members  had  just  voted  against  a  saving  of 
$485  effected  by  the  discharge  of  incompetent  employees 
and  the  reorganization  of  the  office  force  on  efficient 
lines.  They  had  just  voted  in  favor  of  adding  $100  to 
the  payroll. 

Successful  attempts  to  cut  expenses  and  bring  about 
greater  efficiency  are  revealed  in  the  report  of  President 
King  whose  entire  report  is  illuminating.  He  says  in 
part: 

Unquestionably  every  economy  in  administrative  ex- 
pense must  be  made.  But  the  question  of  paying  the  doc- 
tors more  than  they  have  been  getting  the  last  six  months 
is  a  bigger  problem  than  can  be  solved  by  reducing  the 
medical  director's  salary.  When  we  have  had  a  full 
year's  experience  we  will  know  just  about  how  big  that 
problem  is.  When  we  get  the  statistics  for  that  first  year, 


and  make  allowances  for  the  greater  costs  we  knew 
would  accompany  it,  we  will  be  better  able  to  tell  how 
that  problem  may  be  solved. 

Meanwhile,  I  expect  to  go  on  seeking  every  proper 
administrative  economy  and  studying  impartially  all  pro- 
posals that  aim  to  secure  reasonable  compensation  for 
the  many  excellent  doctors  on  our  staff.

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San  Francisco's  Own  Flag 


I  ITTLE  known  to  the  bulk  of  San  Francisco's  elder 
^  citizens,  and  scarcely  at  all  to  the  rising  generation, 
is  the  fact  that  the  city  possesses  its  own  distinctive  of- 
ficial flag.  Or  that  this  flag,  the  Flag  of  San  Francisco, 
which  this  year  is  39  years  old,  bears  in  itself  the  nature 
of  a  propheq'  of  trials  and  triumphs  the  city  has  ex- 
perienced since  the  turn  of  the  century. 

San  Francisco  had  just  completed  in  January  1900, 
celebration  of  the  first  New  Year  of  the  century.  It  was 
looking  forward  to  celebrating  the  close  of  the  Spanish- 
American  War.  James  D.  Phelan  was  in  the  midst  of  his 
third  term  as  mayor  and  a  new  City  Charter  was  begin- 
ning to  operate.  World  interest  and  attention  had  been 
focussed  on  San  Francisco  during  the  closing  years  of 
the  nineteenth  century.  It  was  the  debarkation  point  for 
American  troops  during  the  war  with  Spain  and  after 
the  war  returning  troops  streamed  through  San  Francisco 
Harbor. 

Early  in  the  year  of  1900  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of 
San  Francisco  was  informed  by  Mayor  Phelan  of  a  plan 
he  was  considering  for  a  distinctive  San  Francisco  munici- 
pal flag.  Not,  however,  until  the  following  May  was  a 
flag  following  his  design  completed  and  adopted.  The 
design  for  the  flag,  chosen  after  a  competition  among 
San  Francisco's  leading  architects  and  artists,  comprised 
the  figure  of  the  Egyptian  mythological  bird  the  Phoenix, 
flame  encircled,  rising  from  the  ashes  of  its  own  destruc- 
tion, above  a  ribboned  scroll  bearing  in  Spanish  the 
words :  Oro  en  Paz ;  Ferro  en  Guerro — Gold  in  Peace ; 
Iron  in  War.  Colors  of  the  flag  are  gold  and  black. 

In  presenting  and  explaining  the  flag  and  its  design 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  Mayor  Phelan  said: 

"It  is  singularly  appropriate  by  reason  of  the  fact  Cali- 
fornia is  the  Golden  State,  and  San  Francisco  has  been 
the  point  of  debarkation  for  our  troops  whose  heroic 
work  in  the  Pacific  has  been  the  principal  event  of  the 
closing  years  of  the  century,  and  because  our  own  Cali- 
fornia boys,  mustered  in  San  Francisco,  were  the  first 
to  the  front.  Gold  is  emblematic  of  the  abundance  of 
nature,  and  iron  of  the  fortitude  and  courage  of  men; 
but  when  the  war  ceases  let  us  hope  that  the  productive 
industries  of  which  iron  is  also  emblematic  may  permit 
us  to  read  the  inscription:  Gold  and  Iron  in  Peace." 

Robert  Aitken,  who  later  was  to  create  the  Victory 
statue  atop  the  Dewey  Monument  in  Union  Square,  was 
the  winner  of  the  competition  thrown  open  to  artists  for 
a  flag  design  for  which  Mayor  Phelan  awarded  a  prize 
of  $50.  The  money  was  a  check  received  from  an  Eastern 
magazine  for  an  article  written  on  San  Francisco's  City 
Charter. 

In  May  1900  the  municipal  flag  was  transferred  with 
ceremony  to  the  city  and  placed  for  safekeeping  in  the 
charge  of  William  P.  Sullivan,  then  San  Francisco's  Chief 
of  Police.  It  was  placed  in  a  specially  designed  case  in 
the  old  Hall  of  Justice,  where  it  remained  for  years 
until  it  was  destroyed  by  accident.  A  new  flag  of  similar 
design  has  now  taken  its  place  and  stands  in  a  case  in 
the  City  Hall  office  of  Mayor  Angelo  J.  Rossi.  A  replica 
of  San  Francisco's  flag,  together  with  replicas  of  Cali- 
fornia's Bear  Flag  and  the  United  States  Flag,  are 
grouped  at  the  entrance  to  the  Education  Building  on 
Treasure  Island.  Great  interest  is  manifested  in  the  flag 
of  San  Francisco,  especially  in  the  Phoenix  in  the  design. 

It  was  not  until  six  years  after  its  adoption  as  the  flag 
of  San  Francisco  that  the  prophetic  quality  of  the  Phoenix 
was  manifested  in  the  rebuilding  of  the  city  after  the 
fire  of  1906  and  the  legend  of  the  Phoenix  became 
singularly  meaningful  to  San  Francisco.  In  Egyptian  my 
thology  the  Phoenix,  or  Phenix,  is  embodiment  of  the 
Sun  God,  fabled  to  live  500  years  until  consumed  in  fire 
from  the  ashes  of  which  it  arises  in  youthful  freshness. 
No  record  exists  of  the  reason  for  its  choice  as  the 
symbol  of  the  flag  of  San  Francisco  except  as  a  symbol 
commonly  used  for  human  aspiration  and  achievement. 

Between  thirty  and  forty  great  American  cities  are  now 
listed   among  possessors   of  distinctive  municipal  flags. 


They  have  been  adopted  by  cities  of  more  than  300,000 
population  actuated  by  pride  of  history,  growth  or 
achievement.  In  the  municipal  flags  adopted  in  recent 
years  may  be  read  a  synopsis  of  a  large  part  of  American 
history.  Thus  the  flag  of  New  York  City,  adopted  in 
1914  at  the  celebration  of  the  250th  anniversary,  celebrates 
the  institution  of  government  under  a  mayor  and  Board 
of  Aldermen,  as  successors  to  the.  Burgomasters  and 
Sachems  of  the  City  of  New  Amsterdam.  The  colors  of 
the  flag  were  the  colors  of  the  Dutch  flag  when  Henry 
Hudson  first  sailed  the  river  named  after  him  and  the 
Island  of  Manhattan  was  first  settled  by  the  Dutch  in 
1626. 

Like  San  Francisco's  municipal  flag,  the  Baltimore  flag 
bears  the  colors  black  and  gold.  This  because  black  and 
gold  were  the  colors  of  Lord  Baltimore  and  were  carried 
ashore  after  him  "with  much  solemnitie"  by  the  first 
settlers  in  Maryland  250  years  ago.  They  were  the  official 
colors  of  Maryland  until  the  Revolutionary  War. 

Among  other  large  American  cities  which  have  adopted 
special  municipal  flags  at  this  time  are:  Philadelphia, 
Harrisburg,  Reading,  Toledo,  Erie,  Buffalo,  Springfield, 
Mass.,  Providence,  York,  Pa.,  New  Haven,  and  Chicago. 
Most  of  the  municipal  flags  in  existence  have  their 
respective  city  seals  and  coats  of  arms  emblazoned  on  the 
colors  of  the  flag.

The  Law  of  Fire:  Seek  Beauty, 
Give  Service,  Pursue  Knowledge,  Be  Trustworthy,  Hold 
on  to  Health,  Glorify  Work,  Be  Happy, — this  is  the 
design  for  living. 

In  the  Bay  region  the  Camp  Fire  Girls  take  an  active 
interest  in  community  work.  In  Berkeley,  Oakland,  and 
San  Francisco,  they  are  of  the  Chest  Agencies.  Com- 
munity Chest  campaigns  happen  to  fall  in  October  this 
year,  which  is  also  the  month  when  Camp  Fire  members 
participate  in  the  activities  of  the  Needle  Work  Guild, 
so  every  group  is  unusually  busy.

The  celebration  will  begin  on  the 
Saturday  preceding  Thanksgiving,  will  extend  over  the 
several  days  intervening  and  will  come  to  a  grand  con- 
clusion on  Thanksgiving  Day. 
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What  Every  Teacher  Should  Know 

THE  cost  of  operating  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools 
in  the  15-year  period  1924-25  to  1939-40  on  the  basis 
of  budget  estimates  increased  $4,975,582.  The  cost  in 
the  first  year,  under  consideration,  was  $5,688,230;  esti- 
mated cost  in  the  coming  school  year,  $10,663,812.  The 
difference  represents  the  increased  cost. 

Why  the  increase?  A  25  per  cent  increase  in  school 
enrollment  during  the  years  listed  would  account  for  a 
25  per  cent  increase  in  costs  which  at  1925  prices  would 
be  $142,205.  According  to  the  United  States  Department 
of  Labor  the  1925  dollar  had  a  purchasing  power  of 
58  cents  in  1939.  On  this  basis,  the  cost  of  educating 
these  same  children  in  1939  would  be  $8,279,217,  a 
comparable  difference  of  $2,384,595. 

But  where  did  the  extra  $4,975,000  go  actually? — 
Here  it  is:

All  the  services  and  facilities  listed  above  were  made 
available  as  the  result  of  insistent  demands  by  the  com- 
munity and  taxpayers. 

The  establishment  of  all  new  schools  listed  was  ordered 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  people  at  three  special  elec- 
tions, one  in  1923,  the  second  in  1933,  and  the  third 
in  1938. 

In  addition,  there  has  been  installed  in  each  school 
special  instruction  for  the  deaf,  the  crippled,  the  de- 
fective visioned,  children  inclined  towards  ill  health, 
diagnostic  schools  for  sub-normal,  speech  correction  and 
lip  reading — all  of  which  were  not  in  existence  in  1925. 
This  service  represents  a  total  annual  cost  of  $419,412, 
taking  1937-38  as  a  typical  year. 

The  increasing  importance  of  education  as  a  state 
function  is  given  substantial  recognition  by  the  increased 
annual  state  subvention.  Example:  The  City  of  San 
Francisco  will  pay  $5,726  less  as  its  share  of  the  cost  of 
education  in  the  city  in  the  coming  fiscal  year  (1939- 
1940)   than  it  did  in  1925-1926. 

Therefore,  it  may  be  seen  that  there  is  no  exact  cor- 
relation between  local  tax  rates  and  the  cost  of  operating 
public  schools  as  the  city  contribution  to  education  is  less 
than  it  was  fifteen  years  ago. 

Included  in  the  budgets  as  outlined  are  various  amounts 
annually  set  up  for  capital  expenditures.  These  amounts 
range  up  to  $1,700,000  in  certain  years  and  should  be 
deducted  from  the  budget  in  any  given  year  in  order  to 
obtain  the  true  operating  costs.

"Smaller  classes  will  mean  some  in- 
creased cost  of  school  operation,  but  it  will 
be  money  well  spent." 

After  three  years  of  smaller  classes,  how 
much  greater  is  the  efficiency?  What  evi- 
dences are  there  to  support  the  statement 
in  the  editorial — it  will  be  money  well 
spent? 

The  Superintendent  will  welcome  any 
statements  from  principals  and  teachers  in 
support  of  your  findings.  Your  report 
should  be  filed  on  or  before  November  6, 
1939.

Sec.  4.764.  The  minimum  school  day's  attendance  shall 
in  each  case  be  exclusive  of  noon  intermissions  and 
recesses.

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Another  Economy 

PURSUING  its  policy  of  conserving  funds  in  order  to 
make  more  adequate  payments  to  physicians  and  sur- 
geons for  professional  services  rendered,  the  Health  Serv- 
ice Board  announced  to  15,000  municipal  employees  and 
dependents  that  the  fitting  of  eye  glasses  will  not  be 
given  after  November  1,  as  part  of  the  Health  Service 
System. 

By  this  single  economy,  low  in  cost  to  the  individual 
and  on  the  borderline  only  of  medical  service,  a  saving 
of  $1,000  per  month  will -be  effected.  This  is  in  addi- 
tion to  the  recent  economy  of  $485  monthly  effected  by 
a  reorganization  of  the  Health  Service  office  staff. 

The  new  ruling,  however,  does  not  mean  that  a  person 
with  an  injury  to  the  eye  or  a  disease  of  the  eye  cannot 
get  the  services  of  an  oculist,  a  regular  doctor  of  medi- 
cine, for  such  eye  condition,  according  to  announcement 
made  by  Miss  Maude  Murphy,  director,  representing 
members  from  the  public  schools. 

The  Health  Service  Board  took  the  action  to  elim- 
inate eye  refractions,  or  measurement,  for  two  reasons. 
First,  because  of  the  protests  of  the  optometrists  that 
business  which  was  legally  theirs  was  going  to  oculists 
who  were  doctors  of  medicine  and  on  the  professional 
staff  of  the  Health  Service  System.  Second,  because  of 
the  recommendation  of  Dr.  W.  B.  Coffey,  director  of 
the  Health  System,  that  the  mere  measuring  of  the  eye 
for  glasses  was  not  properly  medical  treatment,  and  was 
costing  the  System  1,000  units  per  month. 

Golden  Jubilee  of  Motion  Pictures 

The  Golden  Jubilee  of  motion  pictures  is  now  being 
celebrated  throughout  the  country.  San  Francisco  began 
paying  tribute  to  the  anniversary  of  this  art  industry  on 
Sunday,  October  8.  It  will  be  continued  for  some  weeks. 

Thomas  A.  Edison,  after  experimenting  for  two  years 
in  motion  picture  photography  was  able  to  perfect  his 
invention  of  the  Kinetscope  which  was  first  demon- 
strated on  October  6,  1889. 

This  celebration  appeals  directly  to  schools.  The  use 
of  motion  pictures  in  education  has  made  vast  strides 
in  the  past  few  years.  The  subject  has  become  so  im- 
portant that  the  National  Education  Association  devoted 
special  sessions  to  it  at  its  recent  convention  in  San 
Francisco. 

A  work  book  entitled  "The  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of 
Motion  Pictures,"  is  being  mailed  from  the  New  York 
headquarters,  28  West  44th  Street,  to  all  drama  and 
journalism  teachers  and  should  be  received  during  the 
week. 

What  Every  Teacher  Should  Know 

(Continued  from  Page  1) 

Between  the  fiscal  years  1926-27  and  1937-38  attend- 
ance in  the  secondary  schools  increased  approximately 
100  per  cent.  In  the  same  period  there  was  a  decline  of 
25  per  cent  in  the  enrollment  of  elementary  schools — 
brought  about  largely  by  the  elimination  of  seventh  and 
eighth  grades  in  52  elementary  schools  and  the  transfer  of 
these  pupils  to  junior  high  schools.  The  cost  of  instruc- 
tion per  pupil  at  the  secondary  level  is  much  greater  than 
at  the  elementary  level.  This  shift  in  school  population 
represents  increased  cost  of  instruction.  The  average 
cost  of  instructing  an  elementary  pupil  is  $129-30  against 
$150.43  for  a  pupil  in  junior  or  senior  high  schools. 

In  1926-27 — seventy-two  per  cent  of  the  enrollment 
was  at  the  elementary  level — the  least  costly  from  the 
viewpoint  of  instruction  and  maintenance.  It  must  be 
remembered  that  the  State  supplies  all  the  textbooks  at 
the  elementary  level. 

Ten  years  later  the  picture  was  different.  Fifty-one  per 
cent  of  the  children  were  in  the  elementary  schools  and 
forty-nine  per  cent  in  secondary  schools  where  the  cost 
of  instruction  is  much  higher  and  the  books  must  be 
furnished  by  the  school  district,  not  by  the  State  of 
California.

THIRD  of  the  series  of  radio  broadcasts  titled  "Sky 
Trails  of  the  Pacific"  being  produced  by  students  of 
San  Francisco's  junior  high  schools  will  be  presented 
over  the  facilities  of  Station  KGO  of  the  Columbia 
Broadcasting  System  on  the  morning  of  Wednesday, 
October  11,  from  11  to  11:30  o'clock  by  students  of 
Portola  Junior  High  School,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Helen  Emlay,  drama  teacher.  The  second  program  in  the 
series,  "South  America"  was  presented  over  the  facilities 
of  Station  KGO.  A  change  in  the  broadcasting  day  goes 
into  effect  Wednesday  morning,  October  11,  and  school 
broadcasts  will  be  heard  weekly  thereafter  on  Wednes- 
days over  Station  KGO. 

Already  success  of  the  school  broadcasts  is  fully  as- 
sured. Since  the  presentation  of  "Central  America"  the 
first  program  in  the  "Sky  Trails  of  the  Pacific"  series 
presented  by  students  of  Everett  Junior  High  School  on 
September  26,  letters  of  commendation  have  poured  in 
to  Edwin  E.  Niccolls,  chairman  of  the  Junior  High 
School  Radio  Committee.  Typical  of  the  comment  made 
in  letters  representing  school  principals  and  pupils  who 
heard  the  broadcasts  are  these: 

"The  story  was  very  interesting.  It  mixed  geography 
with  excitement."

Over  one  hundred  letters  were  received  commenting 
enthusiastically  on  the  radio  broadcasts.

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Educational  Objectives  In  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools* 


IN  accordance  with  a  statement  made  by  the  Superinten- 
dent at  the  last  institute,  the  objectives  of  education  as 
issued  by  the  Educational  Policies  Commission  are 
furnished  through  the  Superintendent's  bulletin  to  all 
members  of  the  department.  Principals  are  asked  to  dis- 
cuss the  objectives  with  their  faculties.  Teachers  are 
asked  to  study  the  objectives  and  to  report  to  their  prin- 
cipals upon  the  workableness  of  each  objective  in  their 
classrooms.  If  objectives  are  not  applicable  to  their  class- 
rooms, teachers  will  suggest  the  grades  or  terms  where 
they  think  they  may  be  developed.  In  each  school,  teach- 
ers' reports  will  be  assembled  by  the  principal  and  a 
compilation  of  the  reports  will  be  forwarded  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools.  Reports  from  each  school 
should  be  in  the  central  office  by  November  1,  1939. 
Frank  and  honest  statements  are  requested.  If  objectives 
are  impossible  of  achievement,  teachers  and  principals 
will  make  a  definite  contribution  to  the  educational  field 
by  submitting  reports  to  that  effect.  The  Superintendent 
will  make  a  report  of  the  studies  to  the  Educational 
Policies  Commission  as  to  the  practicable  application  of 
the  objectives  to  the  San  Francisco  school  curriculum. 

Reports  should  cover  the  following  items: 

1.  Is  there  any  development  of  the  objectives  in  your 
classroom  activities  ? 

2.  If  developed  in  your  classroom,  through  what  sub- 
jects or  activities? 

3.  In  what  grade  or  subject,  other  than  yours,  can  the 
objective  be  developed? 

4.  Suggestions. 

An  expression  of  opinion  is  requested  from  every 
teacher  in  the  department.  Teachers  of  special  classes  will 
report  their  opinion  to  the  director  or  supervisor  of 
their  work. 

The  Purposes  of  Education  in  American  Democracy 

(Educational  Policies  Commission,  1938)

citizenship,  must  acquire  an  understanding  of  the  nature 
of  the  law,  promote  willing  obedience,  show  respect  for 
the  law,  and  appreciate  the  dignity  of  the  law-abiding 
citizen. 

As  to  political  citizenship,  he  must  accept  his  civic 
duties,  local,  state  and  national,  must  inform  himself  on 
political  affairs,  must  be  familiar  with  all  forms  of 
government,  must  vote  intelligently,  and  should  have 
some  knowledge  of  the  law.  His  devotion  to  American 
democracy  will  make  him  want  to  know  how  our 
privileges  were  won,  what  democracy  means,  how  it  must 
be  maintained.  He  must  be  aware  of  dangers  that  threat- 
en from  other  states,  must  be  aware  of  the  problems  of 
unemployment,  unrest,  insecurity,  weakening  of  religious 
convictions  and  moral  codes,  lack  of  social  discipline,  and 
his  responsibility  for  social  welfare.

Stage  Fright  Like  Measles 

Nearly  everyone  has  stage  fright.  It  is  as  universal 
as  the  measles  and  one  does  not  have  to  be  an  actor  or 
an  actress  to  have  it,  says  Dr.  Harrison  M.  Karr,  member 
of  the  Public  Speaking  faculty  of  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia, Extension  Division. 

"While  everyone  suffers  from  some  form  of  stage 
fright,  each  one  thinks  that  he  has  it  in  some  especially 
virulent  form  and  that  his  is  a  bit  different  and  more 
severe  than  the  other  fellow's.  The  applicant  for  a  job 
has  it ;  the  young  fellow  going  to  see  his  girl  has  it ;  the 
athlete  has  it;  the  school  teacher  going  before  a  new 
class  has  it,"  says  Dr.  Karr,  who,  with  Dwight  E.  Wat- 
kins,  of  the  University's  public  speaking  faculty  in 
Berkeley,  is  the  author  of  a  volume,  "Stage  Fright  and 
What  to  Do  About  It,"  which  will  be  published  next 
month  by  a  Boston  publishing  firm. 

"The  best  thing  do  to  about  stage  fright,"  he  says, 
"is  to  learn  to  live  with  it  by  controlling  it.  Don't  try 
to  overcome  stage  fright.  The  chances  are  you  can't  do 
it.  The  best  speakers,  the  best  singers,  the  best  actors  all 
have  it  and  never  get  entirely  rid  of  it.  All  you  can  hope 
to  do  is  to  learn  to  control  it.  To  take  away  all  stage 
fright  from  anyone  would  be  doing  them  an  injustice. 
Actually,  stage  fright  is  a  desire  to  do  one's  best;  it  is 
an  excitement  at  the  thought  of  being  face  to  face  with 
an  important  situation.  It  is  a  challenge  and  a  stimulant 
which  lifts  one  out  of  the  ordinary  and  the  commonplace. 
Rightly  controlled,  stage  fright  is  your  feeling  that  you 
want  to  do  your  best  and  is  one  of  the  greatest  assets 
you  have."

Adult  ZducaiLo-n 

Adult  education  in  the  public  schools  of  San 
Francisco  has  as  its  purpose  the  social  and 
economic  betterment  of  the  citizens  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. It  not  only  aims  to  supplement  deficiencies 
in  early  education  but  also  to  increase  the 
economic  efficiency  of  the  citizens.  It  further  aims 
to  give  training  in  the  duties  of  citizenship  and 
the  worthy  use  of  leisure  time.  Courses  also  are 
arranged  so  as  to  meet  University  entrance  re- 
quirements. Adult  education  attempts  to  create 
the  most  desirable  conditions  in  the  home  for  the 
growth  and  development  of  children. 

Adult  education  attempts  to  adjust  its  students 
to  meet  the  condition  known  perhaps  as  "per- 
manent layoff."  This  condition  is  due  in  part  to 
the  following  factors:  unemployment,  overpro- 
duction, technological  displacement,  shorter 
working  hours,  five-day  week,  seasonal  occupa- 
tion and  increasing  leisure. 

The  program  of  adult  education  in  San  Fran- 
cisco varies  from  term  to  term  as  the  needs  vary. 
Classes  which  no  longer  meet  the  needs  of 
students  are  dropped. 

Reflecting  the  public  demand  for  vocational 
education,  the  Board  of  Education  has  under 
construction  a  second  unit  of  the  newly  organized 
Samuel  Gompers  Trades  School  which  is  meet- 
ing the  needs  of  employers  for  skilled  appren- 
tices in  more  than  thirty  trades.

The  entire  San  Francisco  Public  School  system 
is  shot  through  with  activity  programs  motivated 
by  the  desires  and  interests  of  the  students.  Cal- 
culated to  discover  the  potentialities  of  the  child 
in  terms  of  his  ability  rather  than  his  inability, 
this  curriculum  has  lifted  the  modern  school  to  a 
place  of  joy  and  happiness  for  pupils  at  every 
level. 

The  photograph  at  the  right  represents  one 
important  phase  of  the  activities  of  the  newly 
erected  Sunshine-Health  School,  the  most  mod- 
ern in  the  United  States.  Here  rest  and  sunshine 
are  paramount  parts  of  the  daily  program. 

In  one  senior  high  school  in  San  Francisco, 
study  of  astronomy  is  supplemented  by  use  of  a 
5V2-inch  telescope  pointed  from  an  observatory 
which  was  erected  with  the  original  building. 
This  method  of  study  quickens  the  interest  and 
intensity  of  the  student  and  provides  opportunity 
to  make  first  hand  observations.

President's    Proclamation 

(Continued  from  Page  1) 
Week  did  not  arrive  in  San  Francisco  until  last  Thurs- 
day, but  his  words  are  just  as  good  this  week  as  they 
were  last.  The  proclamation  follows: 

Let  us  lake  note,  as  we  again  observe  American  Edu- 
cation Week  throughout  our  Nation,  that  education  in 
our  democracy  teaches  the  practice  of  reason  in  human 
aj fairs. 

I  refer  not  only  to  education  that  may  come  from 
books.  I  include  education  in  fair  play  on  the  athletic 
field  and  on  the  debating  platform;  1  include  education 
for  tolerance  through  participation  in  full,  free  discus- 
sion in  the  classroom.  Practice  in  the  scientific  method 
by  our  young  people  may  be  more  important  than  learn- 
ing the  facts  of  science.  From  kindergarten  through  col- 
lege our  schools  train  us  to  use  the  machinery  of  reason; 
parliamentary  practice;  the  techniques  of  cooperation; 
how  to  accept  with  good  grace  the  will  of  a  majority; 
how  to  defend  by  logic  and  facts  our  deep  convictions. 
This  is  education  for  the  American  way  of  life. 

Our  schools  also  bring  us  face  to  face  with  men  and 
women  with  whom  we  shall  share  life's  struggles.  In 
their  lives  and  ours,  struggle  will  never  be  absent;  the 
struggle  of  every  individual  against  the  stream  of  life; 
the  struggle  and  competition  among  individuals,  groups, 
institutions.  States,  and  nations.  To  the  resolution  of 
conflicts  and  struggles  of  life,  democracy  supplies  no 
easy  answer.  The  easy  answer,  the  quick  but  incomplete 
answer,  is  force;  tanks  and  torpedoes,  guns  and  bom.bs. 
Democracy  calls  instead  for  the  application  of  the  rule 
of  reason  to  solve  conflicts.  It  calls  for  fair  play  in  can- 
vassing facts,  for  discussion,  and  for  cahn  and  orderly 
handling  of  difficult  _  problems.  These  vital  skills  we 
Americans  must  acquire  in  our  schools. 

In  our  schools  our  coming  generations  must  learn  the 
most  difficult  art  in  the  world — the  successful  manage- 
ment of  democracy.  Let  us  think  of  our  schools  during 
this  American  Education  Week  not  only  as  buildings 
of  stone  and  wood  and  steel;  not  only  as  places  to  learn 
how  to  use  hand  and  brain;  but  as  training  centers  in 
the  use  and  application  of  the  rule  of  reason  in  the 
affairs  of  men.  And  let  us  hope  that  out  of  our  schools 
may  come  a  generation  which  can  persuade  a  bleeding 
world  to  supplant  force  with  reason. — Franklin  D. 
Roosevelt.

American  Education  and  the  War  In  Europe 

Foreword 


The  declaration  of  a  state  of  war  by 
several  European  nations  confronts 
American  education  with  certain  new  condi- 
tions and  problems.  A  statement  dealing 
with  these  conditions  and  problems  must 
recognize  that  the  situation  in  Europe  is  not 
fully  clarified.  An  armed  truce  is  a  possi- 
bility at  the  moment.  Whether  or  not  the 
declared  war  evolves  into  large-scale  com- 
bat, a  struggle  has  been  initiated  which  is 
likely  to  continue  in  one  form  or  another  for 
a  considerable  period.  Whatever  form  that 
struggle  may  take,  it  will  certainly  influence 
American  education  and  the  problems  dis- 
cussed in  this  report  will  remain  of  urgent 
concern  to  the  American  people. 

Statements  issued  by  the  Educational  Poli- 
cies Commission  represent  the  results  of  in- 
vestigations, the  combined  judgment  and  the 
sincere  convictions  of  the  members  of  the 
Commission.  In  this  spirit,  we  urge  the  dis- 
cussion of  this  document  by  the  teaching 
profession,  by  boards  of  education,  and  by 
the  general  public,  with  a  view  to  making 
use  of  it  in  the  development  of  appropriate 
local  educational  policies  in  every  part  of  the 
United  States.  Any  statement  of  national 
policy  such  as  this  will  require  intelligent 
application  in  terms  of  local  problems. 

During  the  years  1914-16,  educational  lit- 
erature contained  little  or  no  reference  to 


Education  For  a  Day  of  Peace 

THOSE  who  are  commissioned  by 
society  in  the  service  oj  education 
should  be  the  last  to  capitulate  to  the 
forces  of  hatred,  greed,  and  fear. 
With  the  darkness  of  war  falling 
upon  half  the  world,  the  United- 
States  becomes  more  than  ever  a  res- 
ervoir of  hope  for  a  humane  and 
democratic  order  among  men.  When 
peace  comes  again,  as  come  it  must, 
the  people  of  the  United  States  ought 
to  be  prepared  to  play  their  part, — 
sanely,  bravely,  and  generously,  in 
the  process  of  rebuilding  a  world 
order  from  which  the  threat  of  war 
and  violence  may  be  removed.  Those 
who  are  to  fulfill  that  mission  can 
approach  their  task  best  if  their 
hands  are  unstained  by  blood,  their 
spirits  uncorroded  by  hatred,  and 
their  minds  uncrippled  by  months  or 
years  of  wartime  regimentation. 


the  bearing,  upon  American  educational  pol- 
icy, of  the  war  then  being  fought  in  Europe. 
A  study  of  the  literature  reveals  that,  with 
few  exceptions,  neither  the  American  people 
in  general  nor  the  teaching  profession  in 
particular  seemed  aware  of  the  responsi- 
bilities placed  on  them  by  the  European 
conflict. 
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Today  the  situation  is  different.  Due  in 
part  to  the  improved  means  of  transport  and 
communication,  and  in  part  to  our  experi- 
ence between  April  1917  and  November 
1918,  war  in  Europe  seems  and  is  closer 
to  us  than  in  1914.  All  elements  of  the 
American  public,  including  the  teaching  pro- 
fession, are  seeking  eagerly  for  means  where- 
by the  interests  of  the  American  people  and 
of  humanity  may  be  safeguarded  in  the  per- 
iod of  strain  through  which  the  world  is 
passing. 

The  policies  recommended  here  rest  upon 
the  fact  that  the  United  States  is  at  present  a 
neutral  nation.  It  is  the  conviction  of  the 
Commission  that  under  present  conditions 
the  American  people  will  make  their  great- 
est contribution  to  the  protection  and  sur- 
vival of  democratic  values  by  refraining  from 
military  participation  in  the  struggle  in 
Europe.  All  future  decisions  affecting  Amer- 
ican neutrality  should  be  reached  by  full  use 
of  democratic  methods.  These  methods, 
which  are  in  fact  the  essentials  of  the  edu- 
cational process,  include  full  access  to  the 
facts,  unfettered  discussion,  tolerance  for 
conflicting  opinions,  and  concern  for  the 
general  welfare.  Our  foreign  policy  should 
not  be  one  of  drift,  but  of  deliberate  action 
growing  out  of  democratic  procedures.  At 
the  present  time,  America  can  make  no 
greater  contribution  to  the  well-being  of 
humanity  than  to  place  before  the  world  the 
stirring  example  of  a  democracy  in  action 
in  a  crisis. 

While  the  recommendations  developed 
here  are  directed  chiefly  toward  the  schools 
and  colleges,  they  apply  with  equal  force  to 
the  other  great  agencies  of  public  enlighten- 
ment. The  cooperation  of  all  agencies  is 
needed  in  order  that  the  American  people 
may  solve  their  problems  in  the  American 
way.  To  develop  such  cooperation,  where 
necessary,  is  one  of  the  responsibilities  of 
leaders  in  public  education. 


This  statement  of  policy  was  adopted  by 
the  Educational  Policies  Commission  at 
Washington,  D.  C,  on  October  2,  1939. 

AMERICAN  EDUCATION  AND  THE 
WAR  IN  EUROPE 

Study  and  Discussion  of  Problems 
Relating  to  the  War  Is  a  Responsibility 
of  Education 

Probably  no  events  in  the  past  quarter- 
century  have  so  profoundly  stirred  the  Am- 
erican people  as  those  connected  with  the 
present  European  war.  Youths  and  adults 
are  eager  to  share  in  appraising  the  signifi- 
cance of  these  happenings,  anticipating  their 
outcomes,  and  developing  a  policy  for  the 
American  people  with  reference  to  them. 

In  such  circumstances  there  are  several 
courses  of  action  open  to  those  in  charge  of 
the  educational  program.  One  possibility  is 
to  forbid  discussion  of  such  issues  in  the 
school  and  in  other  activities  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  teacher.  Another  possibility  is  to 
give  free  rein  to  the  discussion  of  this  ques- 
tion with  neither  guidance  nor  stimulation 
on  the  part  of  the  teacher. 

An  adequate  sense  of  professional  respon- 
sibility will  not  approve  either  of  these  ex- 
tremes. Neither  repression  of  discussion  nor 
abdication  of  responsibility  is  an  appropriate 
policy  for  American  education.  At  such  a 
time  as  this,  the  schools  should  serve  as  cen- 
ters of  community  deliberation  with  refer- 
ence to  the  pending  issues.  They  should  not 
evade  any  question  which  is  pertinent  to  a 
better  understanding  of  the  international  sit- 
uation and  of  America's  relation  to  it.  The 
education  of  a  free  people  should  know  no 
undebatable  propositions.  Confusion,  ignor- 
ance, and  indifference  are  not  the  same  as 
impartiality. 

This  is  not  to  say  that  every  class  every 
day  must  discuss  international  trends  or  that 
the  emotions  of  little  children  should  be

harmfully  overstimulated  by  contemplation 
of  the  horrors  of  modern  warfare.  So  to  dis- 
rupt the  orderly  processes  of  education  is 
neither  desirable  nor  necessary.  But  in  classes 
dealing  with  such  subjects  as  contemporary 
social  and  economic  problems,  current  events, 
geography,  history,  foreign  languages  and 
literature,  due  provision  should  be  made  for 
a  sane  and  realistic  use  of  present  events  as 
material  for  study,  illustration,  and  analysis. 
Literary  and  debating  societies,  forums,  as- 
semblies, lecture  courses,  history  clubs,  and 
the  like  should  also  be  active  in  this  field. 

Discussion  Should  Be  Kept  on  an 
Educational  Basis 

In  this  field,  as  in  others,  the  central  task 
for  teachers  and  other  educational  workers 
is  to  change  conflict  of  opinion  into  a  search 
for  truth  and  for  a  wise  course  of  action.  The 
first  requirement  in  this  process  is  to  provide 
that,  with  due  regard  to  the  maturity  and 
interests  of  the  learners,  all  viewpoints  re- 
ceive a  hearing  before  an  attentive  and  open- 
minded  audience. 

More  important  still,  the  resources  of 
scholarship  should  be  drawn  upon  to  lend 
depth  and  significance  to  discussions  of  in- 
ternational questions  by  youths  and  adults. 
For  example,  the  modern  concepts  of  nation- 
alism, the  political  and  economic  aspects  of 
modern  warfare,  the  question  of  population 
pressures  in  relation  to  economic  resources, 
the  historical  roots  of  the  present  conflict, 
and  similar  questions  are  seldom  fully  ap- 
preciated by  the  general  public.  The  peculiar 
function  of  education  is  to  place  beneath  the 
headlined  surface  of  current  events  a  back- 
ground of  knowledge  which  will  check  irra- 
tional prejudices,  enrich  discussion,  and  lead 
to  wise  decisions. 

Discriminating  Judgment 
Is  Essential 

All  individuals  and  governments  involved

Permission  to  reprint  the  Educa- 
tion Policies  Commission' s  statement 
on  "American  Education  and  the 
War  in  Europe"  was  received  from 
the  organization's  headquarters  after 
principals  and  central  office  super- 
visors of  San  Francisco's  Public 
Schools  expressed  unanimous  ap- 
proval of  the  document.  Study  of 
the  statement  was  begun  by  Super- 
intendent Nourse  last  month  at  a 
meeting  in  Chicago  where  he  and 
superintendents  of  schools  of  the 
larger  cities  of  the  United  States  were 
considering  methods  of  keeping 
classroom  social  science  discussions 
on  a  basis  of  true  netttrality  without 
prohibiting  mention  of  the  current 
international  situations.  The  super- 
intendents agreed  that  the  academic 
path  charted  in  "American  Educa- 
tion and  the  War  in  Europe"  was 
the  best  attswer  to  their  problem. 
In  accordance  with  instructions  from 
Superintendeitt  Nourse,  two  weeks 
ago  copies  of  the  statement  were 
sent  to  principals  of  all  schools.  The 
reaction  of  these  principals  coincides 
with  the  findings  of  the  superin- 
tendents. It  is  the  hope  of  the  Super- 
intendent that  teachers  will  find  op- 
portunity to  make  use  of  the  publi- 
cation in  their  classrooms  without 
giving  it  undue  attention  or  stimu- 
lating unnecessary  interest  among 
pupils.  It  should  be  used  as  a  guid- 
ing policy  in  situations  where  teach- 
ers find  it  necessary  to  interpret  to 
their  classes  neivs  of  the  current 
conflict. 
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solved  before  the  world  of  responsibility  for 
starting  and  continuing  it.  The  claims  pre- 
sented by  both  sides,  on  these  and  other  is- 
sues which  will  arise  as  the  war  progresses, 
should  be  submitted  to  rigorous  examina- 
tion. They  should  be  checked  for  accuracy, 
completeness,  and  bias.  Reference  and  read- 
ing materials  should  be  abundant  and  diver- 
sified. At  such  a  time  as  the  present  the 
schools  can  be  of  great  usefulness  to  the 
country  in  teaching  adults  and  children  to 
make  that  distinction  between  "mere  rumor" 
and  "verified  fact"  which  the  President  of 
the  United  States  recently  urged  upon  the 
American  people.  This  requires  some  in- 
sight into  the  way  in  which  news  is  gath- 
ered, written,  and  transmitted;  censorship; 
national  propaganda;  and  the  reliability  of 
various  writers  and  their  sources  of  informa- 
tion. 

"The  time  has  come  to  equip  the  indi- 
vidual citizen  in  the  democratic  state  with 
reasonable  defenses  against  the  pressures 
of  mass  thinking  and  feeling  exerted  now- 
adays through  billboard  and  poster,  press, 
radio,  and  film.  A  healthy  measure  of 
skepticism  about  social  data  should  rein- 
force an  aggressive  search  for  reliable 
information."1 

The  ability  to  detect  propaganda  and  to 
deal  effectively  with  it  is  always  an  import- 
ant qualification  for  the  citizens  of  a  democ- 
racy. At  this  juncture  the  absence  of  this 
ability  may  easily  change  the  course  of 
human  history  for  the  worse.  The  task  of 
the  teacher  here  is  delicate,  for  he  must  steer 
a  course  between  the  dangers  of  gullibility 
and  the  equal  hazard  of  a  despairing  cyni- 
cism which  believes  nothing  and  refuses  to 
make  an  effort  to  deal  with  the  situation  in 
a  bold  and  realistic  fashion.  Believing  noth-

ing  may    become    as   harmful    as    believing 
everything. 

The  Interests  of  the  American 
People  Are  Paramount 

Those  in  charge  of  the  education  of  Am- 
erican youth  and  adults  should  guide  all  dis- 
cussion of  international  issues  consistently 
toward  the  supreme  question  of  their  bear- 
ing on  the  long-term  welfare  of  the  Amer- 
ican people.  This  welfare  cannot  be  narrow- 
ly conceived.  The  American  people  inhabit 
one  part  of  an  interdependent  world.  While 
everyone  is  entitled  to  an  opinion  regarding 
the  rights  and  wrongs  of  the  present  Euro- 
pean struggle,  the  public  schools  and  other 
educational  agencies  of  the  United  States 
have  no  obligation  to  defend  the  interests  of 
either  side.  They  do  have  an  obligation  to  be 
concerned  unremittingly  with  the  meaning 
of  that  conflict  for  the  long-term  security 
and  happiness  of  America. 

In  carrying  forward  a  program  such  as  has 
been  described,  it  should  be  made  clear  by 
word  and  action  that  the  schools  are  not  par- 
tisan. They  are  carrying  out  their  proper, 
normal,  democratic  function  of  supplying 
the  processes  and  materials  upon  which  a 
prudent  public  opinion  can  be  formed. 

Minority  Rights  Should 
Be  Respected 

American  schools  enrol  students  who  are 
descended,  immediately  or  remotely,  from 
the  people  of  all  the  warring  nations.  Chil- 
dren of  Polish  and  German  descent,  for  ex- 
ample, sit  side  by  side  in  American  class- 
rooms. These  young  American  citizens  have 
often  acquired,  from  their  parents  and  from 
various  cultural  groups,  definite  opinions 
and  perhaps  strong  prejudices  with  reference 
to  the  present  international  conflict.  Nor  are 
prejudices  and  opinions  by  any  means  lack- 
ing among  other  children  or  among  adults. 
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Teachers  and  school  administrators  should 
see  to  it  that  no  pupil  is  treated  unfairly  or 
excluded  from  school  activities  because  he 
happens  to  belong  to  an  unpopular  minority. 
Persecution  of  individuals  because  they  de- 
viate from  the  majority  in  their  sympathies 
is  entirely  foreign  to  the  spirit  of  tolerance 
and  fair  play  which  American  schools  are 
obligated  to  foster. 

Problems  of  Preparedness 
Need  Calm  Examination 

Under  the  existing  international  stress,  it 
is  natural  that  the  thoughts  of  the  American 
people  should  turn  to  questions  of  prepared- 
ness for  the  defense  of  their  own  country. 
In  considering  this  question,  however,  it  is 
necessary  to  avoid  hysteria  and  to  retain  a 
sense  of  proportion.  Our  policy  in  the  Orient 
in  South  America,  and  in  Europe  determines 
to  a  large  degree  the  extent  and  nature  of 
the  military  and  naval  establishments  that 
are  necessary.  It  is  a  particular  opportunity 
of  the  educational  profession  to  help  the 
American  people  in  developing  a  consistent 
foreign  policy  which  will  contribute  most  to 
our  safety  and  well-being.  "With  that  policy 
the  question  of  preparedness  is  inseparably 
linked. 

Teachers  cannot  forget,  nor  allow  others 
to  forget,  that  the  ultimate  line  of  national 
defense  is  to  be  found  in  the  loyalty,  intelli- 
gence, health,  technical  skill,  economic  effi- 
ciency, morale,  and  character  of  our  citizens. 
The  schools,  therefore,  should  continue  and 
intensify  their  efforts  to  develop  citizens  who 
willingly  and  effectively  participate  in  the 
processes  of  democracy,  to  banish  economic 
illiteracy,  to  establish  a  sense  of  civic  respon- 
sibility, to  develop  habits  of  healthful  living, 
to  encourage  appreciation  for  the  intelligent 
conservation  of  the  nation's  natural  re- 
sources, and  to  improve  the  technical  and 
vocational  skills  of  all  the  people.  In  its  con- 
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tribution  to  such  purposes,  the  American 
public  school  is  to  be  regarded  as  an  indis- 
pensable agency  of  national  defense. 

Civil  Liberties  Require 
Continuous  Vigilance 

The  war  situation  need  not  become  an 
excuse  for  thoughtless  or  deliberate  invasion 
of  the  civil  liberties  promised  by  our  Con- 
stitution and  by  our  democratic  traditions. 
Experience  indicates  that  in  times  of  stress 
it  is  necessary  to  guard  these  liberties  with 
unusual  care  and  that  members  of  the  teach- 
ing profession  in  particular  are  often  sub- 
jected to  unjustified  attacks  at  such  times. 

A  body  of  proposed  legislation  has  been 
prepared  for  immediate  enactment  by  the 
Congress  on  "M-Day,"  that  is  to  say  on  the 
day  when  the  government  of  the  United 
States  may  at  some  future  time  mobilize  it- 
self for  war.  The  drafting  of  such  legislation 
is  an  entirely  proper  activity  for  those 
charged  with  responsibility  for  national  de- 
fense. Meanwhile,  the  remainder  of  our  peo- 
ple need  not  abdicate  their  rights  in  this 
respect.  Now  is  the  time  for  the  American 
people  to  examine  with  care  all  of  the  con- 
sequences for  civil  liberty  which  are  likely 
to  precede  and  follow  the  entrance  of  our 
nation  into  war. 

Cooperation  with  Humanitarian 
Causes  Is  In  Order 

Conditions  growing  out  of  the  war  will 
probably  increase  the  demands  upon  the 
Red  Cross  and  other  humanitarian  organi- 
zations. These  agencies  may  look  to  the 
schools  for  cooperation.  The  Commission 
recommends  that  schools  provide  reasonable 
opportunity  for  pupils  of  appropriate  ages  to 
hear  appeals  for  assistance  of  this  type,  pro- 
vided that  such  appeals  come  from  non-par- 
tisan American  sources  and  are  not  couched 
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in  terms  which  involve  a  judgment  respect- 
ing the  rights  and  issues  of  the  present  con- 
flict. It  is  preferable,  under  ordinary  cir- 
cumstances, that  actual  collections  of  funds 
be  made  elsewhere  than  on  the  school  prem- 
ises. Special  pleading  for  financial  support 
from  interested  parties  in  connection  with 
the  actual  prosecution  of  the  war  has  no 
place  in  American  schools. 

A  Program  of  Research  and 
Publication  Is  Needed 

We  believe  that  it  would  be  instructive 
and  helpful  if  the  experience  of  American 
education  with  reference  to  a  similar  situa- 
tion 25  years  ago  were  systematically  studied 
and  analyzed.  "We  recommend  that  some 
competent  research  agency  survey  the  liter- 
ature and  evidence  for  the  years  1914-1917 
and  make  its  conclusions  available  to  the 
teaching  profession  and  to  the  general  public. 

The  time  is  especially  appropriate  for  care- 
ful study  in  schools  and  in  adult  education 
centers  of  what  happened  to  us  in  the  World 
War,  how  we  became  involved  in  it,  what 
the  consequences  were,  and  what  kind  of  a 
peace  ensued.  The  object  of  this  study  would 
not  be  to  keep  us  out  of  the  present  war  or 
to  plunge  us  into  it.  But  a  careful  study  of 
the  course  of  events  from  1914  down  through 
1920  and  even  later  is  important  for  the 
American  people  and  should  constitute  a  sig- 
nificant part  of  the  program  of  the  schools 
in  dealing  with  this  situation.  More  material 
on  these  subjects,  suitable  for  general  read- 
ing, is  needed. 

Rapid  and  recent  changes  in  the  world 
situation  create  a  definite  need  for  reliable, 
tactual  material  concerning  the  present  in- 
ternational conflict.  We  urge  that  such  ma- 
terials be  prepared  by  appropriate  profes- 
sional organizations  and  by  local  school  sys- 
tems, widely  disseminated,  and  used  in 
schools  and  adult  education.  Higher  educa- 


tional institutions,  through  their  extension 
departments  or  otherwise,  may  well  provide 
special  in-service  training  on  this  topic  for 
teachers  of  the  social  studies  in  high  schools. 
Such  material  should  include:  the  facts  of 
physical  and  human  geography  which  set  the 
stage  for  the  world  drama  as  it  unfolds ;  the 
distribution  of  the  world's  economic  re- 
sources and  the  share  of  the  United  States 
in  that  allotment;  the  other  economic  fac- 
tors associated  with  war  (e.  g.,  competition 
for  markets,  raw  materials,  and  trade  routes, 
foreign  investments,  war  profits  and  prof- 
iteering, depression  and  unemployment)  ;  the 
rise  and  nature  of  modern  nationalism;  the 
available  mechanisms  of  arbitration  and  med- 
iation and  the  reasons  for  their  apparent 
weakness;  the  recent  foreign  policy  and 
practices  of  the  United  States  (e.  g.,  Presi- 
dent Wilson's  fourteen  points,  Versailles, 
the  League  of  Nations,  war  debts  and  repar- 
ations, the  London  economic  conference,  the 
armament  race,  Latin-American  relations, 
the  Arms  Embargo)  ;  and  other  materials 
which  will  help  the  American  people  to  un- 
derstand the  present  situation  and  to  pro- 
tect their  interests  in  it. 

Foreign  Policy  Should  Not  Displace 
Attention  to  Domestic  Problems 

Above  all,  let  us  take  care  that  excite- 
ment over  foreign  affairs  does  not  distract 
attention  from  the  urgent  and  continuing 
problems  which  must  be  solved  soon  if  out- 
American  democracy  is  to  endure  and  to 
advance.  It  would  be  folly  to  use  an  unset- 
tled international  situation  as  a  flimsy  ex- 
cuse for  deferring  consideration  and  action 
upon  these  basic  problems  of  domestic  pol- 
icy. Our  problems  will  not  solve  themselves 
with  the  passage  of  time  or  with  the  coming 
of  peace, — indeed,  in  many  cases  they  are 
likely  to  become  increasingly  acute.  The  so- 
lution of  these  problems  is  not  die  exclusive 
prerogative  of  any  professional  group;  it  is 
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a  responsibility  shared  by  all  of  the  people 
of  the  United  States.  Every  agency  of  public 
discussion  and  enlightenment,  including  the 
press,  the  church,  the  home,  social  and  po- 
litical organizations,  the  radio,  and  the  cin- 
ema, as  well  as  the  school,  has  an  important 
part  to  play  in  equipping  the  American  peo- 
ple to  deal  with  domestic,  as  well  as  with 
foreign,  issues. 

The  unsolved  problems  of  democracy  are 
the  greatest  menace  to  the  institutions  and 
ideals  we  seek  to  perpetuate.  These  internal 
dangers  may  be  successfully  avoided  only 
through  the  active  cooperation  of  schools, 
colleges,  and  the  innumerable  other  agen- 
cies of  education.  Education,  in  schools  or 
elsewhere,  should  develop  first  an  under- 
standing loyalty  to  democratic  principles, 
and  second,  an  increasing  competence  to 
deal  with  poverty,  unemployment,  insecurity, 
inefficient  government,  and  the  other  social 
and  economic  problems  of  our  day.  Educa- 
tion, in  short,  must  bend  anew  to  the  double 
task  of  helping  the  American  people  to  de- 
fine their  ideals  and  then  to  reduce  these 
ideals  to  the  working  rules  of  governmental 
and  economic  relations. 

In  these  tasks,  public  school  education 
must  be  concerned  not  only  with  children 
and  youths,  but  to  an  increasing  degree  with 
the  entire  population  of  every  age  and  cir- 
cumstance of  life. 

Cultural  Values  Should  Be 
Recognized  and  Protected 

The  schools  and  other  educational  insti- 
tutions should  do  everything  possible  to  pre- 
vent the  disastrous  activities  which  occurred 
during  the  last  war  when  some  reputable 
scholars  joined  with  uneducated  demagogs  in 
a  mad  rush  to  decry  and  malign  the  cul- 
tural contributions  of  entire  peoples.  All  the 
belligerent  nations  have  made  significant 
cultural  and  human  contributions  to  Amer- 


ican life.  These  contributions  should  be  em- 
phasized in  the  discussion  of  appropriate 
topics.  For  example,  it  is  unwise  and  unfair 
to  undervalue  the  contributions  of  a  nation 
to  music,  art,  literature,  and  science  merely 
because  the  government  of  that  nation  is 
waging  an  unjust  war. 

A  negative  policy,  however,  is  not  suffic- 
ient. The  history  and  geography  of  the  Eur- 
opean struggle  combine  to  place  upon  the 
American  people  in  general,  and  upon  Am- 
erican educators  in  particular,  certain  pecu- 
liar responsibilities.  We  are  a  relatively 
wealthy  nation,  separated  from  the  conflicts 
in  Europe  and  Asia  by  great  oceans,  and  liv- 
ing on  terms  of  peace  and  friendship  with 
our  neighbors  in  the  Western  Hemisphere. 
Our  culture,  though  derived  for  the  most 
part  from  Western  Europe,  includes  import- 
ant contributions  from  all  the  peoples  of 
Europe,  Asia,  and  Africa.  These  facts  being 
so,  it  is  possible  for  us  to  preserve  a  certain 
degree  of  detachment  from  the  emotions  of 
the  war.  We  have,  then,  a  peculiar  oppor- 
tunity and  a  special  duty  for  the  conserva- 
tion of  the  great  values  that  constitute  the 
heritage  of  mankind  at  peace. 

We  should  also  continue  to  promote,  at 
as  nearly  a  normal  level  as  possible,  the  cul- 
tural contacts  between  the  peoples  of  the 
United  States  and  of  the  other  nations  of  the 
world.  Sources  for  the  exchange  of  scientific 
and  learned  publications  should  be  main- 
tained. Participation  of  the  government  of 
the  United  States  with  other  governments  in 
agencies  of  international  intellectual  organ- 
ization should  be  extended.  The  American 
people  should  be  prepared  to  lend  their  in- 
fluence, even  more  actively  than  in  the  past, 
toward  development  of  those  cultural  ties 
among  nations  which  are  prerequisite  to  an 
enduring  peace. 

American  educators  should,  by  word  and 
deed,  give  assurance  to  their  colleagues  in 
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all  countries  of  the  world,  belligerent  as  well 
as  neutral,  that  whatever  dark  days  may  lie 
ahead  for  humanity  as  a  result  of  the  inter- 
national conflict,  they  will  do  their  part  in 
keeping  the  torch  of  culture  and  of  civiliza- 
tion alight. 

"The  lamps  of  learning  were  kindled 
long  ago.  They  have  burned  in  caves  and 
log  cabins,  as  well  as  in  great  buildings 
erected  by  wealth  and  power.  We  may  be 
sure  that  no  barbarism,  new  or  old,  can 
extinguish  them  forever.  Should  society 
enter  upon  an  age  of  scorn  and  neglect, 
even  should  the  wrath  of  men  tear  down 
the  very  walls  of  school  buildings,  as  it 
burned  the  library  of  Alexandria,  should 
one  or  all  these  lamps  be  put  out,  some 
hands  will  rekindle  them,  and  will  defend 
them  for  a  better  day."  " 
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Teaching  of  Controversial  Subjects 

Dr.  Max  Radin.  professor  of  law  at  the  University  of  California  and  Hon.  C.  Harold  Caitlfield. 
president  of  the  Board  of  Education,  appeared  to  debate  the  question  of  teaching  controversial  issues 
in  the  schools  before  the  education  section  of  the  Commonwealth  Club  of  California  in  1936.  Upon 
one  point  Dr.  Radin  and  President  Caitlfield.  were  in  full  accord.  It  ivas  that  controversial  subjects 
should  not  be  taught  at  the  primary  or  elementary  levels  of  the  school  program.  A  vote  of  the  section 
taken  that  evening  refected  the  view  of  the  speakers.  A  referendum  taken  by  the  Board  of  Governors 
among  the  membership  of  the  club  overwhelmingly  refected  the  viewpoint  of  the  section  and  upheld 
the  one  point  upon  ivhich  the  speakers  agreed. 

Said  Dr.  Radin:  "I  am  not  altogether  at  one  with  the  section  in  saying  that  'discussing  such  sub- 
jects should  take  place  in  all  grades  of  the  school  system.  I  would  as  soon  think  of  teaching 
calculus  to  the  children  of  the  primary  grade  as  to  teach — or  even  refer  to  the  existence  of — contro- 
versial subjects  to  them.  But  wherever  the  students  are  old  enough  to  remember  and  ultimately  to 
use  information  about  these  matters,  they  should  receive  it:' 

President  Caitlfield:  "I  have  no  objection  to  the  discussion  of  any  controversial  subject  in  any  of 
our  universities.  Yon  are  dealing  there  not  with  children  in  the  formative  period,  but  with  more  mature 
intellects.  Dr.  Radin  agrees,  most  emphatically.  I  believe,  when  I  say  that  in  the  elementary  grades  a 
controversial  subject  should  not  be  mentioned. 

"Those  of  you  who  have  children  in  the  elementary  grades  know  the  respect  and  devotion  with 
ivhich  children  of  tender  years  look  at  those  women  who  are  guiding  their  youthful  and  immature 
minds.  They  do  not  hesitate  to  come  home  and  tell  their  mother  or  their  father  that  'teacher  said' 
or  'teacher  told  us  to  do  this  or  that.  Surely  nobody  here  would  advocate  that  children  up  to  the 
eighth  grades  should  be  made  the  victims  of  public  discussions  led  by  teachers  paid  by' taxpayers." 

The  Commonivealth  Club  announcement  concerning  the  result  of  the  poll  was  in  part  as  follows: 

"The  Club  voted  that  college  teachers  should  be  free  in  the  classroom  'to  express  their  personal 
opinions    {not  amounting   to   advocacy) '    on   such  questions. 

"The  Club  opposed  permitting  teachers  in  grammar  or  high  school  or  college  to  'advocate'  such 
doctrines.  It  opposed  permitting  grammar  or  high  school  teachers  to  'express  their  personal  opinions' 
on  such  doctrines.   And  it  opposed  permitting  grammar  school  teachers  to  'discuss    such  doctrines."

of  San  Francisco. 

At  the  morning  session  the  memory  of  the  late  Will 
C.  Wood,  whose  record  as  state  superintendent  of  public 
instruction  was  outstanding,  will  be  honored  in  an  eulogy 
to  be  delivered  by  Hon.  Gardiner  Johnson,  a  member  of 
the  California  State  Legislature.  A  response  will  be  heard 
from  Samuel  H.  Cohn,  chief  deputy  superintendent  of 
the  state  school  system.

Change  in  Rule 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education  held  Novem- 
ber 9  the  rule  governing  absence  because  of  death   of 
relatives  was  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
"Teachers,  and  all  other  employees,  may  absent  them- 
selves for  three  school  days  without  loss  of  salary 
in  case  of  death  in  the  immediate  family  or  in  the 
immediate  household.  Immediate  family  shall  be  in- 
terpreted to   include   husband,   wife,    children,   par- 
ents,   brothers   and   sisters.    In   the   event    of  atten- 
dance  at  the  funeral   of  a  second  degree  relative, 
one   school   day's   absence    without   loss   of  salary 
shall  be  allowed.    Second  degree  relatives   shall   be 
interpreted  to  include  grandparents,  grandchildren, 
uncles,  aunts,  nephews,  nieces  and  parents-in-law" , 
The  change  in  the  rule  was  ordered  effective  Novem- 
ber 1,  1939.

THORNDIKE,  EDWARD  L.  EDUCATION  AS  CAUSE  AND 
AS  SYMPTOM._  MACMILLAN,    1939. 

In  Dr.  Thorndike's  opinion,  "we  honor  education  more  by 
understanding  it  than  by  praising  it,  and  we  should  not  ask  too 
much  from  it."  The  book  is  the  eleventh  in  the  Kappa  Delta  Pi 
lecture  series  and  presents  the  results  of  the  author's  statistical 
investigations  into  the  relationship  between  the  quantity  and  qua- 
lity  of  education  provided  in  the  states  in  1900  and  in  1930. 
SPAULDING,  FRANCIS  T.  HIGH  SCHOOL  AND  LIFE. 
McGRAW-HILL,    1939. 

This  book  is  a  report  of  one  of  the  subcommittees  of  the  New 
York  Regents'  Inquiry  and  it  presents  an  appraisal  of  the  current 
program  in  secondary  education  in  terms  of  desirable  outcomes. 
The  opening  chapter  establishes  the  goal  of  secondary  education 
and  concludes  with  "collectively,  the  leaving  pupils  constitute  a 
group  schooled  in  academic  facts,  recognizing  their  rights  as  free 
citizens  in  a  free  country,  but  unconcerned  about  civic  responsi- 
bility." The  present  study  has  been  limited  to  considering  ways 
in  which  secondary  schools  may  help  inexperienced  boys  and  girls 
to  make  a  successful  beginning  in  their  out-of-school  activities. 
PLANT,  IAMES  S.  PERSONALITY  AND  THE  CULTURAL 
PATTERN.   COMMONWEALTH  FUND,    1939. 

Changing  concepts  of  personality,  personality  culture  balance, 
structure  of  the  personality  and  the  family  pattern  and  personal- 
ity are  discussed,  together  with  concepts  of  classical  psychiatry. 
The  impact  of  environment  upon  inner  motivations  is  stressed  by 
the  author  as  being  of  utmost  importance  as  against  the  psychiatry 
cf  the  past  which  dealt  solely  with  an  understanding  of  the  inner 
motivations. 

HAMRIN.  SHIRLEY  A.  AND  ERICKSON,  CLIFFORD  E. 
GUIDANCE  IN  THE  SECONDARY  SCHOOL.  APPLE- 
TON-CENTURY,    1939. 

Both  the  principles  of  guidance  and  the  application  of  the  prin- 
ciples in  typical  school  situations  are  discussed  in  "Guidance  in 
the  Secondary  School."  Various  types  of  guidance  procedure  arc 
evaluated  and  the  setting  up  of  practical  and  efficient  programs 
are  discussed.  Practical  help  for  teachers  and  administrators  is  of- 
fered in  the  book  through  accounts  of  scheduling,  organization  of 
home-rooms  for  guidance,  keeping  of  records,  adjustment  of  stu- 
dents, etc.  The  emphasis  throughout  the  book  is  strictly  on  the 
practical  aspects   of  the   subject. 

WITTY,  PAUL  AND  KOPEL,  DAVID.  READING  AND  THE 
EDUCATIVE  PROCESS.  GINN,   1939. 

"The  authors  of  this  book  have  developed  approaches  which 
they  hope  will  assist  teachers  in  ascertaining  and  appraising  in- 
terests in  reading.  The  procedures  and  materials  included  in  this 
volume  are  the  result  of  several  years  of  experimental  study  of 
children's  interests."  Included  in  the  various  chapters  are  educa- 
tionally sound  practices  in  programs  for  the  elementary  and  high 
schools.  These  ideas  are  the  products  to  a  considerable  extent  of 
the  cooperative  work  done  by  several  school  systems.  Suggestion . 
of  great  value  have  been  added  by  thousands  of  students  and 
teachers  from  all  over  the  United  States.  The  causation  and  pre- 
vention of  reading  difficulties,  together  with  trends  in  instruc- 
tion and  the  clinical  approach  to  reading  difficulties  are  well  pre- 
sented. 


Life  of  Idiots  Brief 

XA/HILE  the  life  span  of  idiots  and  imbeciles  is  brief, 
"  as  a  rule,  they  seem  to  live  longer  in  California 
than  elsewhere  in  the  country.  This  was  stated  in  a  paper 
presented  to  the  forty-seventh  annual  meeting  of  the 
American  Psychological  Association  by  Oscar  Kaplan, 
graduate  student  of  the  University  of  California. 

An  analysis  of  the  life  duration  of  768  idiots  and  im- 
beciles who  died  at  the  Sonoma  State  Home  in  Califor- 
nia between  1917  and  1939,  revealed  that  the  average 
span  of  the  424  imbeciles  was  26.60  years  and  that  of 
the  344  idiots  was  19.04  years.  Research  has  shown  that, 
generally,  the  death  rate  of  imbeciles  is  twice  as  high  as 
that  of  the  general  population,  while  the  death  rate  of 
idiots  is  about  five  times  as  high. 

Kaplan  recorded  some  notable  exceptions  to  the  gen- 
eral figures  in  the  study.  About  7  per  cent  of  the  idiots 
survive  beyond  50  years  of  age,  while  the  same  per  cent 
for  imbeciles  is  15.80.  There  is  some  evidence  to  show 
also  that  imbeciles  who  come  from  long  lived  parents 
stand  a  better  chance  to  exceed  the  general  mortality  age. 

Kaplan  ventured  the  opinion  that  "the  favorable  cli- 
mate of  California  may  be  a  factor  in  the  comparatively 
long  life  of  aments  at  the  Sonoma  State  Home,  as  com- 
pared with  similar  institutions  elsewhere.  The  patients 
are  able  to  remain  out  of  doors  for  long  periods  of  the 
year,  and  this  is  especialy  significant  since  respiratory 
disease  is  the  leading  cause  of  death."

Following  the  example  of  San  Francisco,  Oakland, 
Los  Angeles,  San  Diego,  Long  Beach  and  the  California 
State  Department  of  Education,  the  Board  of  Education 
of  Glendale,  has  authorized  the  publication  of  an  offi- 
cial bulletin  for  all  teachers  through  Dr.  Willard  S. 
Ford,  superintendent  of  public  schools.  In  a  foreword 
to  the  first  issue  Dr.  Ford  writes: 

"Information  and  understanding  are  essential  elements 
in  intelligent  cooperation.  To  keep  informed  concerning 
the  professional  activities  of  a  staff  of  seven  hundred  is 
not  easy.

Under  our  pres- 
ent organization  we  depend  upon  direct  contact  with 
principals  and  building  representatives  to  convey  essen- 
tial information.  These  personal  contacts  are  supple- 
mented by  Superintendent's  Bulletins,  which  reach  the 
schools  but  not  the  individual   staff  members.

Educating  For  Democracy 

BEFORE  the  public  schools  can  educate  for  democracy 
many  of  them  should  be  given  more  opportunity  to 
become  democratic  themselves — in  procedure,  in  pro- 
gram, in  control,  writes  a  correspondent  of  the  New 
York  Times  from  Tarrytown,  New  York. 

"This  is  especially  true  in  New  York  and  in  any 
other  State  that  has  a  State  education  department  which 
exercises  control  over  the  details  of  local  operation. 

"What  good  will  be  all  the  aids  to  the  teaching  of 
democracy:  the  pamphlets,  the  books,  the  films,  the 
speakers,  when  our  schools  are  so  pressed  now  with 
programs  sponsored  by  State  departments  that  there  is 
no  available  time  for  the  teaching  of  democracy  by  the 
overworked  staffs? 

"If  you  ask  what  power  the  State  has  to  enforce  its 
demands  upon  local  districts,  you  will  be  told  that  the 
State  has  a  very  practical  power,  the  same  kind  of  power 
some  of  us  decry  these  days  in  the  Federal  Government — 
the  power  of  money.  The  State  department,  if  its  'recom- 
mendations' are  not  followed,  can  withhold  funds.  If 
the  local  curricula  are  not  approved  by  the  State,  the 
graduates  may  have  difficulty  in  entering  certain  colleges. 
The  local  boards,  vestigial  symbols  of  our  former  democ- 
racy, thus  find  it  expedient  to  conform  to  the  require- 
ments  of  the  State   authorities. 

"It  seems  to  me  almost  useless  to  discuss  how  to  edu- 
cate for  democracy  until  we  have  cleared  the  way  for 
some  democratic  precept  and  example  in  the  schools 
themselves.  The  school  machinery,  from  local  classes  all 
the  way  up  to  State  departments  being  pretty  much  in 
control  of  professional  educators,  it  would  seem  as 
though  a  heavy  obligation  rests  upon  them  to  make  a 
beginning   and  that  without  delay."

Boring  Speeches 


XA/HY  is  an  after-dinner  speech  usually  boring  enough 
"to  put  the  audience  to  sleep? 

Dr.  James  Murray  and  Dr.  Wesley  Lewis  of  the  Eng- 
lish department  at  the  University  of  California  at  Los 
Angeles  have  an  answer.  These  two  speech  experts  re- 
cently published  a  volume  called  Cardinal  Aspects  of 
Speech,  which  is  being  widely  used  by  high  school  and 
university  classes. 

"Let  us  consider  the  speaker's  responsibility  as  he 
addresses  a  typical  public  gathering,"  they  write.  "It  is 
reasonable  to  assume  that  many  listeners  have  expended 
considerable  time,  effort  and  money  in  order  to  be 
present. 

"The  speaker  is  thus  challenged  to  give  them  a  worth- 
while message  in  return  for  their  investment.  Yet  too 
often  he  underestimates  the  importance  of  his  obligations 
and  shirks  his  responsibilities  to  his  listeners." 

Dr.  Murray  and  Dr.  Lewis  say  that  a  boring  after- 
dinner  speech  is  based  upon  one  or  all  of  the  following 
faults  on  the  part  of  the  speaker:  lack  of  preparation,  a 
rambling  style  of  delivery,  no  definite  purpose,  and  an 
absence  of  dignity  or  sincerity.

An  Educational  Partnership 

\A/E  KNOW  that  we  have  only  begun  to  understand 
"  '  the  use  of  radio  as  a  medium  for  education,  writes 
John  W.  Studebaker,  United  States  Commissioner  of 
Education.  "Special  high-frequency  wave-lengths  have  been 
set  aside  for  the  exclusive  use  of  public  education  in 
anticipation  of  the  growth  and  expansion  of  educational 
broadcasting.  We  have  begun  to  make  recordings  of 
network  programs  to  be  made  available  for  use  in  class- 
rooms and  community  gatherings,  not  only  to  be  listened 
to  but  to  be  discussed  as  well.  We  are  just  now  in  the 
midst  of  an  ambitious  cooperative  study  by  educators 
and  broadcasters  to  define  and  analyze  technical  and 
policy  problems  in  this  field. 

"The  day  is  not  far  off  when  children  and  students  in 
lower  and  higher  schools,  as  well  as  out-of-school  youth 
and  adults  in  evening  groups,  will  be  taking  off  the  air, 
directly  or  indirectly,  for  use  in  study  and  discussion, 
many  presentations  by  the  greatest  artists,  writers,  and 
speakers.  The  possibility  of  this  development  challenges 
organized  education  to  discover  new  ways  of  associating 
learners  in  groups  of  various  sizes  and  to  make  new 
uses  of  trained  teachers  and  leaders. 

"The  motion  picture  adds  another  dimension  to  the 
microphone,  which  for  certain  purposes  should  do  two 
things  for  education:  First,  short-cut  the  time  required 
for  creating  impressions ;  and,  second,  clarify  the  im- 
pressions made.  Consider  for  a  moment  the  number  of 
words  and  printed  illustrations  needed  in  order  to  give 
the  learner  a  conception  of  the  extent  and  ramifications 
of  the  British  Empire.  This  conception  can  be  quite 
clearly  created  on  a  sound  film  small  enough  to  put  into 
your  pocket.  By  use  of  animated  charts  and  vivid  pictures 
of  trade  and  commerce,  accompanied  by  a  commentator's 
voice,  the  conception  of  the  British  Empire  can  be  trans- 
mitted within  a  few  minutes. 

"Indeed,  educational  broadcasting  and  educational  mo- 
tion pictures  must  in  the  future  be  made  through  a  col- 
laboration of  professional  educators  and  skilled  techni- 
cians. We  are  beyond  the  stage  where  it  is  useful  for 
well-intentioned  groups  of  technical  experts  to  go  on 
producing  'educational'  pictures  and  radio  programs  for 
the  general  appraisal  of  educators.  We  have  reached  the 
point  where  educators  must  be  taken  into  and  be  active 
in  the  partnership."

Intelligence  Growth  Tested 

THE  rates  of  intelligence  growth  in  children  from  birth 
■  to  ten  years  of  age  are  irregular  and  widely  dissimi- 
lar, and  science  has  developed  a  number  of  agencies 
to  more  or  less  accurately  check  and  measure  these 
changes.  This  was  stated  at  the  forty-seventh  annual 
meeting  of  the  American  Psychological  Association  by 
Dr.  Nancy  Bayley,  research  associate  in  the  Institute  of 
Child  Welfare  of  the  University  of  California. 

Dr.  Bayley  gave  the  results  in  a  test  of  a  group  of  61 
children  from  the  time  they  were  one  month  of  age. 
Forty-eight  of  these  children  had  been  tested  through  to 
ten  years  of  age. 

The  scores  made  on  a  developmental  scale  at  several 
age  levels,  have  been  correlated  with  each  other  and  with 
intelligence  test  scores  at  five,  six  and  seven  years  of  age 
to  show  consistency  of  relative  performance.  There  is 
evidence  to  show  that  the  intelligence  of  individual 
children  does  not  grow  with  regularity  or  consistency 
over  long  periods  of  time. 

Certain  changes  noted  in  the  nature  of  developing 
functions  in  very  young  children  appear  to  be  most  rapid 
between  one  and  two  years  of  age.  It  is  about  this  age 
also  when  the  children's  mental  test  scores  become  posi- 
tively related  to  their  parents'  education.  Another  in- 
teresting point  is  that  the  children's  scores  in  vocabulary, 
from  the  age  of  first  talking  to  later  vocabulary  tests, 
vary  over  long  intervals  in  the  same  way  as  indicated 
in  the  total  mental  test.  Language  cannot  be  the  only 
factor  which  makes  for  poor  prediction  of  mental  test 
scores  from  earlier  to  later  ages  because  language  ability 
itself  is  unpredictable.

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A  Foundation  for  Understanding 

A  T  one  time  Lick  Observatory  was  the  best  equipped 
**  astronomical  station  in  the  World,  writes  Dr.  Robert 
Gordon  Sproul  in  a  report  to  Governor  Gilbert  L. 
Olson  on  the  condition  of  the  University  of  California. 
"Lack  of  adequate  support  has  forced  it  to  lag  behind 
many  other  observatories  in  equipment,  and  in  the 
scope  of  investigations  which  can  be  undertaken.  How- 
ever, the  staff  is  still  considered  to  be  in  the  first  rank, 
and  the  atmospheric  conditions  are  of  such  excellence 
that,  in  the  opinion  of  Ejnar  Hertzprung,  Director  of 
Leiden  Observatory,  a  given  telescope  is  twenty  times  as 
effective  on  Mount  Hamilton  as  it  would  be  at  a  number 
of  noted  European  observatories.  Partly  as  a  result  of 
this  fortunate  circumstance  and  partly  as  a  result  of  the 
excellent  condition  in  which  instruments  have  been  kept 
even  though  some  are  sixty  years  old,  Lick  Observatory 
is  still  in  a  better  position  to  investigate  certain  astro- 
nomical problems  than  most  other  observatories.  It  is, 
for  example,  one  of  two  observatories  in  the  world 
equipped  for  the  most  exacting  and  difficult  work  of 
computing  radial  velocities  of  stars,  that  is,  movement 
directly  toward  or  away  from  the  earth.  The  determina- 
tion of  radial  velocities  is  Ipasic  to  the  solution  of  two 
of  the  major  astronomical  problems  of  the  present  cen- 
tury, the  rotation  of  the  Milky  Way  galaxy,  and  the 
past  and  future  history  of  the  universe  which  has 
aroused  the  so-called  "expanding  universe"  discussions. 
Lick  Observatory  completed  one  fifty  year  study  of 
radial  velocities  in  the  past  biennium  and  is  organizing 
a  second  one.  Such  researches  do  not  alter  the  price  of 
eggs,  but  they  are  laying  a  foundation  for  the  eventual 
understanding  by  mankind  of  the  plan  behind  the  uni- 
verse, and  perhaps  of  the  role  that  Man  is  destined  to 
play  in  it."

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Significance  of  the  Essentia  list  Movement  in  Education 


CINCE  1935  the  term  "Essentialist"  has  designated  ad- 
*^vocates  of  an  educational  theory  which  emphasizes  as 
the  primary  function  of  education  the  induction  of  each 
generation  into  its  social  heritage,  writes  Dr.  Wm.  C. 
Bagley  in  a  recent  issue  of  The  Education  Digest.  This 
by  way  of  contrast  with  the  educational  theory,  increas- 
ingly dominant  in  the  United  States  during  the  past 
generation,  which  has  belittled  the  significance  of  a 
mastery  of  what  we  commonly  call  subject-matter,  or  in 
a  large  generic  sense,  knowledge. 

From  another  angle,  the  contrast  may  be  drawn  by 
saying  that  the  Essentialist  emphasizes  the  significance 
of  the  accumulated  experience  of  the  race  and  the  im- 
portance of  transmitting  the  most  important  lessons  that 
have  come  out  of  this  experience,  while  the  prevailing 
American  theory  lays  its  emphasis  on  individual  exper- 
ience, and  affirms  the  chief  concern  of  education  to  be 
the  direction  of  individual  growth,  with  the  mastery  of 
race  experience  a  relatively  unimportant  matter  except 
as  the  individual  himself  recognizes  a  need  for  certain 
of  its  lessons  as  tools  in  the  solution  of  problems. 

The  stereotypes  of  the  theory  that  now  dominates 
American  education  have,  like  all  stereotypes,  become 
heavily  charged  with  emotion.  Such  words  as  "freedom," 
"liberty,"  and  "democracy"  make  a  strong  popular  ap- 
peal, and  are  often  unfairly  coupled  with  such  alleged 
opposites  as  "discipline"  and  "authority.  Of  a  some- 
what more  technical  nature,  but  similarly  charged  with 
emotion  to  the  initiate,  are  such  ringing  adjectives  as 
"functional,"  "dynamic,"  and  "progressive"  and  such 
noble  nouns  as  "activity"  and  "integration."  Not  much 
skill  in  dialectic  is  needed  to  make  these  words  carry  con- 
viction when  contrasted  with  such  unsavory  terms  as 
"traditional,"  "formal,"  and  "reactionary."  Some  ten 
years  ago  an  Australian  educator,  reporting  the  curricu- 
lum-revision movement,  remarked  on  the  fact  that  we 
always  contrasted  a  static  curriculum  with  a  fluid,  ad- 
justable, dynamic  one.  We  never  used  an  analogous  pair 
of  contrasting  adjectives;  we  never  spoke  of  a  "stable" 
as  opposed  to  an  "unstable"  curriculum.  Thus  in  the 
mere  choice  of  words  the  dice  are  deliberately  loaded, 
and  the  Essentialist  labors  from  the  outset  under  a  serious 
handicap. 

This  was  clearly  revealed  in  1938  when  a  very  small 
group  adopted  the  name,  "The  Essentialist  Committee  for 
the  Advancement  of  American  Education."  The  name 
attracted  attention  even  before  the  committee  met,  and 
it  was  at  once  assumed  that  the  group  would  oppose  the 
Progressive  school  of  educational  theory.  When  frag- 
ments from  a  set  of  theses  prepared  for  discussion  were, 
without  authorization,  released  to  the  press,  the  Progres- 
sive leaders  rushed  to  the  defense,  although  the  word 
"Progressive"  appeared  only  once  and  then  in  brief  ref- 
erence to  a  group  of  seventeenth  century  educators.  The 
Essentialists  were  assailed  as  reactionaries,  although  many 
of  their  criticisms  of  the  prevailing  educational  theory 
had  been  voiced  by  such  Progressive  leaders  as  John 
Dewey  and  Boyd  H.  Bode. 

Because  these  denunciations  were  widely  disseminated, 
the  term  Essentialist  achieved  overnight  something 
like  a  nation-wire  vogue.  I  have  never  known  anything 
approaching  so  general  an  interest  in  educational  theory 
as  this  incident  aroused. 

These  evidences  of  public  interest  are  symptomatic,  not 
of  public  concern  in  educational  theory  as  such,  but 
rather  of  public  distrust  of  the  consequences  when  cur- 
rent theories  are  put  into  practice.  Most  of  the  letters 
I  have  received  since  last  February  have  come,  not  from 
educators,  but  from  parents  who  are  sincerely  concerned 
regarding  what  their  children  are  learning — or  failing 
to  learn — in  school. 

Now  what  is  the  real  significance  of  the  position 
taken  by  the  Essentialists?  This  position  was  based  on 
certain  incontestable  weaknesses  in  American  education, 
weaknesses  which  were   traced  to  the  vast  upward  ex- 


pansion of  the  universal  school.  Until  recently  educa- 
tional opportunities  beyond  the  sixth  school  year  were 
in  effect  selective  in  the  sense  that  most  pupils  never 
even  attempted  to  avail  themselves  of  them.  Half  the 
soldiers  drafted  in  1917-18  had  not  progressed  farther 
than  the  sixth  grade.  The  work  of  the  high  school  and 
upper  elementary  grades  could  be  and  was  limited  to, 
and  adapted  to,  youths  of  better  than  average  mental 
ability.  It  was  not  adapted  to  the  average  mind. 

But  in  1910  the  proportion  passing  from  the  ele- 
mentary schools  to  the  high  schools  was  far  higher  than 
in  1900.  This  movement  was  greatly  accelerated  during 
the  second  decade  of  the  century.  By  1920  the  high 
school  had  become  essentially  non-selective.  By  1930 
secondary  education  was  as  nearly  universal  as  element- 
ary education  had  been  at  the  turn  of  the  century.  By 
that  time,  too,  the  institutions  of  higher  education,  par- 
ticularly those  that  were  tax-supported,  found  them- 
selves facing,  in  their  turn,  the  difficult  problem  of 
dealing  with  an  increasingly  heterogeneous  student 
body. 

It  was  this  vast  upward  expansion  of  mass  education 
that  the  Essentialists  emphasized  as  the  primary  cause 
of  the  relative  weakness  of  American  education.  It  was 
not  that  the  Essentialists  opposed  this  movement.  Even 
had  they  been  so  disposed,  their  efforts  would  have 
been  foolishly  futile,  since  the  expansion  of  the  uni- 
versal school  has  come  about  through  the  operation  of 
fundamental  social  and  economic  forces.  Because  the 
opening  of  the  upper  grades  and  high  schools  to  un- 
selected  pupils  was  inevitable,  so  a  modification  of  older 
standards  was  inevitable.  Rigorous  requirements  simply 
had  to  be  relaxed,  and  they  have  been  over  a  period  now 
of  more  than  30  years.  The  result  is  a  matter  of  statis- 
tical record.  Our  high  school  and  college  enrolment  prob- 
ably exceeds  in  absolute  numbers  the  enrolment  in  in- 
stitutions of  the  same  grade  in  all  other  countries 
combined. 

The  Essentialists  are  as  proud  of  this  record  as  any 
other  group  of  American  educators,  but  apparently  alone 
in  our  profession  the  Essentialists  are  not  blind  to  the 
fact  that  American  education  has  paid  a  high  price  for 
the  achievement,  and,  in  their  belief,  an  unnecessarily 
high  price.  In  lowering  standards  and  relaxing  rigor, 
American  education  has  yielded  to  a  quite  natural  temp- 
tation. In  effect,  it  has  made  low  standards  and  relaxed 
rigor  virtues,  and  has  carried  these  practices  much  far- 
ther than  the  situation  demanded.  It  was  inevitable  that 
any  theory  which  justified  or  rationalized  the  loosening 
of  standards  should  be  received  with  favor.  Generally 
speaking,  the  doctrines  of  the  Progressives  are  admirably 
adapted  to  this  need.  In  a  very  real  sense,  these  doctrines 
have  served  to  make  a  virtue  of  necessity.

Teachers'  warrants  will  be  delivered  to  the 
schools  on  Friday,  December  15.  There  are  11  teach- 
ing days  in  December. 

Principals  are  asked  to  kindly  call  at  the  office  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  closing  of  school  and  change 
any  anticipated  symbols  that  need  changing  due  to  ab- 
sences of  teachers  during  the  week  of  anticipated  attend- 
ance. This  is  a  most  important  duty  and  should  be  done 
early  in  the  week  following  the  close  of  school.  Substi- 
tute teachers  will  not  file  their  time  reports  until  the 
last  day  of  school,  December   15. 

Evening  schools  with  five  sessions  and  closing  on  De- 
cember 15  will  have  their  warrants  delivered  with  the 
day  school  warrants.  Evening  schools  with  four  sessions 
and  closing  on  December  14  will  have  arrangements 
made  with  the  principals  to  call  for  the  warrants  so  that 
they  may  be  delivered  to  the  teachers  on  the  closing 
evening.  Prompt  delivery  of  all  time  rolls  will  help  in 
the  delivery  of  warrants  on  the  closing  date. 

Time  rolls  for  clerks  and  janitors  for  the  first  half  of 
December  will  be  delivered  early  Friday  morning,  De- 
cember 15.  The  janitor-in-charge  will  be  responsible 
for  the  time  roll  for  the  last  half  of  December,  and  the 
principal  is  asked  to  instruct  the  janitor  to  mark  the 
time  roll.  These  time  rolls  will  be  delivered  to  the 
office  on  Friday,  December  29.  There  are  15  working 
days  in  the  first  half  of  December,  with  the  exception  of 
elementary  school  clerks  who  will  work  11  days.

School  which  my  boy  attends."  The  essay  follows: 

This  morning  I  heard  a  roar  overhead.  Looking  up  I 
saw  silvery  airplanes  flying  by.  I  was  not  frightened;  I 
was  thrilled  at  man's  achievements,  to  think  that  he  had 
learned  to  fly  like  the  birds,  free  and  happy,  high  above 
the  people  on  the  ground. 

Once  a  week  I  go  to  Boy  Scouts.  In  my  troop  there  is 
a  Negro  Boy;  there  are  Jewish  boys;  there  are  Protes- 
tant boys.  I  am  Catholic;  we  are  all  pals. 

On  Hallowe'en  I  wore  a  mask.  It  was  a  funny  one 
with  a  beard.  I  looked  so  funny  that  1  laughed.  I  wonder 
what  a  gas  mask  would  be  like? 

When  I  get  home  I  play  with  my  dog.  I  throw  a  ball 
for  her  to  bring  back  to  me.  The  way  she  looks  up  at 
me  I  know  she  loves  me.  I  would  hate  to  have  her  killed 
because  there  is  not  enough  food  for  her. 

My  "home"  is  my  room  where  I  have  a  radio  I  can 
tune  in  to  any  station. I  have  books,  magazines  and  models. 
I  don't  always  keep  my  room  clean.  My  mother  says  "it's 
a  mess."  1  think  it' s  fine. 

I  am  thankful  I  live  in  America  where  I  am  not 
frightened  by  the  sound  of  airplanes,  where  it  does  not 
matter  to  what  race  or  creed  I  belong,  where  masks  are 
worn  in  fun,  and  where  a  boy  can  have  a  pet.  Thank 
God  I  am  an  American  boy  growing  up  the  American 
way.

The  tenth  broadcast  in  the  Junior  High  School  radio

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Major  Mann  Passes 

THREE  sharp  volleys — breaking  the  morning  calm  of 
'  the  Presidio's  National  Cemetery  —  last  Thursday 
marked  the  passing  of  one  of  the  best  friends  of  San 
Francisco's  Public  Schools,  Major  Walter  M.  Mann, 
U.S.A.,  retired,  commandant  of  this  city's  R.O.T.C.  units 
from  1932  to  1938. 

As  comrades  and  friends  stood  with  bared,  bowed 
heads — and  as  his  black-shrouded  horse  looked  away  with 
apparent  understanding  of  the  scene  before  him — Major 
Mann  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  place  reserved  for  heroes 
and  patriots  of  the  United  States. 

As  commandant  of  the  high  schools  R.O.T.C,  Major 
Mann  carved  for  himself  a  name  not  only  as  a  capable, 
efficient  administrator,  but  as  one  to  whom  both  teachers 
and  students  alike  could  turn  for  counsel  and  aid.  Under 
his  direction,  the  several  R.O.T.C.  units  were  moulded 
into  organizations  that  brought  San  Francisco  national 
recognition  in  the  form  of  Honor  School  awards  from 
the  United  States  Army. 

"Major  Mann  has  left  us — his  associates  on  the  staff 
and  his  young  soldiers  of  the  R.O.T.C",  said  Superin- 
tendent J.  P.  Nourse.  "We  shall  not  forget  this  worthy 
officer  and  gentleman.  We  shall  endeavor  to  follow  the 
example  which  he  always  set  us  as  an  ideal  citizen  of 
the  country  which  he  loved  and  which  he  taught  us  to 
love.  For  his  sake  and  in  his  honor  we  shall  carry  on." 

Major  Mann  came  to  San  Francisco  as  a  captain  after 
having  served  as  a  second  lieutenant  of  infantry,  Mis- 
souri National  Guard,  and  as  a  captain  during  the  World 
War.  He  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  major  in  1935 
while  on  duty  here  and  retired  in  1938. 

Since  retirement  Major  Mann  continued  to  live  at  his 
Sea  Cliff  home  with  his  wife,  Kathleen,  who  was  a  con- 
stant companion,  beside  him  when  the  end  came  last 
Tuesday  at  Letterman  General  Hospital.

Music  Department  Wins  High  Praise 

THE  contribution  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools 
'  to  the  Christmas  Eve  community  sing  at  the  War 
Memorial  Opera  House  was  the  most  outstanding  joint 
display  of  school  musical  groups  made  to  the  community 
in  recent  years,  according  to  the  opinion  of  expert 
observers. 

The  program  gave  ample  proof  that  children  in  these 
United  States  are  no  less  gifted  and  not  one  bit  less 
musical  in  their  vocal  expression  than  are  the  young 
people  of  Europe — thus  exploding,  painlessly  and  peace- 
fully, superstitions  of  long  standing. — Marjorie  Fischer, 
wrote  in  the  San  Francisco  News. 

"From  the  appearance  of .  the  wee  tots  of  the  Edison 
Elementary  School  Glee  Club  directed  by  Lorraine  Walsh 
to  that  of  the  San  Francisco  Junior  College  A  Cappella 
Choir  directed  by  Flossita  Badger,  one  had  occasion  to 
rejoice  over  the  excellent  work  being  done  in  the  music 
department  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools ;  and  to 
marvel  at  the  extraordinary  clarity  of  the  choral  diction 
demonstrated  by  every  one  of  the  choral  groups. 

"The  Mission  High  School  A  Cappella  Choir  directed 
by  Isabelle  Becker  and  the  Balboa  Girls'  Choir  directed 
by  Gertrude  Norgard  were  the  intermediate  groups  sus- 
taining the  high  standard,  and  the  Mission  Dolores  Boys' 
Choir  directed  by  Robert  Hayburn  and  the  San  Francisco 
Municipal  Chorus  under  Hans  Leschke's  baton  represent- 
ed the  parochial  and  'post-graduate'  groups,  respectively, 
with  gratifying  success.  And  the  many  young  choristers 
who  helped  make  the  Community  Sing  effective,  also 
testified  to  the  excellence  of  their  school  training. 

"A  complete  report  of  the  celebration  appears  else- 
where in  today's  News,  and  the  occasion  was  not  one 
which  called  for  a  review  by  the  music  editor.  But 
recognition  of  the  work  being  accomplished  by  the  pub- 
lic school  music  department  does  come  within  the  prov- 
ince of  the  music  editor.  Consequently  it  is  a  real  pleas- 
ure to  give  this  recognition  as  a  'merry  Christmas' 
greeting  to  those  musicians  who  are  inculcating  such 
fine  musical  ideals  in  young  Americans.  A  special  bou- 
quet goes  to  Charles  M.  Dennis,  general  director  and 
supervisor  of  music  in  San  Francisco's  schools." 

Commenting  editorially  on  the  excellence  of  the  per- 
formance, the  News  said: 

"The  contribution  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools 
to  make  the  Christmas  Carol  party  at  War  Memorial 
Opera  House  last  night  the  success  it  was,  deserves  a 
word  of  recognition. 

"For  the  past  five  years  the  Board  of  Education  has 
expanded  the  music  teaching  program  in  the  public 
schools  to  bring  it  in  line  with  the  larger  interest  which 
San  Franciscans  traditionally  have  had  in  things  musical.

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Tax  on  Entertainments 

CEVERAL  inquiries  from  student  groups  have  been 
*■*  received  in  this  office  concerning  payment  of  federal 
admissions  tax  on  student  sponsored  affairs.  Attention  of 
students  should  be  called  to  the  following  section  of  the 
Revenue  Act  of  1926,  as  amended: 

"Sec.  500.  (a)  There  shall  be  levied,  assessed,  collected, 
and  paid — (1)  A  tax  of  1  cent  for  each  10  cents  or  frac- 
tion thereof  of  the  amount  paid  for  admission  to  any 
place,  including  admission  by  season  ticket  or  subscrip- 
tion, to  be  paid  by  the  person  paying  for  such  admission ; 
except  that  in  case  the  amount  paid  for  admission  is  less 
than  41  cents,  no  tax  shall  be  imposed.  In  the  case  of 
persons  (except  bona  fide  employees,  municipal  officers 
on  official  business,  and  children  under  12  years  of  age) 
admitted  free  or  at  reduced  rates  to  any  place  at  a  time 
when  and  under  circumstances  under  which  an  admission 
charge  is  made  to  other  persons,  an  equivalent  tax  shall 
be  collected  based  on  the  price  so  charged  to  such  other 
persons  for  the  same  or  similar  accommodations,  to  be 
paid  by  the  person  so  admitted.  Amounts  paid  for  ad- 
mission by  season  ticket  or  subscription  shall  be  exempt 
only  if  the  amount  which  would  be  charged  to  the 
holder  or  subscriber  for  a  single  admission  is  less  than 
41  cents: 

(c)  The  term  'admission'  as  used  in  this  title  in- 
cludes seats  and  tables,  reserved  or  otherwise,  and  other 
similar  accommodations,  and  the  charges  made  therefor." 

In  certain  instances  where  entertainments  or  dances 
are  held  for  educational  or  charitable  purposes  the  tax 
need  not  be  paid  and  the  Federal  Government  in  a  bulle- 
tin from  the  Treasury  Department  lists  the  following 
examples: 

Example  1. 

"Where  the  pupils  in  a  certain  room  in  a  certain 
school  form  an  organization  for  pleasure  and  social  pur- 
poses and  give  an  entertainment,  the  proceeds  of  which 
are  to  be  used  to  give  a  picnic,  the  admissions  thereto 
are  taxable,  for  such  organization  is  not  educational. 

Example  2. 

"A  certain  class  in  a  county  high  school  gives  an  enter- 
tainment of  which  the  net  proceeds  are  to  be  used  to  buy 
a  radio  to  be  given  to  the  school.  In  this  case,  if  the 
principal  of  the  school  has  joined,  on  behalf  of  the 
school,  in  an  affidavit  for  exemption,  a  certificate  of 
exemption  can  be  secured  which  makes  the  admissions 
exempt  from  tax.  If,  however,  the  radio  was  to  become 
the  property  of  the  class,  to  be  removed  from  the  school 
on  its  graduation,  the  exemption  would  not  apply" . 

If  any  doubt  exists  as  to  whether  a  tax  should  be 
collected  on  a  particular  affair  inquiry  should  be  made 
to  the  United  States  Treasury  Department,  Bureau  of 
Internal  Revenue,  Federal  Office  Building,  San  Francisco.

Income  Taxes  Due 

CAN  Francisco  teachers,  along  with  other  state  em- 
**  ployees,  must  file  federal  income  tax  returns  covering 
the  year  1939.  A  clear  statement  to  this  effect  has  been 
given  by  the  Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue. 

The  obligation  to  make  such  returns  grows  out  of  a 
decision  last  year  by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court, 
followed  by  specific  provisions  in  the  Public  Salary  Tax- 
ing Act  of  1939  and  the  Revenue  Act  of  1939.  Copies 
of  these  laws  can  be  obtained  from  the  Superintendent  of 
Documents,  Washington,  D.C. 

The  returns,  covering  1939  incomes,  must  be  made 
between  January  1  and  March  15,  1940.  Teachers  are 
specifically  warned  that  failure  to  receive  a  form  for 
making  returns  through  the  mail  in  no  way  excuses 
iailure  to  make  a  return.  After  this  year,  those  who  make 
returns  one  year  will  automatically  receive  blanks  for 
the  following  year. 

In  general,  the  law  provides  that  anyone  who  receives 
an  income  of  more  than  $1,000  if  single  or  $2,500  if 
married  must  file  a  return.  Exemptions  to  these  amounts 
are  allowed,  with  further  exemptions  of  $400  for  each 
dependent  under  18  or  over  65,  and  certain  other  exemp- 
tions (applying  to  "earned  income",  charities,  taxes, 
etc.).  Most  of  these  are  fully  explained  on  the  income 
tax  return  blanks. 

For  the  convenience  of  those  who  are  required  by  law 
to  file  Federal  Income  Tax  Returns,  blank  forms  may  be 
obtained  from  the  local  office  of  the  Collector  of  Internal 
Revenue.  Requests  by  mail  should  be  addressed  to  the 
Collector  of  Internal  Revenue,  Federal  Office  Building, 
San  Francisco,  California. 


Concerts  By  Woodwind  Quintet 

The  Woodwind  Quintet  of  San  Francisco  composed 
of  first  chair  flute,  oboe,  clarinet,  horn  and  bassoon 
players  in  the  San  Francisco  Symphony  Orchestra,  an- 
nounce their  fourth  season.  Three  concerts  will  be  given 
on  Monday  evenings — January  22,  March  18  and  April 
15.  The  programs  will  be  given  in  the  Community  Play- 
house, Sutter  and  Mason  Streets.  A  special  low-season 
ticket  rate  is  offered  to  public  school  students. 


First  Aid  Courses 

A  course  of  ten  hours  of  instruction  leading  to  re- 
newal of  first  aid  certificates  has  been  announced  by  the 
American  Red  Cross.  Instruction  will  begin  shortly  after 
the  beginning  of  the  Spring  term.  Those  persons  now 
holding  certificates  who  desire  to  refresh  their  previous 
training  and  to  become  acquainted  with  developments 
in  first  aid  during  the  past  three  years,  will  be  eligible 
to  take  the  work.  Completion  of  this  course  is  not  nec- 
essary under  the  provisions  of  the  first  aid  training 
requirement  demanded  of  all  candidates  for  promotion. 
Regular  basic  and  advanced  first  aid  courses  also  will  be 
given  during  the  Spring  term.

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A  Persistent  Comment 

POURING  the  last  year  the  comment  most  frequently 
"•'made  regarding  children  of  school  age  is  their  appar- 
ent rudeness  while  riding  on  street  cars.  The  Superin- 
tendent believes  that  a  constant  effort  should  be  made 
to  make  students  conscious  of  the  fact  that  their  actions 
and  attitudes  while  riding  on  street  cars  are  taken  by  the 
public  as  a  representative  cross  section  of  present  day 
education.  Teachers  who  witness  acts  of  rowdyism  on 
street  cars  involving  students  of  their  schools  should  not 
hesitate  to  assert  themselves  inasmuch  as,  under  state 
law,  the  school  is  responsible  for  the  conduct  of  the 
pupil  from  the  time  he  leaves  home  until  he  returns. 
Following  is  a  letter  addressed  to  Hon.  Philip  Lee  Bush, 
commissioner  of  education,  on  this  subject: 

Dear  Sir:  For  some  time  I've  had  an  idea  which  I 
should  like  to  present  to  you,  and  I  sincerely  hope  it 
will  meet  with  your  approval. 

It  is  mainly,  that  I  believe  it's  about  time  the  schools 
began  to  try  to  bring  back  some  of  the  old  fashioned 
"chivalry"  among  our  young  people,  especially  the  boys, 
and  I  think  the  first  step  should  be  for  the  boys  of  today 
to  be  taught  it  is  still  considered  gentlemanly  and  polite 
to  offer  your  seat  in  a  crowded  street  car  to  a  lady,  at 
least  old  enough  to  be  his  mother. 

To  me  one  of  the  most  aggravating  sights  is  to  see 
our  boys  about  the  age  of  school  years  to  sit  sprawled 
all  over  a  seat,  laughing,  talking  and  carrying  on,  while 
women,  some  old,  with  canes,  some  physically  unable  to 
stand,  have  to  do  so  until  she  finds  a  seat.  As  for  children 
under  school  age,  of  course  that  is  the  parents'  job,  but 
evidently  it  is  neglected,  so  that  when  the  child  attends 
school  it  knows  no  better,  and  so,  I  believe  the  place 
now  is  for  the  school  to  bring  it  up. 

I  have  two  sons  myself  and  I  would  not  be  very  proud 
to  see  them  sit  in  a  street  car  while  an  older  woman  had 
to  hang  on  for  her  life.

List  the  number  of  large  or  portable  radio  sets  which 
could  be  used,  if  made  available,  to  supplement  classroom 
instruction  by  utilizing  individual  programs.

"The  Fountains  of  Rome",  Respighi,  and  "Till  Eulen- 
spiegel's  Merry  Pranks",  Richard  Strauss. 


Health  Service  Changes 

A  S  a  result  of  conferences  between  the  Health  Service 
**Board  and  a  committee  of  the  San  Francisco  County 
Medical  Society,,  held  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Paragraph  12  of  Plan  1,  certain  changes  in  service  and 
fees  have  been  made  in  the  Health  Service  System. 

Complaint  has  been  general  among  the  doctors  that 
the  compensation  of  the  general  practitioner  was  inade- 
quate. A  study  of  the  statistics  of  the  first  year's  opera- 
tion showed  that  the  cost  of  dependents,  and  especially 
minor  dependents,  tended  to  exceed  their  contribution 
to  the  system.  After  thorough  discussion  it  was  agreed 
that  the  fees  for  surgery  should  be  reduced  so  that  the 
proportion  of  money  available  to  the  medical  man  might 
be  increased,  contributions  for  minor  dependents  should 
be  slightly  increased,  and  that  certain  curtailments  of 
service  should  be  made.  These  changes,  it  is  believed, 
will  allay  such  dissatisfaction  as  has  developed  and 
lead  to  an  improved  relationship  between  doctors, 
patients  and  the  Health  Service  System. 

The  changes  in  service  are — 

1.  The  Health  Service  System  will  be  liable  for  only  five 
office  visits  a  month.  There  is  no  limit  on  home  visits 
or  hospital  visits. 

2.  Consent  of  the  Medical  Director  must  be  secured  be- 
fore a  patient  is  referred  from  one  professional  staff 
member  to  another.  No  patient  will  be  rendered  ser- 
vice by  more  than  one  doctor  in  any  month  without 
consent  of  the  Medical  Director. 

3.  X-ray  examinations  and  laboratory  tests  for  ambulatory 
patients  are  limited  respectively  to  service  for  any  one 
condition,  illness  or  injury.  After  a  twelve-month  per- 
iod has  elapsed  the  service  of  either  or  both  may  be 
extended,  upon  approval  of  the  Medical  Director,  to 
cover  a  new  condition,  illness  or  injury.  This  does 
not  apply  to  patients  in  hospitals. 

4.  Dependents  seeking  admission  to  the  system  must 
submit  to  a  medical  examination.  Any  physical  defect 
or  pathological  condition  then  present  shall  be  cor- 
rected before  the  dependent  is  admitted,  or  such  de- 
fect or  condition  will  not  be  treated  by  the  system. 

5.  No  minor  dependent  will  be  admitted  until  attaining 
the  age  of  one  year. 

6.  The  charge  for  all  minor  dependents  shall  be  $1.50 
each  per  month  and  all  admissible  minor  dependents 
must  be  enrolled  if  any  one  is  entered  in  the  system. 

7.  Services  to  dependents  and  to  independent  beneficiaries 
will  be  limited  to  one  year's  medical  service  for  any 
one  condition  or  injury.  Service  heretofore  rendered 
will  be  included  in  calculating  the  year. 

8.  Where  a  subscriber  has  a  legal  claim  against  a  third 
person  for  damages  for  illness  or  injury  caused  by 
the  act  or  omission  of  such  third  person,  the  Health 
Service  System  shall  be  subrogated  to  that  claim  to 
the  extent  of  a  fair  charge  for  the  services  rendered 
by  it  to  the  subscriber  necessitated  by  such  act  or 
omission. 

The  foregoing  rules  are  effective  beginning  January 
1,  1940. 

Provided  that  contracts  for  dependents  may  be  can- 
celled within  sixty  days  (February  29,  1940)  except 
where  a  dependent  has  received  service,  in  which  case 
the  contract  shall  continue  to  the  end  of  its  twelve 
month  term. 

Provided  further  no  existing  contract  for  minor  de- 
pendents will  be  extended  after  its  present  term  except 
in  compliance  with  the  foregoing  conditions.

IT  is  refreshing  to  find  educators  reverting  to  common 
'  sense  after  their  fliers  into  idealistic  skies.  I  actually 
heard  one  say  the  other  day  that  modern  children  must 
be  made  conscious  of  their  limitations,  writes  Mrs.  Wal- 
ter Ferguson,  in  the  San  Francisco  News.  Ten  years  ago 
that  would  have  been  heresy — now  it  is  an  intellectual 
discovery.  t  I 

At  last  we  are  beginning  to  see  that  the  fetish  of  suc- 
cess, meaning,  of  course,  financial  wealth  or  a  place  in 
the  spotlight,  has  done  quite  as  much  to  harm  the  young 
as  any  of  our  false  gods.  Perhaps  if  we  can  distill  out 
of  the  depression  a  little  worldly  wisdom  at  this  point, 
we  may  in  time  regard  it  as  a  valuable  national  experience. 

At  any  rate,  we've  been  forced  to  withdraw  promises 
of  the  presidencies — either  of  nations,  banks,  corporations 
or  school  boards — to  all  good  little  boys.  Little  girls,  too, 
could  do  with  less  talk  about  great  careers  in  business  and 
Hollywood.  In  fact,  every  child  would  be  benefited  by 
lessons  in  humility. 

For  humility  is  valuable  luggage  to  carry  with  you  in 
your  journey  through  life.  In  the  end  it  will  sustain  you 
better  than  pride  or  conceit. 

No  crippled  lad  is  encouraged  to  believe  he  can  become 
Olympic  champion.  Yet  we  are  constantly  training  med- 
iocre-minded youngsters  to  think  they  ought  to  be  big 
shots.  And  what  we  stress  too  seldom  is  the  happiness 
which  awaits  us  in  the  middle  stratum  of  society.  There 
one  may  find  heart's  ease  and  cheer,  gayety  and  content- 
ment. These  exist  for  all  men  and  women  who  are  willing 
to  fill  less  important  and  spectacular  roles  well. 

We're  in  a  bad  economic  muddle.  And  one  reason  is 
that  everyone  at  the  bottom  and  in  the  middle  is  hell-bent 
on  getting  to  the  top,  where  most  of  them  wouldn't  feel 
comfortable  and  wouldn't  stay  long.

People  educated  to  live  by  these  guiding  principles  and 
to  check  every  action  of  life  by  these  great  standards 
of  the  love  of  God  and  the  love  of  our  neighbor  will 
never  go  wrong  in  their  personal  private  lives,  and  in 
living  and  working  with  other  people. 

Health  Education  must  follow  Character  Education. 
To  preserve  a  unified  personality  we  must  not  train 
a  few  athletes  but  must  educate  every  individual  to  a 
state  of  physical  fitness  in  his  vocation  of  life  and  for 
enjoyment  of  leisure  time  activities.  A  sound  program 
of  spiritual  and  health  education  established  for  daily 
living,  our  student,  who  is  a  true  social  being,  must 
be  educated  in  the  Art  of  Communication  receiving  and 
sharing  with  others  our  heritage  of  language,  literature 
and  history.  Traveling  down  the  path  of  literature  and 
history,  he  will  be  made  conscious  of  the  great  develop- 
ments of  Music,  Science,  Art,  Economics  and  Industry. 

He  will  realize  that  he  must  not  live  selfishly  and 
will  be  able  to  assist  himself  and  others  to  a  life  of 
security  and  happiness.  In  our  own  United  States,  which 
is  a  blending  of  all  the  nations,  a  man  educated  in  these 
essentials  for  a  unified  personality  will  find  himself 
in  harmony  with  his  fellow  citizens  and  sympathetic 
with  the  people  of  all  lands.  He  will  be  truly  obedient 
to  the  law  of  the  love  of  God,  and  of  our  neighbor.

Latin-American  Relations 

DLANS  for  the  exchange  of  graduate  students,  teachers 
'  and  professors  between  educational  institutions  of  the 
American  Republics ;  for  the  development  of  courses  and 
materials  for  the  study  of  Latin  American  civilization  in 
the  elementary  schools,  high  schools  and  colleges  of  the 
United  States,  were  worked  out  by  the  recent  conference 
on  Inter-American  Relations,  held  in  Washington,  Miss 
Edith  E.  Pence,  who  represented  £an  Francisco,  an- 
nounced upon  her  return  today.  One  of  the  cardinal 
interests  of  the  meeting,  Miss  Pence  said,  was  to  pro- 
mote a  more  extensive  study  of  Spanish  and  Portuguese 
in  the  United  States. 

Cordell  Hull,  secretary  of  state,  referring  to  the  con- 
tribution that  can  be  made  to  the  peace  and  welfare  of 
the  Americas,  told  Miss  Pence: 

"The  greatest  triumph  of  this  Hemisphere  thus  far 
has  been  the  establishment  of  the  peace  of  the  Americas, 
peace  by  cooperation  instead  of  by  conquest  or  by  bal- 
ance of  power.  This  has  been  built  through  many  ex- 
periments and  many  phases ;  it  has  had  setbacks ;  but  in 
the  main,  the  Western  Hemisphere  has  succeeded  in 
marked  degree  in  making  itself  free  from  the  militarism 
of  the  Old  World,  and  free  from  the  idea  that  only 
through  successive  wars  can  its  civilization  be  maintained. 

"All  of  us  are  familiar  with  the  diplomatic  and  gov- 
ernmental aspects  of  the  work  which  the  twenty-one 
American  republics  have  endeavored  to  carry  on,  and  to 
which  this  Government  has  tried  consistently  to  con- 
tribute. 

"Those  of  us  who  have  most  to  do  with  measures  of 
government,  are  fully  aware  of  the  fact  that  govern- 
mental action  can  never  rise  higher  than  its  source;  and 
that  the  source  is  the  moral  and  intellectual  structure 
which  lies  behind  and  beneath  the  formal  governmental 
action.  For  this  reason  we,  in  common  with  our  neigh- 
bors, are  especially  interested  in  buttressing  the  eco- 
nomic and  political  relations  which  we  have  by  broad 
understanding  between  peoples.  The  creation  and  con- 
tinuance of  this  understanding  is  the  peculiar  contribu- 
tion which  education  can  make  to  inter-American  rela- 
tions, and  to  the  security,  peace  and  welfare  of  the 
Americas. 

"In  my  judgment  this  work  in  which  we  are  all  en- 
gaged is  of  the  highest  importance.  None  can  forecast 
the  future  in  world  affairs.  It  is  possible  that  the  great 
shadow  which  lies  heavily  over  Europe  may  become  a 
long  twilight.  It  is  not  inconceivable  that  many  of  the 
lights  of  Western  civilization  may  there  be  dimmed  or 
altogether  put  out.  It  may  even  be  that  for  a  time  the 
New  World  may  have  to  guard  and  maintain  the 
achievements  of  that  civilization,  holding  them  in  trust 
for  a  time  when  they  can  once  more  be  general  through- 
out the  world. 

"The  teachers,  the  men  of  science  and  learning 
throughout  the  New  World  must  resolve  to  work  to- 
gether to  accomplish  that  function  which  is  rightfully 
theirs;  to  guard,  to  enrich,  and  to  forward  the  civiliza- 
tion which,  in  the  high  calling  of  education,  all  of  us 
must  seek  to  serve."

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A  Sudden  Jolt 

HOW  quickly  salaries  of  school  teachers  may  be  af- 
fected by  a  slight  change  in  revenues  from  the 
state  is  forcibly  brought  home  to  all  members  of  the 
profession  by  the  plight  in  which  the  teachers  of  Seattle, 
Washington  found  themselves  upon  returning  to  school. 
The  salary  schedule  decrease  was  4J/2  Per  cent  on  all 
teachers  receiving  more  than  $1200,  including  those  in 
the  top  brackets  of  $2600. 

The  official  story  of  what  happened  is  contained  in 
a  recent  issue  of  the  Seattle  Educational  Bulletin  which 
has  just  been  received  in  San  Francisco.  Read  it: 

"Carrying  a  total  of  $5,982,164.16  for  the  program  of 
school  service,  the  General  Fund  Budget  for  the  year 
1939-40  was  adopted  by  the  Board  at  the  public  hearing 
on  Monday  evening,  October  2.  This  amount  is  $310,- 
635.24  less  than  the  total  of  the  1938-1939  budget.  Some 
$223,000  of  this  decrease  is  represented  by  a  41/2  per 
cent  downward  adjustment  of  the  scheduled  compensa- 
tion of  all  individuals  receiving  more  than  $1200  per 
year.  The  remaining  $87,000  of  the  reduction  is  repre- 
sented by  other  retrenchments. 

"Serious  revenue  deficiencies,  particularly  in  state  ap- 
portionments, made  a  reduction  inevitable  in  order  to 
balance  the  budget  as  required  by  law.  When  the  pre- 
liminary budget  was  adopted  last  April,  Board  members 
pointed  out  that  failure  of  the  1939  legislative  appro- 
priations to  provide  the  full  25  cents  per  day,  together 
with  other  revenue  deficiencies,  would  make  a  reduction 
necessary  in  October  unless  additional  resources  could  be 
found  before  that  time.  The  Board's  official  statement 
upon  adoption  of  the  budget  follows: 

"  'The  Board  of  Education  deeply  regrets  that  serious 
insufficiency  of  revenues  makes  it  necessary  to  reduce 
school  expenditures  during  the  current  school  year  of 
1939-40.  This  situation  was  forecast  last  April  when  in 
adopting  the  preliminary  budget  the  Board  pointed  out 
that  estimated  revenues  were  $431,000  short  of  esti- 
mated expenditures  and  that  unless  the  situation  should 
improve  by  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  any  deficiency 
existing  would  have  to  be  met  in  October  by  correspond- 
ing reductions  in  expenditures.  Cash  on  hand  last 
June  30,  however,  amounting  to  $170,000,  serves  as  an 
offset  to  the  deficiency. 

"  'It  has  been  suggested  that  the  Board  might  legally 
balance  revenues  and  expenditures  by  the  expedient  of 
including  an  item  for  the  estimated  proceeds  from  the 
sale  of  property  for  taxes.  The  Board's  experience  is, 
however,  that  during  recent  years  cancellations  of  taxes 
have  greatly  exceeded  the  proceeds  of  such  sales.  Hence, 
the  Board  does  not  believe  it  can  honestly  budget  rev- 
enues from  this  source  without  charging  off  at  the  same 
time  the  amount  of  tax  cancellations  which  experience 
indicates  will  occur  within  this  fiscal  year.' 

"At  the  public  hearing  on  October  2  Board  members 
advised  the  audience  that  during  the  past  two  years 
cancellations  of  uncollected  taxes  have  amounted  to  more 
than  $500,000,  while  tax  sales  during  the  same  period 
have  produced  $118,000."

Could  you  put  a  piece  in  your  bulletin  to  the  schools 
thanking  the  Public  School  children  and  teachers  for  their 
toy  donations  to  The  News  Christmas  Fund? 

Dozens  of  the  schools  made  contributions  and  I  am 
not  sure  that  each  was  thanked.  The  scrap  books  and 
favors  and  other  things  made  of  paper  were  sent  to  hos- 
pitals. Other  donations  were  given  to  those  who  would 
most  appreciate  them. 

In  all  11,996  children  were  given  toys.  Those  did  not, 
of  course,  include  children  in  hospitals  or  nursery  schools.

Minimum  Day  Schedule 

ALL  members  of  the  certificated  staff  are  required  to  be 
on  duty  at  their  respective  schools  full  time  during 
the  last  week  of  the  semester.  Permission  to  hold  mini- 
mum day  sessions  must  be  obtained  from  the  Superin- 
tendent and  should  not  be  requested  except  for  strong 
reasons. 

This  announcement  is  the  Superintendent's  authoriza- 
tion to  schedule  minimum  days  for  pupils  as  follows: 

Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools — Wednesday,  Jan- 
uary 24,  Thursday,  January  25  and  Friday,  January  26. 
Commencement  day,  which  differs  in  the  different 
schools,  should  be  as  near  to  the  regular  schedule  as 
program  proceedings  will  permit.  All  other  days  must 
keep  to  the  normal  program  time. 

Elementary  Schools — Thursday,  January  25,  Friday, 
January  26,  may  be  designated  by  principals  of  the  ele- 
mentary schools  as  minimum  days.  In  addition,  prin- 
cipals of  8th  grade  schools  may  designate  the  day  of 
graduation  as  a  minimum  day. 

Notice  of  impending  minimum  day  sessions  must  ap- 
pear in  junior  and  senior  high  school  bulletins  at  least 
three  days  prior  to  the  date  and  all  students  must  be 
instructed  to  inform  their  parents  of  the  curtailed  pro- 
grams. In  elementary  schools  announcements  of  minimum 
day  schedules  must  be  made  at  least  three  days  prior  to 
the  date  scheduled.

Board   Officers  Elected 

HON.  PHILIP  LEE  BUSH  began  his  third  term  as 
commissioner  of  education  in  San  Francisco  when 
he  was  seated  to  serve  until  1945  at  the  annual  organiza- 
tion of  the  Board  held  on  last  Tuesday,  January  9.  The 

same  meeting  elected  Hon. 
C.  Harold  Caulfield,  presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation for  the  fifth  time 
since  he  became  a  member 
of  that  body  in  January 
1933. 

Acknowledging  ffie  re- 
ceipt of  Mr.  Bush's  formal 
certificate  of  election  Pres- 
ident  Caulfield  said: 

"The  Board  has  a  pleas- 
urable duty  to  perform  at 
this  meeting,  and  that  is  to 
re-seat  Honorable  Philip 
L.  Bush  as  Member  of  the 
Board  of  Education  for  a 
new  term  of  five  years  be- 
ginning January  8,  1940, 
succeeding  himself.  Mr. 
Bush  was  first  seated  as  a 
Member  of  the  Board  Jan- 
uary 6,  1932,  having  been  appointed  by  His  Honor, 
Mayor  Angelo  J.  Rossi,  to  succeed  Mr.  Alfred  I.  Esberg, 
resigned,  and  for  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  Esberg  to 
January  8,  1935,  was  re-appointed  for  term  of  five  years 
ending  January  8,  1940,  and  is  now  re-seated  for  another 
term  of  five  years  ending  January  8,  1945 ;  that  the 
members  of  the  Board  are  gratified  to  have  the  continu- 
ed valuable  services  of  their  colleague,  Mr.  Bush." 

President  Caulfield  was  nominated  by  Hon.  Richard 
E.  Doyle  and  the  nomination  was  seconded  by  Hon. 
Charles  A.  Deny.  Acknowledging  his  election,  for  the 
fifth  time,  thereby  establishing  a  precedent  for  length  of 
service  in  the  presidency  in  the  eighty-nine  years  exist- 
ence of  the  Board  of  Education,  President  Caulfield  said: 
"I  cannot  let  this  occasion  pass  without  expressing 
what  the  Board  Members  know  I  feel — appreciation  for 
the  confidence  of  my  fellow-members  as  evidenced  by 
their  wish  that  I  continue  in  the  presidency  for  the  en- 
suing year.  I  can  only  pledge  to  give  my  best  efforts,  as 
in  the  past,  and  my  whole-hearted  devotion  in  conjunc- 
tion with  that  of  my  colleagues,  in  the  interests  of  public 
education." 

Acceding  to  the  request  of  Commissioner  Derry,  that 
he  be  relieved  of  the  vice  presidency  in  which  he  has 
served  for  the  past  year,  Hon.  William  F.  Benedict, 
placed  in  nomination,  the  name  of  Commissioner  Bush, 
who  was  unanimously  elected  to  the  vice  presidency. 

Commissioner  Bush  was  nominated  to  succeed  himself 
by  His  Honor,  Mayor  Angelo  J.  Rossi.  The  nomination

THE  idea  that  intellectual  senility  in  men  and  women 
begins  to  set  in  at  the  age  of  40  or  thereabouts  was 
sharply  contradicted  by  a  recent  intelligence  test  con- 
ducted over  the  radio  by  the  LIniversity  Explorer,  Uni- 
versity of  California  radio  commentator.  The  results  of 
the  test  appear  to  be  in  opposition  to  recent  studies 
which  indicate  that  there  is  a  distinct  drop-off  in  mental 
ability,  particularly  in  speed  of  intellectual  operation 
after  middle  age. 

The  number  responding  to  the  test  was  2,331,  of 
which  1,197  were  men  and  1,134  women.  The  age 
range  of  the  respondents  was  between  10  and  90  years. 
The  average  score  for  those  above  50  was  found  to  be 
about  one  point  higher  than  that  for  the  whole  group. 
The  average  of  the  48  respondents  over  70  years  was 
about  half  a  point  above  the  group  as  a  whole.  The  two 
persons  above  85  years  of  age  who  took  the  test  made 
scores  only  about  one  or  two  points  below  the  general 
average. 

The  test  was  held  to  be  "particularly  encouraging  to 
those  who  are  nearing  the  twilight  of  their  lives,"  by 
Dr.  Frank  N.  Freeman,  dean  of  the  School  of  Education, 
who  conducted  the  test.  It  cannot  be  taken,  however,  as 
invalidating  earlier  findings  concerning  the  relationship 
of  age  to  intelligence,  he  said.  The  findings  do  appear 
to  show  that  while  the  average  intelligence  of  a  great 
mass  of  people  may  drop  with  age,  there  is  a  consider- 
able number  of  older  people  whose  mental  abilities  are 
as  keen  as  those  of  younger  individuals. 

The  two  youngest  groups  taking  the  test,  ranging  from 
10  to  14,  and  from  15  to  19  years,  made  about  eight 
points  lower  than  the  average  of  the  total  group;  the 
15-19  group  by  itself  just  about  achieved  the  average. 


Warning  to  Kite  Fliers 

With  another  kite-flying  season  due  to  start  any  day 
now,  principals  are  requested  to  repeat  the  annual  warn- 
ing to  pupils  that  the  sport  involves  the  danger  of  injury 
or  worse  unless  kites  are  properly  made  and  carefully 
flown. 

Kite  fliers  can  assure  their  own  safety,  protect  others 
from  harm  and  avoid  damage  to  property  by  following 
these  simple  rules: 

Don't  use  a  kite  with  meted  ribs. 

Don't  use  wire  or  tinsel  string.  Use  only  cotton  cord. 
Remember  that  wet  cord  is  a  conductor  of  electricity 
and  will  cause  as  much  trouble  as  wire  if  it  comes  in 
contact  with  electric  lines. 

Don't  fly  kites  near  power,  trolley  or  telephone  wires 
or  transmission  towers. 

Don't  permit  kites  to  go  over  radio  aerials. 

Don't  let  kites  get  away.  Serious  injury  and  extensive 
damage  to  property  may  follow. 

Never  attempt  to  climb  poles  to  release  a  kite  en- 
tangled in  wires  and  never  try  to  release  it  by  throwing 
stones  at  it. 

Never  run  across  streets  or  highways  while  flying 
a  kite. 


Danger  of  Skating 

Inspector  B.  J.  Getchell,  in  charge  of  traffic  patrols, 
reports  that  several  accidents  have  occurred  to  pupils 
while  skating  to  school.  The  use  of  skates  as  a  means  of 
transportation  to  and  from  school  should  be  discouraged 
by  parents  and  teachers.

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Exploratory  Studies  Planned 

THE  American  Association  of  Junior  Colleges  has  re- 
'  ceived  a  grant  of  $25,000  from  the  General  Educa- 
tion Board  of  New  York  City,  to  finance  a  series  of  ex- 
ploratory studies  in  the  general  field  of  terminal  educa- 
tion in  the  junior  college.  Approximately  500  accredited 
junior  colleges  are  now  found  in  the  United  States  be- 
sides another  hundred  which  are  not  yet  thus  recognized. 

About  two-thirds  of  the  175,000  students  enrolled  in 
these  institutions  do  not  continue  their  formal  education 
after  leaving  the  junior  college.  The  new  study  will  be 
concerned  particularly  with  courses  and  curricula  of  a 
semi-professional  and  cultural  character  designed  to  give 
this  increasing  body  of  young  people  greater  economic 
competence  and  civic  responsibility.  There  is  increasing 
evidence  that  existing  four-year  colleges  and  universities 
are  not  organized  adequately  to  meet  the  needs  of  a 
large  part  of  this  significant  group. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  exploratory  study  will  reveal 
the  need  and  the  opportunity  for  a  series  of  additional 
studies  and  experimental  investigations  and  demonstra- 
tions which  may  cover  several  years  of  continuous  effort. 
Immediate  responsibility  for  the  study  will  be  vested  in 
an  executive  committee  consisting  of  Rosco  C.  Ingalls, 
chairman,  Doak  S.  Campbell,  and  Byron  S.  Hollinshead. 
The  Director  of  the  study  will  be  Walter  Crosby  Eells, 
executive  secretary  of  the  American  Association  of  Ju- 
nior Colleges,  Washington,  D.C.

Beginnings  of  San  Francisco 

r\ETAILS  of  the  O'Farrell  Swing,  which  determined 
^  the  alignment  of  many  of  San  Francisco's  downtown 
streets,  including  Market,  have  been  brought  to  light  by 
the  University  of  California,  after  having  been  in  obscur- 
ity for  many  years.  The  O'Farrell  Swing  and  other  sur- 
veys, even  more  obscure,  were  the  bases  for  the  surveys 
drawn  up  in  the  '60's  on  which  present  day  surveyors  de- 
pend for  the  lining  out  of  streets,  parks,  schoolgrounds, 
playgrounds  and  other  public  land  developments  in  San 
Francisco. 

The  University's  studies  show  how  San  Franciico  grew 
from  a  single  street,  the  Calle  de  Fundacion,  laid  out  by 
William  Richardson  over  a  hundred  years  ago,  or  in 
October,  1835  to  be  exact,  to  the  plan  of  downtown  San 
Francisco  as  it  exists  today.  The  Alcalde's  map  of  the 
early  '40's  was  the  basis  of  a  number  of  grants,  but  the 
surveys  of  the  new  grants  erred.  The  50  and  100  vara 
lots  provided  for  were  not  properly  bounded,  so  the 
streets  did  not  run  at  right  angles. 

In  1847  Jasper  O'Farrell,  surveyor  and  land  developer, 
who  had  come  across  the  continent  four  years  earlier, 
was  named  to  make  the  necessary  correction.  This  he 
did,  using  the  same  starting  point  as  the  other  surveyors. 
In  the  O'Farrell  survey  or  O'Farrell  Swing,  as  it  is  call- 
ed, the  proper  alignments  were  made,  and  San  Francisco 
proceeded  to  follow  it.  One  lawsuit  followed,  but  the 
O'Farrell  Swing  became  the  leading  survey  until  super- 
seded by  the  survey  of  the  '60's,  which  still  stands. 

The  surveys  for  the  University  were  made  by  Dr.  J. 
H.  Bowman,  associated  with  Professor  George  W.  Hen- 
dry, assistant  professor  of  agronomy,  in  a  study  of  the 
old  adobes  in  the  nine  counties  bordering  on  San 
Francisco  Bay. 

Indoor  Lunches  Authorized

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Harvard  Scholarship  Awards 

LJARVARD  COLLEGE  at  Cambridge,  Massachusetts, 
'  '  will  offer  this  year  at  least  twenty-one  National 
Scholarships  with  maximum  stipends  of  $1,000  each  to 
entering  freshmen  from  schools  in  seventeen  states  in 
the  Middle  West,  South,  and  Far  West,  according  to  an- 
nouncement made  by  James  B.  Conant,  president  of  the 
college. 

The  National  Scholarships  are  prizes  to  be  competed 
for  by  all  students  whatever  their  financial  circumstances, 
Harvard  officials  explained.  Stipends  are  adjusted  indi- 
vidually, from  a  prize  of  $100  to  a  maximum  of  $1,000 
for  those  whose  families  cannot  pay  anything  for  their 
college  education.  Students  having  honor  records  in  their 
freshman  year  will  have  their  scholarships  continued  for 
their  three  upperclass  years.  Awards  are  made  on  the 
basis  of  school  records,  scholarship  examinations,  and 
character  references.  Applications  must  be  filed  at  Har- 
vard by  March  15  and  the  winners  will  be  announced 
in  June.  

Professional  Organizations 

The  Board  of  Education  at  its  meeting  September  14, 
1937,  adopted  the  following  rule: 
Rule  No.  74c:  Membership  in  Professional  Organizations: 

1.  Teachers  and  all  other  employees  of  the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation shall  have  complete  freedom  in  selecting  the 
professional  organizations  which  they  may  wish  to 
join,  without  coercion  of  any  kind  from  any  adminis- 
trative officer  or  other  school  employee. 

2.  Whatever  courtesies  are  extended  to  any  teacher  or- 
ganization in  the  schools  shall  be  fully  and  unreserv- 
edly extended  to  all  teacher  organizations. 

3.  The  use  of  any  coercion  or  pressure  by  any  principal 
or  other  administrative  officer  or  other  school  em- 
ployee to  influence  any  teacher  to  join  or  refrain  from 
joining  any  organization  shall  be  deemed  to  be  un- 
professional conduct. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  call  attention  to 
this  rule  at  the  beginning  of  each  school  term  by 
means  of  a  notice  in  the  Superintendent's  Bulletin. 


National  Competitive  Examination 

The  Fourteenth  National  Competitive  Examination  for 
High  Schools  conducted  by  the  League  of  Nations  Asso- 
ciation will  be  held  on  Friday,  April  12.  Students  from 
any  public  high  school  in  the  United  States,  who  are 
under  21  years  of  age  and  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
are  eligible  to  enter  the  competition.  The  best  two  pa- 
pers from  each  high  school,  to  be  selected  by  the  teacher 
in  charge,  will  be  forwarded  to  New  York  to  be  entered 
in  the  National  Contest.  The  high  schools  have  already 
been  notified  about  this  examination,  so  that  students 
will  have  adequate  time  for  preparation. 

This  year's  contest  will  be  based  upon  the  study  of 
three  pamphlets:  a  new  1939  edition  of  "Essential  Facts 
in  regard  to  the  League  of  Nations,  the  World  Court 
and  the  International  Labor  Organization,"  the  Covenant 
of  the  League,  and  "Building  the  New  World  Order,"  by 
Esther  Caukin  Brunauer.  Dr.  Brunauer's  pamphlet,  which 
has  been  reprinted  by  permission  of  the  American  Asso- 
ciation of  University  Women,  is  a  careful  study  in  sim- 
ple language  of  how  the  nations  may  organize  themselves 
for  peace. 

The  first  national  prize  will  again  be  a  trip  to  Europe, 
if  European  conditions  permit.  If  the  European  trip  is  im- 
possible, either  a  similar  trip  to  South  America  will  be 
substituted,  or  a  $500  scholarship  award  to  be  used  at 
whatever  college  or  university  the  winning  student  wishes 
to  attend.  Also,  several  important  colleges  offer  scholar- 
ships in  connection  with  the  contest.  Besides  these  na- 
tional awards,  the  Northern  California  Branch  of  the 
League  of  Nations  Association  is  offering  awards  for 
the  three  best  papers  submitted  in  this  area.

Indian  Ghost  Dance 


The  origin  and  development  of  the  Ghost  Dance 
among  the  California  Indians  back  in  1870,  whereby  they 
hoped  to  bring  death  and  destruction  on  the  invading 
whites  and  to  guarantee  the  blessings  of  heaven  to  every 
good  Indian,  is  described  in  detail  in  a  publication,  The 
1870  Ghost  Dance,  by  Dr.  Cora  Du  Bois,  former  grad- 
uate student  of  the  University  of  California.  The  study 
was  made  for  the  University's  department  of  anthrop- 
ology, and  was  issued  by  the  University  Press. 

The  study  shows  not  only  the  influence  of  the  whites 
on  the  Indians,  but,  for  some  of  the  tribes  at  least,  it 
shows  a  transition  in  the  worship  of  a  supreme  being. 
Before  the  dance  was  created  the  supreme  being  was  a 
vague  personage  for  these  tribes,  while  after  the  arrival 
of  the  dance  he  took  more  definite  form  and  was  often 
referred  to  as  God. 

According  to  the  author,  the  ghost  dance  showed  an 
attempt  of  the  Indians  to  reconcile  their  own  cultural 
beliefs  and  practices  with  the  enforced  demands  of  the 
white  cuture.  Springing  from  the  ghost  dance  were  the 
earth  lodge  cult  and  the  Bole-Maru  or  dream  dance;  these 
being  further  attempts  of  the  Indians  to  integrate  Euro- 
pean and  Indian  cultures.  These  cults  covered  most  of 
northern  California  and  a  portion  of  southern  Oregon 
and  western  Nevada.

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Camera  As  Aid  In  Reading  Tests 

Photographing  the  eye  movements  of  elementary 
school  pupils  as  an  aid  to  reading  has  been  given  a 
test  by  the  University  of  California  Department  of  Edu- 
cation with  interesting  results.  It  was  found  through 
these  tests  that  when  silent  readers  from  the  elementary 
grade  levels  try  to  keep  pace  with  the  oral  reading  of 
less  able  renders,  they  tend  to  employ  more  fixations  and 
longer  pauses  than  when  they  read  at  their  own  rates. 
Similarly  they  tend  to  pause  longer  and  more  often  and 
to  regress  more  frequently  when  they  follow  the  oral 
reading  of  poorer  readers  than  when  they  follow  the 
oral  reading  of  better  readers. 

On  the  ether  hand,  listening  to  oral  reading  of  better 
readers  may  or  may  not  decrease  the  number  of  fixations 
and  regressions  and  the  length  of  pauses.  Where  im- 
provement is  effected  it  appears  probable  that  the  super- 
iority of  the  oral  reader  is  marked. 

It  is  not  uncommon  to  penalize  a  child  who  loses  his 
place.  But  this,  according  to  the  university  test,  places  a 
premium  on  conformity  rather  than  efficiency  and  cools 
the  reading  interest. 

The  tests  were  conducted  by  Professor  L.  C.  Gilbert  of 
the  University  of  California  Department  of  Education.

The  Three  D's 


Tf/£  chief  editorial  writer  of  the  San  Francisco  Call- 
'  Bulletin,  in  the  issue  of  Wednesday,  January  31,  pre- 
sented a  timely  interesting  observation  on  the  address  of 
Hon.  C.  Harold  Caulfield  at  the  Monday  meeting  of 
Institute  in  War  Memorial  Opera  House.

Education   Chief's  Formula  Sound  Common  Sense; 
All  Can  Profit  By  It 

In  recommending  that  San  Francisco  teachers  pay  more 
attention  to  the  three  D's — diligence,  drill  and  discipline 
— Board  of  Education  President  Caulfield  has  hit  upon 
a  formula  that  might  well  be  adopted  by,  not  only  our 
schools  and  colleges,  but  all  of  us. 

Schools — and  the  teachers  who  conduct  them — have 
two  major  functions  to  perform:  the  instilling  of  sound 
habits  in,  and  the  imparting  of  useful  knowledge  to  their 
charges. 

Of  the  two,  the  former  is  by  far  the  more  important. 

Unless  a  child  learns  the  value  of  application  and  puts 
it  into  practice,  all  the  knowledge  in  the  world  will  be 
of  but  little  use  to  him,  while  that  lesson  once  learned 
makes  the  acquisition  of  knowledge  a  mere  detail. 

In    propounding    his    formula,    Mr.    Caulfield    merely 
took  another  way  of  saying  that  there  is  no  substitute  for 
work — a  fact  that  seems  to  strike  a  great  many  people  in 
the  world  today  as  being  both  harsh  and  cruel. 
Rome  Classic  Example 

Too  many  modern  boys  and  girls — and  their  elders, 
also — have  been  bitten  by  the  something-for-nothing  bug. 
They  seem  to  have  forgotten  that  this  country  was  won 
and  brought  to  its  present  glorious  accomplishment  by 
hard  work  and  by  nothing  else. 

Science  has  so  taken  the  load  off  modern  shoulders 
that  we  are  prone  to  become  indolent. 

It  is  an  unhappy,  but  indisputable  fact  that  as  a  na- 
tion waxes  rich  it  is  inclined  to  become  soft.

Once  the  proud  mistress  of  the  world,  the  imperial 
City  of  the  Seven  Hills  soon  crumbled  to  decay  when 
her  sons  became  more  interested  in  a  life  of  ease,  made 
possible  by  the  spoils  of  conquest,  than  in  hard  work. 

There  is  a  disquieting  similarity  between  the  United 
States  of  America  today  and  the  empire  of  the  Caesars 
just  before  its  fall. 

We  have  not  grown  rich  through  war  upon  our  neigh- 
bors, as  Rome  did,  but  we  have  become  wealthy  through 
the  conquests  of  science,  and  the  result  will  be  the  same, 
unless  we  snap  out  of  our  indolence.

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Objectives  of  Junior  College 

A  NEW  understanding  of  the  educational  objectives  of 
*»  San  Francisco  Junior  College  was  gained  from  a 
concise  summary  given  at  the  semi-annual  meeting  of 
Teachers'  Institute  held  at  War  Memorial  Opera  House 
on  last  Monday,  January  29,  by  five  members  of  the 
teaching  staff  of  the  college,  who,  presenting  their  sub- 
jects in  the  form  of  a  panel  discussion,  were  introduced 
as  a  group  by  Dr.  A.  J.  Cloud,  president. 

Lloyd  Luckmann,  instructor  in  jurisprudence,  discussed 
university  parallels  and  general  academic  courses  and 
pointed  out  that  recent  statistics  from  the  University  of 
California  show  an  equal  if  not  better  scholastic  record 
made  in  their  senior  years,  by  former  Junior  College 
students  over  those  whose  first  two  years  were  done  in 
the  University. 

"For  students  who  do  not  plan  to  enter  senior  colleges, 
and  whose  selection  of  a  vocation  is  not  yet  made,"  John 
E.  Ross,  professor  of  social  studies,  discussed  courses 
dealing  with  "problems  of  human  relations,  contemporary 
life  and  human  welfare." 

Citing  as  typical,  the  career  achievements  of  a  gradu- 
ate of  the  Hotel  and  Restaurant  Division  of  the  college, 
J.  Graham  Sullivan,  co-ordinator  of  vocational  curricula, 
told  the  story  of  a  boy,  who  graduating  two  years  ago 
from  the  vocation  course,  went  to  work  as  a  cook's  help- 
er in  the  commissary  department  of  United  Airlines  in 
Alameda,  and  by  steps  of  rapid  promotion  is  now  co- 
ordinator of  commissary  in  the  New  York  headquarters  of 
the  company.  "This  example  stresses  the  fact  that  our 
students  are  so  trained  that  they  are  able  to  move  for- 
ward to  upper  levels  after  getting  jobs,"  said  Mr.  Sulli- 
van, in  launching  into  outline  descriptions  of  a  wide 
variety  of  vocational  terminal  courses  offered  at  the 
Junior  College. 

F.  Grant  Marsh,  head  of  the  Business  Division,  pre- 
sented in  detail  many  types  of  training  offered  the  stu- 
dent who  desires  training  for  future  positions  in  office 
work. 

Closing  address  of  the  panel  was  made  by  Louis  E. 
Conlan,  head  of  the  department  of  physical  education, 
who  pointed  out  that  "increase  of  leisure  puts  added 
emphasis  on  the  needs  and  trends  of  physical  education." 
In  stirring  phrase  and  clarion  tone  Mr.  Conlan  reminded 
his  listeners  that  through  the  schools  "American  youth 
may  be  so  trained  that  the  only  great  mobilizations  of 
our  country  will  continue  to  be  those  of  the  football 
stadia,  on  Saturday  afternoons." 

Hon.  C.  Harold  Caulfield,  president  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  addressed  the  assembled  teachers  with  a  schol- 
arly topic  entitled  "An  Appraisal  of  Our  Schools." 

Superintendent  Joseph  P.  Nourse,  who  presided,  closed 
the  session  with  appreciative  acknowledgment  to  Dr. 
Cloud,  the  speakers,  and  to  participants  in  the  very  fine 
musical  program,  which  included  numbers  by  the  Balboa 
High  School  Band,  under  the  direction  of  Thayer  Kinkel, 
and  the  A  Cappella  Choir  of  Polytechnic  High  School, 
directed  by  Miss  Alma  Rother.

He  voiced  the  thoughts  of  a  people  growing  soft. 

Our  forbears — the  men  and  women  who  built  Ameri- 
ca— could  not  stand  to  lie  abed  after  the  sun  came  up. 
They  had  been  trained  all  their  lives  to  scorn  "such  lazi- 
ness." 

They  had  learned  well  their  lesson  by  diligence,  drill 
and  discipline  and  it  stood  them  in  good  stead. 

We,  too,  need  to  learn  that  lesson. 

It  is  encouraging  to  see  the  president  of  our  board  of 
education  giving  thought  to  the  precepts  of  our  fore- 
fathers, recommending  to  the  teachers  of  our  schools 
that  they  exert  a  little  more  energy  in  instilling  those 
sound,  character-building  habits  into  the  youth  of  our 
town. 

May  the  teachers  take  this  recommendation  into  the 
classroom  and  put  it  into  practice. 

And  may  all  of  us  take  it  to  ourselves,  also.

Credentials  Policy  Adopted 

The  State  Board  of  Education  on  December  9,  1939, 
passed  the  following  regulation  concerning  the  granting 
of  credentials: 

It  shall  be  the  policy  to  grant  an  original  creden- 
tial, a  new  credential,  subsequent  to  the  lapsing  of 
a  credential  previously  held,  or  to  renew  an  exist- 
ing credential  other  than  a  credential  authorizing 
service  in  special  day  and  evening  vocational  classes, 
only  when  the  applicant  has  within  the  preceding 
seven-year  period  completed  at  least  six  semester 
hours  of  collegiate  work  or  has,  during  the  same  pe- 
riod, been  engaged  in  educational  work  of  a  type 
which  has  acquainted  the  applicant  with  present- 
day  educational  practices.

XA/ITH  an  attractive  season  rate  for  children,  the  Golden 
""  Gate  International  Exposition  goes  into  its  second 
year,  with  a  special  appeal  to  educators  of  the  country. 

Jack  James,  director  of  promotion  for  the  1940  Fair, 
which  opens  on  May  25,  has  written  an  interesting  ac- 
count of  the  plans  in  the  January  issue  of  Sierra  Educa- 
tion News,  as  follows: 

"With  added  stress  on  the  beauties  of  Treasure  Island 
for  1940,  particularly  in  connection  with  the  famed  flower 
gardens  and  the  fairyland  illumination,  emphasis  is  also 
placed  on  exhibits  and  entertainment  features  of  an  in- 
structive nature,  according  to  the  closely-knit  organiza- 
tion now  working  at  top  speed  in  preparation  for  the 
opening  date — May  25. 

"Features  which  were  the  inspiration  for  hundreds 
upon  hundreds  of  school  tours  to  Treasure  Island  from 
points  throughout  the  nation  last  year  will  be  repeated 
on  a  larger  scale,  with  many  new  additions,  is  announc- 
ed by  William  W.  Monahan,  general  manager  of  the 
Exposition. 

"Since  the  closing  of  the  Exposition  last  season,  un- 
ceasing work  has  been  done  to  maintain  and  improve 
the  magnificent  gardens  which  attained  world  fame.  The 
general  decorative  scheme,  planned  for  1940,  will  add 
materially  to  the  beauty  of  the  magic  isle. 

"Plans  are  well  advanced  in  connection  with  the  illu- 
mination program,  bringing  into  play  entirely  new  and 
spectacular  effects  when  the  gates  open  on  May  25.

President 
Roosevelt,  strongly  urging  added  participation  from  the 
nations,  has  asked  Congress  for  ample  funds  with  which 
to  achieve  this  undertaking.  Major  O.  J.  Keating,  who 
ably  handled  the  foreign  participation  last  year,  is  rapidly 
rounding  out  the  plans  for  this  type  of  participation. 

"With  many  of  last  year's  exhibitors  planning  new 
and  enlarged  presentations,  newcomers  both  in  the  ex- 
hibit and  concession  departments  are  being  rapidly  added 
to  the  roster. 

"Outstanding  among  the  new  features  will  be  an  en- 
tirely new  Cavalcade.

Failure  to  make 
use  of  such  facilities  unnecessarily  increased  the  traffic 
hazards  of  San  Francisco's  streets.  An  earnest  effort 
should  be  made  to  use  these  tunnels  at  all  times. 


First  Man   In  Americas 

The  efforts  of  science  to  determine  the  antiquity  of 
man  in  the  New  World  are  meeting  with  numerous 
impediments,  but  new  evidence,  much  of  it  helpful,  is 
being  uncovered  periodically,  particularly  that  surround- 
ing recent  finds  in  Minnesota.  This  is  stated  in  a  paper 
by  Theodore  D.  McCown,  instructor  in  anthropology  in 
the  University  of  California,  presented  at  the  recent 
meeting  of  the  American  Anthropological  Association  in 
Chicago. 

There  seems  to  be  some  difficulty  in  reaching  a  definite 
conclusion  as  to  the  actual  age  of  the  Minnesota  Man 
so-called,  McCown  said.  There  is  also  some  evidence  that 
this  Minnesota  Man,  which  has  received  considerable  at- 
tention, is  just  another  Sioux  female. 

Two  other  skulls  and  skeletons  found  in  association 
with  glacial  gravels  in  Minnesota,  are  worthy  of  atten- 
tion, he  said.  The  first  of  these,  from  Browns  Valley,  rep- 
resents a  burial  dug  info  gravel  attributed  to  the  Tintah 
stage  of  glacial  Lake  Agassiz,  and  which  one  authority 
believes  to  be  between  8,000  and  12,000  years. 

Another  specimen  from  the  Sauk  Valley  of  Minnesota 
has  also  attracted  wide  attention,  but  McCown  holds  it 
to  be  less  satisfactory  from  the  standpoint  of  antiquity 
than  the  Browns  Valley  skeleton.  It  is  believed  to  be  in- 
termediate between  those  of  the  Browns  Valley  man  and 
the  young  female  from  glacial  Lake  Pelican.

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Annual  Report  of  Mayor  Rossi  Reviews  Educational  Progress* 


THE  past  year  in  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools  has 
'  witnessed  a  realization  of  the  major  public  school 
building  program,  increased  recognition  on  the  part  of 
school  authorities  in  vocational  training  and  the  granting 
of  salary  increments  to  veteran  teachers  in  the  higher 
brackets  of  the  salary  schedule,  as  recommended  by  the 
Citizens'  Committee  in  1930.  The  substantial  accomplish- 
ments made  in  the  field  of  education  have  been  made 
possible  by  the  harmonious  effective  school  administra- 
tion under  Superintendent  Joseph  P.  Nourse,  which  ad- 
ministration has  inspired  public  confidence  and  support 
so  necessary  to  successful  operation  of  any  far-flung  en- 
terprise, such  as  public  education. 

With  the  coming  of  the  Fall  1940  school  term,  San 
Francisco  will  open  the  doors  of  the  first  permanent 
buildings  of  the  San  Francisco  Junior  College  at  Balboa 
Park — a  science  building  of  reinforced  concrete  stretching 
490  feet  north  and  south  facing  Phelan  Avenue,  an  aver- 
age of  112  feet  wide  and  three  stories  high.  The  build- 
ing has  three  large  wings  to  the  east  facing  towards  San 
Jose  Avenue.  In  addition  to  the  main  building  separate 
modern  gymnasiums  for  men  and  women  students  are 
in  course  of  construction  on  the  west  end  of  the  47,- 
acre  site.  The  three  buildings  represent  an  investment  of 
$1,744,311.  Actually,  these  buildings  are  self-liquidating, 
in  that  their  original  cost  is  refunded  annually  in  savings 
to  two  thousand  parents  who  are  spared  the  expense  of 
sending  their  young  people  away  from  home  during  the 
first  two  years  of  their  college  careers. 

The  San  Francisco  Junior  College,  founded  in  1935,  is 
now  temporarily  housed  in  19  different  locations.  It  is 
the  forty-first  institution  of  like  grade  to  be  established  in 
the  State  of  California,  which  in  recent  years  has  recog- 
nized its  obligation  to  go  beyond  the  compulsory  high 
school  level  of  training  into  the  fields  of  collegiate  grade. 
The  courses  in  the  Junior  College,  organized  by  President 
A.  J.  Cloud,  have  a  twofold  purpose — to  train  young 
men  and  women  for  employment  in  profitable  pursuits 
in  the  workaday  world,  and  to  prepare  students  to  suc- 
cessfully complete  the  third  and  fourth  years  of  work 
offered  by  the  University  of  California  and  other  insti- 
tutions of  like  collegiate  grade.  An  outstanding  example 
of  the  successful  terminal  courses  offered  by  the  Junior 
College  is  that  of  the  Hotel  and  Restaurant  Manage- 
ment Division,  every  graduate  of  which  is  now  employed 
in  some  hotel  or  restaurant  industry.  Prior  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Junior  College  in  1935  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, our  young  people  seeking  this  type  of  public 
education  went  to  schools  in  Marin,  San  Mateo  and 
other  California  counties.  In  addition  to  the  personal 
costs  borne  by  the  family  of  each  student,  the  general 
tuition  costs  amounting  in  excess  of  $100,000  each 
year  were  charged  back  to  the  County  of  San  Francisco 
in  the  case  of  non-resident  students. 

Popularity  of  the  Junior  College  among  our  citizens, 
as  evidenced  by  the  large  registrations  in  the  first  five 
years  of  its  existence,  is  a  definite  mandate  to  complete 
all  units  of  the  college  at  Balboa  Park  at  the  earliest 
possible  date.  The  most  urgent  construction  next  needed 
will  be  the  erection  of  the  classroom  buildings  which 
will  adjoin  the  present  science  building. 

The  Junior  College  buildings  now  under  construction 
are  part  of  the  eight  million  dollar  general  building 
program  of  the  school  department,  five  and  a  half 
million  of  which  is  represented  by  buildings  now  under 
construction.  The  present  building  fund  in  excess  of 
five  million  dollars  is  made  up  of  $1,540,000  represent- 
ing 55  per  cent  of  the  bond  issue  of  $2,800,000  voted 
in"  1938.  The  balance  of  $1,335,000  is  revenue  from 
short  term  bonds.  In  addition  there  was  appropriated 
from  tax  funds  $1,362,000  which  the  federal  govern- 
ment matched  with  a  45  per  cent  contribution  making 
approximately  $2,448,000  available  to  the  total  fund. 

Practically  every  section  of  this  city  has  benefited  from 
improved  public  school  facilities  during  the  past  year. 
Most  important  of  these  improvements,  apart  from  the 


new  Junior  College,  is  the  new  Abraham  Lincoln 
Senior  High  School  located  between  22nd  and  24th 
Avenues,  Quintara  and  Santiago  Streets,  now  in  the 
course  of  construction.  Completion  of  the  Abraham 
Lincoln  High  School,  the  ninth  public  senior  high  school 
in  San  Francisco,  will  satisfy  the  long  felt  want  for  sec- 
ondary school  facilities  in  the  outer  Parkside  and  Sunset 
areas.  Specifically,  it  will  terminate  the  practice  of 
students  traveling  long  distances  to  reach  Balboa  or 
Polytechnic  High  Schools.  In  the  outer  Mission  area  a 
new  junior  high  school,  the  James  Denman,  located  be- 
tween Onondaga  and  Oneida,  Otsego  and  Delano  Ave- 
nues, is  being  erected  adjoining  the  Balboa  High  School 
at  Onondaga  and  Cayuga  Avenues,  which  has  been  in 
use  since  1927.  Both  these  new  schools  will  be  ready 
for  occupancy  for  the  Fall  1940  term. 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  attend  the  dedication  of  the 
auditorium  unit  which  completed  the  new  Lawton  Ele- 
mentary School  at  30th  Avenue  and  Lawton  Streets.  This 
school  is  one  of  the  most  modern  in  the  United  States 
and  replaced  portable  wooden  buildings  which  are  fast 
disappearing  from  the  school  scene.  Residents  of  the 
Visitacion  Valley  district  now  possess  a  completely  new 
modern  fireproof  school  at  Visitacion  Avenue  and 
Schwerin  Street  as  a  result  of  the  occupancy  of  the  new 
kindergarten  unit  of  the  school  which  was  opened  in 
October  1939.  The  Portola  Junior  High  School  on 
Girard  Street  between  Bacon  and  Brussells  Streets,  has 
also  been  improved  by  the  erection  of  an  auditorium 
addition  to  the  building.  Within  a  few  weeks  the  new 
auditorium  addition  will  be  finished  at  Bay  and  Fill- 
more Streets,  completing  that  school  plant.  In  the  outer 
Richmond  district  workmen  have  completed  a  new 
gymnasium  and  athletic  field  addition  to  the  modern 
George  Washington  senior  high  school  located  at  32nd 
Avenue  at  Anza  Street.  In  the  course  of  construction 
now  is  the  new  George  Washington  auditorium  which 
will  complete  the  building. 

In  the  outer  Sunset  district,  the  Francis  Scott  Key 
Elementary  School  kindergarten  unit  is  now  ready  for 
occupancy,  and  the  new  modern  auditorium  will  be 
occupied  this  month. 

At  Lowell  High  School,  Hayes  Street  and  Masonic 
Avenue,  work  is  under  way  on  a  gymnasium  building 
for  girls  which  will  be  completed  and  ready  for  occu- 
pancy during  the  Fall  1940  term.  Previously  a  boys' 
gymnasium  addition  was  completed  as  an  addition  to 
the  main  school  plant.  Another  of  the  older  high  schools 
— Mission  High,  at  18th  and  Dolores  Streets,  boasts  an 
important  addition  to  its  plant — an  athletic  field  on  pro- 
perty to  the  north  of  the  school  _building.  At  Horace 
Mann  Junior  High  School,  23rd  and  Valencia  Streets, 
the  school  plant  is  being  modernized  by  the  erection  of 
a  combination  gymnasium  and  cafeteria. 

A  growing  concern  has  been  evidenced  by  our  school 
authorities  over  the  vocational  problems  involved  in 
present  day  education.  Superintendent  Nourse  recently 
returned  from  a  survey  of  schools  in  all  parts  of  the 
United  States.  His  report  on  this  subject  shows  that, 
even  with  recent  improvements  in  trade  and  vocational 
education,  San  Francisco  is  far  from  meeting  the  de- 
mands of  present  day  youth  in  trade  and  industrial  train- 
ing. True,  we  have  been  operating  for  the  past  three 
years  a  new  trades  school — the  Samuel  Gompers,  and  a 
second  wing  is  now  being  added  to  this  building  at  22nd 
and  Bartlett  Streets.  This  is  a  step  in  the  right  direc- 
tion, as  witness  the  endorsement  this  training  has  re- 
ceived by  both  employer  and  organized  employee  groups. 

After  a  study  lasting  more  than  a  year,  the  Board  of 
Education  voted  last  May  to  permit  veteran  teachers  to 
advance  beyond  the  previously  fixed  maximums,  as 
recommended  in  1930  by  the  Citizens'  Committee  for  the 
Study  of  Teachers'  Salaries.  Approximately  1425  teachers 
were  effected  by  this  upward  revision  of  salary  schedule.

In  estimating  maximum  salaries  for  school  teachers,  it 
should  be  remembered  that  the  entrance  salary  at  the 
elementary  level  is  $1500  annually,  and  the  maximum 
salary  is  not  attained  for  15  years.  When  we  consider 
that  the  annual  salary  increments  were  inoperative  for 
many  years,  the  average  salary  of  many  teachers  over 
the  15  year  period  is  less  than  that  of  the  janitor  in  the 
same  school  building. 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  renominate  Philip  Lee  Bush 
for  a  third  term  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, beginning  in  January  of  this  year.  The  overwhelm- 
ing approval  given  to  this  nomination  by  the  citizens  at 
the  election  in  November  indicates  that  they  are  keenly 
appreciative  of  the  effective  service  rendered  by  him,  in 
common  with  the  other  valued  members.

Outdoor  Girl  Competition 

AGAIN  this  year  the  selection  of  San  Francisco's  can- 
didate for  California's  Outstanding  Outdoor  High 
School  Girl  at  the  Salinas  Rodeo  will  be  under  the  spon- 
sorship of  both  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
and  the  San  Francisco  School  Department. 

Girls  in  any  of  the  high  schools  desiring  to  participate 
should  get  in  touch  with  the  riding  class  instructor  in 
their  school  who  has  an  entry  form  to  be  filled  out.  To 
be  eligible,  entrants  must  be  under  20  years  of  age  and 
have  been  riding  at  least  since  August  1939. 

Selection  of  tbe  candidate  from  each  school  will  be  de- 
cided by  a  committee  composed  of  Ray  Daugherty,  direc- 
tor of  physical  education,  the  school  principal,  and  the 
school's  riding  class  instructor.  Grades  for  the  periods 
ending  January  29  and  March  15  are  to  be  considered. 
School  selections  will  probably  be  made  during  the  week 
of  April  15.  Those  girls  not  members  of  the  school  rid- 
ing class  should  make  arrangements  with  the  riding  class 
instructor  at  a  time  convenient  to  her  so  that  she  may  ob- 
serve their  riding  ability.  It  should  be  noted  that  in  the 
finals,  judgment  is  made  on  Western  rather  than  English 
style  of  riding.  The  San  Francisco  finals  will  be  held 
approximately  June  1. 

The  girl  selected  as  San  Francisco's  contestant  is  given 
a  complete  Western  costume  through  the  courtesy  of  va- 
rious San  Francisco  business  establishments  in  cooperation 
with  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  The  girl  receiving  State- 
wide honors  has  her  choice  of  either  a  year's  schooling 
at  Salinas  Junior  College  or  an  all-expense-paid  trip  for 
herself  and  guardian  through  Glacier  National  Park.

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"Magic  Isle"  Tradition  to  be  Retained  by  1940  Exposition 

THE    1940  World's   Fair   on   Treasure   Island   will   be  J 

done  in  an  entirely  new  dress,  from  lights  to  colors, 
from  flags  to  floraculture,  according  to  present  plans  of 
the  Exposition  Management. 

Discussing  this  phase  of  preparation  for  the  opening 
day  on  Saturday,  May  25,  Thomas  Ayres,  youth  commis- 
sioner at  the  Exposition  said: 

"The  one  outstanding  impression  carried  away  by  the 
more  than  ten  million  visitors  to  the  1939  Exposition 
was  that  Treasure  Island,  with  its  acres  of  breath-takingly 
beautiful  gardens  and  the  fairy-land  illumination  of  the 
night,  was  truly  a  'Magic  Isle'. 

"It  will  be  a  long  time  before  we  forget  the  thrill  of 
walking  down  the  courts  and  through  the  gardens  in  the 
earlv  morning. 

"And  now  again,  in  1940,  the  Exposition  is  to  carry 
on  the  tradition  of  a  'Magic  Isle.'  The  dazzling  flower 
plantings  and  the  glowing  illumination  of  the  night  will 
symbolize  the  lasting  spirit  of  the  Exposition. 

"Already  an  army  of  gardeners  is  busy  preparing  Trea- 
sure Island  for  the  Opening  Day  on  May  25.  Of  course, 
the  work  of  caring  for  the  lawns  and  shrubs  and  trees 
has  gone  on  ceaselessly  during  the  winter  and  the  grounds 
have  the  appearance  of  a  well  tended  park.  But  now  the 
beds  are  being  prepared  and  the  plants  set  out. 

"Selection  of  the  plants  and  flowers  is  governed  by 
color  to  blend  with  the  decorative  scheme  of  the  Exposi- 
tion as  a  whole.  The  twenty-five  acre  'Magic  Carpet'  of 
Mesembryanthemum  will  again  display  its  beauty  along 
the  western  edge  of  the  Island  where  its  hardy  nature 
will  withstand  the  exposure  to  wind  and  spray. 

"Around  the  Tower  of  the  Sun  there  will  be  banks  of 
magnolias,  Shasta  Daisies  and  Sweet  William.  In  the 
Court  of  Reflections  red  and  mixed  ranunculus,  Califor- 
nia poppies  and  red  geraniums  will  glow  in  the  sun.  The 
Court  of  the  Seven  Seas  will  feature  mixed  Dahlias  and 
Orange  Godetia  on  opening  day,  with  mixed  Begonias 
taking  their  place  later  in  the  season. 

"The  Court  of  Pacifica  with  its  many  statues  and  cen- 
tral pool  will  bloom  in  the  varied  combinations  of  mixed 
phlox,  orange  King  calendula,  purple  stock  and  blue 
petunia.  In  other  courts  will  be  found  calla  lillies,  red. 
snap-dragons  and  gold  pansies. 

"This  year  one  of  the  outstanding  flower  displays  will 
be  during  August  and  September  when  great  massed 
banks  of  chrysanthemums  will  bloom  on  the  north  side 
of  the  Aviation  Building. 

"All  this  is  but  a  scant  idea  of  the  plans  developed 
under  the  direction  of  Elmer  C.  Gould,  exposition  direc- 
tor of  horticulture.  With  nearly  a  hundred  acres  given 
over  to  lawns  and  flowers,  the  task  of  planning,  planting 
and  caring  for  this  vast  garden  is  one  of  the  major  jobs 
of  the  entire  Exposition. 

"Of  equal  importance  is  the  lighting  that  transforms 
Treasure  Island  at  night.  Contracts  have  already  been 
signed  with  the  General  Electric  Company  for  the  com- 
plete rebuilding  of  the  lighting  system.  Details  have  not 
yet  been  released,  but  preliminary  plans  call  for  some- 
what brighter  colors  throughout,  while  at  the  same  time 
retaining  the  beauty  of  the  indirect  glow.

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American  Citizenship  Week 

A  state-wide,  and  probably  a  nationwide,  Citizenship 
Week  will  be  held  during  the  week  of  April  28 
through  May  4.  This  week  includes  May  Day.  It  is  ap- 
propriate that  Americans  in  dramatizing  their  democratic 
liberties  and  their  patriotic  devotion  to  the  United  States 
should  use  this  period  as  a  demonstration  that  they  will 
have  none  of  the  assorted  anti-democratic  isms  which 
are  rampant  in  the  world  today. 

A  Citizens'  Committee  proposes  during  American  Citi- 
zenship Week  attention  should  center  upon  the  benefits 
which  Americans  enjoy  under  our  political  and  social 
institutions.  Outstanding  among  these  benefits  are:  free- 
dom of  the  press,  trial  by  jury,  democratic  government, 
freedom  of  speech  and  assembly,  free  education,  universal 
suffrage,  and  religious  liberty. 

San  Francisco,  through  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  has 
created  a  special  Citizens'  Committee  to  plan  a  local  pro- 
gram as  part  of  Citizenship  Week.  A  number  of  specific 
activities  are  being  arranged  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee.

Tenure  Under  Fire 

TEACHER  tenure  as  a  national  institution  is  under  fire. 
'  The  attack  is  not  isolated  in  any  one  city  or  state,  but 
at  the  moment,  New  York  City  and  San  Francisco  seem  to 
be  the  centers  of  discussion. 

In  New  York  City,  Dr.  Emil  Altmann,  chief  medical 
examiner  for  the  Public  Schools  has  been  complaining 
publicly  of  the  difficulty  under  New  York  state  law  of 
dismissing  teachers  who  he  says  are  mentally  incompe- 
tent to  teach.  Dr.  Altmann  will  be  remembered  for  his 
sensational  statement  of  several  years  ago  in  which  he  said 
1500  of  36,000  teachers  in  the  New  York  School  System 
were  mentally  unbalanced  and  should  retire.  Several  weeks 
later  he  retracted  the  statement.* 

In  San  Francisco  last  week,  the  California  League  of 
Women  Voters  announced  publicly  the  findings  of  its 
education  committee  which  has  concluded  a  study  of 
tenure  in  California.  While  the  full  report  has  not  been 
disseminated  to  interested  persons,  its  first  conclusion  as 
announced  is: 

"That  provisions  of  the  present  teacher  tenure  law 
are  drafted  primarily  in  terms  of  job  security  for  teachers 
rather  than  in  those  that  secure  to  the  schools  the  services 
of  satisfactory  teachers."  It  is  further  advocated  that  "ten- 
ure legislation  should  be  enacted  with  view  to  the  interest 
of  the  children  and  not  solely  as  affording  security  of  em- 
ployment to  teachers  and  that  such  legislation  should 
provide  for  the  elimination  of  the  unfit  as  well  as  to  se- 
cure continuation  of  the  services  of  the  fit." 

The  Center  committee  also  announced  that  its  findings 
were  the  result  of  a  study  made  with  the  education  com- 
mittee of  the  Berkeley  Unit  of  the  League  of  Women 
Voters  and  Dr.  Frank  Hart,  of  the  education  department 
of  the  University  of  California. 

Dr.  Hart,  who  has  made  a  close  study  of  the  present 
tenure  law  will  appear  before  the  third  dinner-meeting  of 
the  Public  Education  Society  on  Tuesday  evening,  April 
9,  to  discuss  "Tenure — Its  Meaning  and  Purpose."  Dr. 
Hart  may  bring  forth  that  evening  specific  changes  which 
he  intends  to  propose  in  the  tenure  law.  Sharing  the  pro- 
gram will  be  Roy  W.  Cloud,  executive  secretary  of  the 
California  Teachers'  Association. 

Dismissal  procedure  of  the  present  tenure  law,  enacted 
in  1935,  is  at  present  under  attack  as  unconstitutional  in 
a  San  Francisco  case  before  the  State  Supreme  Court,  ac- 
cording to  Irving  G.  Breyer,  administrative  adviser  of  the 
San  Francisco  Board  of  Education.

F"\R.  Robert  Gordon  Sproul,  president  of  the  University 
'"'of  California,  in  a  recent  statement  stressed  the  edu- 
cational importance  of  the  coming  second  season  of  the 
Exposition.

Recognizing  the  heavy  responsibility  of  making  this 
unique  living  text  book  available  to  the  greatest  possible 
number  of  children,  the  Exposition  Management  has  an- 
nounced three  projects  designed  to  assist  teachers  in 
using  Treasure  Island  to  the  best  advantage  for  school 
tours  and  class  visits. 

First,  in  order  that  the  teacher  who  is  planning  to 
bring  her  class  to  the  Fair  Grounds  will  have  some 
idea  of  the  new  things  that  are  to  be  seen  and  the  new 
exhibits  that  are  to  be  studied,  a  series  of  "Teacher  Pre- 
Vues"  is  being  arranged.

oi  other  responsible  adults  will  be  acceptable  on  the  same 
basis  as  teachers  in  the  conduct  of  school  tours  when 
arranged  by  the  principal  of  the  school. 

The  third  plan  proposed  by  the  Exposition  is  the 
preparation  of  a  comprehensive  correlation  of  the  1940 
exhibits  and  features  with  the  courses  of  study  in  use 
in  California.  This  is  to  be  prepared  with  the  expert 
assistance  of  teachers  and  will  take  the  form  of  sug- 
gested routes  through  the  Fairgrounds.  Each  of  the  sev- 
eral routes  will  correlate  with  some  form  of  class  work 
or  approved  extra-curricular  activity,  and  will  include  a 
proposed  map  showing  the  locations  of  the  exhibits  within 
the  subject  range  covered.  The  routes  will  be  timed  to 
bring  the  classes  to  the  several  special  demonstrations 
just  in  time  for  the  next  "show." 

These  tour  routes  will  be  available  before  the  open- 
ing day  of  the  Exposition  and  will  include  sufficient 
descriptive  material  so  that  the  class  can  be  prepared 
for  the  exhibits  to  be  studied  during  their  day  at  the 
Fair.

Gold  Rush  Ballads 

THE  Works  Progress  Administration  is  to  be  congratu- 
lated for  a  recent  edition  entitled  "Gold  Rush  Bal- 
lads" compiled  by  the  "History  of  Music  Project,"  under 
direction  of  Cornel  Lengyel.  The  publication  contains  64 
mimeographed  pages  and  is  worthy  of  a  more  lasting 
finish.  For  it  is  more  than  a  collection  of  old  ballads;  it 
contains  a  classification  of  the  songs  in  six  different 
moods  including  "Songs  of  Locomotion,"  "Workmen 
Chanteys"  and  "Days  of  '49".  Co-operating  in  the  ar- 
rangement were  Charles  M.  Dennis,  director  of  music, 
Miss  Bertha  E.  Roberts,  deputy  superintendent  of  schools, 
Miss  Mary  C.  McCarthy  and  Miss  Margaret  Holland. 

In  an  interesting  note  of  introduction  Mr.  Lengyel 
writes  in  part: 

Ballads  are  the  everyday  poems  of  simple  people.  They 
are  songs  invented  by  cowboys,  miners,  farmers,  stage 
drivers.  Sometimes  they  tell  small  tales  of  adventure. 
Sometimes  they  simply  express  in  easy  rhyme  and  rhythm 
common  hopes  and  dreams.  Often  they  are  made  up  by 
men  at  work  or  after  the  day's  labor  resting  by  camp  fire 
or  cabin  stove. 

Today,  there  is  little  real  ballad-making  going  on  in 
America  except  in  the  more  primitive  parts  —  in  the 
Ozarks,  in  Arkansas,  among  the  Kentucky  mountain  folk 
and  in  Oklahoma. 

People  who  live  in  big  cities  and  work  in  shops,  fac- 
tories, offices,  do  not  make  up  ballads  in  their  spare 
time.  They  have  other  amusements.  Yet,  at  heart,  they 
still  like  ballads — in  one  form  or  another.  That's  why 
many  listen  to  the  manufactured  songs  on  the  radio. 
That's  why  song  sheets,  ballads  of  hoboes  and  hill-billies, 
are  still  sold  in  the  street. 

When  the  news  spread  in  1848  that  gold  was  found  in 
California,  thousands  and  thousands  of  adventurers  from 
the  East  began  to  trek  to  the  land  of  El  Dorado  where 
they  thought  they  could  pick  gold  nuggets  off  the  ground 
and  become  rich  quickly. 

Then  there  were  no  streamlined  trains,  no  autos  or  air- 
planes, There  were  hardly  any  wagon  roads.  The  gold 
hunters  came  on  foot,  by  horse,  or  in  covered  wagons 
drawn  by  mules  across  plains,  deserts,  plateaus,  moun- 
tains— a  rough  adventurous  trip  of  3000  miles.  They 
also  came  by  water  in  three-masted  sail  ships,  rounding 
Cape  Horn  and  all  South  America.  All  the  different 
kinds  of  people  who  came  to  San  Francisco  at  this  time 
— the  workmen,  miners,  gamblers  and  vagabonds — quick- 
ly turned  the  tiny  Spanish-Indian  Village,  Yerba  Buena, 
into  a  rough-and-tumble  mining  town. 

On  their  way  out  West,  they  made  up  ballads  about 
the  trip.  When  they  found  themselves  in  the  hard  moun- 
tains around  Grass  Valley  and  Sacramento,  they  made  up 
ballads  about  prospecting  for  gold — its  discomforts  and 
disappointments.  Others — men  who  did  not  go  to  the 
diggings  or  who  left  it  to  work  in  town — the  stage- 
drivers,  firemen  and  other  folk — also  told  in  song  what 
happened  to  them.  In  a  few  years  a  number  of  ballads, 
chanteys,  folk  songs  appeared  in  this  way  in  California 
and  were  widely  sung.  It  was  the  golden  age  of  Ameri- 
can balladry,  a  time  when  one  of  the  few  real  folk  arts 
flowered  in  the  West. 

The  gold  rush  ballads  in  this  small  collection  are 
among  the  most  interesting  examples  in  the  whole  field. 
They  tell  how  the  simple  folk  who  came  here  about  a 
hundred  years  ago  in  the  hope  of  finding  wealth  and  a 
way  to  a  better  life,  felt,  lived,  dreamed,  despaired, 
worked  and  enjoyed  themselves.

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Verdict  of  the  Listeners 

ON  the  closing  night  of  the  annual  convention  of  the 
American  Association  of  School  Administrators,  the 
wires  of  Western  Union  and  other  telegraph  agencies 
converging  into  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  were  flooded  with 
congratulatory  messages  directed  to  the  President  of  the 
San  Francisco  Board  of  Education,  C.  Harold  Caulfield, 
on  the  results  of  his  inspiring  radio  debate  "Should 
Controversial  Questions  be  Discussed  in  Schools." 

The  affirmatives  were  Dr.  John  W.  Studebaker, 
United  States  Commissioner  of  Education,  and  Dr.  Alice 
V.  Keliher,  of  New  York  University.  Dr.  Keliher  was 
an  added  starter,  described  in  one  telegram  as  "a  wo- 
man whose  questions  seemed  to  be  inspired  by  a  particu- 
larly opposing  viewpoint." 

Gratifying  as  were  all  the  messages  which  came  from 
the  west,  some  of  the  strongest  expressions  of  com- 
mendation came  from  school  men  and  women  in  eastern 
states. 

The  principal  of  the  Peekskill  Senior  High  School  at 
New  York  sent  the  following  message  to  President  Caul- 
field:  "It  was  refreshing  last  night  to  hear  someone  in 
authority  urge  school  administrators  to  put  first  things 
first  in  the  conduct  of  schools.  There  has  been  so  much 
drawn  from  the  college  level  and  imposed  on  the  second- 
ary and  elementary  schools  that  foundations  and  back- 
grounds are  being  lost  sight  of,  e.g.  grade  children  are 
doing  'research'  (!)  on  problems  of  government  and 
economics  suitable  for  university  fellows  when  they  can- 
not read  simple  matter  intelligently,  largely  because  they 
have  meagre  vocabularies.  Remedial  reading  in  colleges, 
not  to  mention  high  schools,  spelling,  legible  hand- 
writing and  accurate  arithmetic  are  considered  of  little 
or  no  importance  in  comparison  with  'discussion',  stu- 
dent forums,  and  the  like." 

From  Albert  Reedy,  of  Monrovia,  California: — "With 
no  attempt  at  flattery  or  being  unduly  complimentary,  I 
want  to  congratulate  you  on  the  excellent  presentation  of 
your  argument;  a  thorough  command  of  your  subject 
and  your  quick  and  effective  answers  to  all  the  ques- 
tions. I  thought  your  talk  last  night  ranked  very  high  up 
among  those  given  on  difficult  public  questions  by 
leaders  of  thought  from  all  parts  of  the  country." 

From  Jane  Dixon  Rice,  Chicago,  Illinois: — "May  I 
thank  you  for  the  clear,  concise  presentation  you  gave 
tonight  on  'America's  Town  Meeting  of  the  Air'  on  the 
subject  of  'Controversial  Discussions  in  the  Classroom.' 
To  my  mind  an  immature  intellect  cannot  grasp  the  full 
import  of  the  problems  confronting  us  today,  and  to 
argue  would  profit  very  little,  if  at  all.  Students  do 
need  good  backgrounds  carefully  and  painstakingly  filled 
in,.. the  foundations  able  to  stand  the  shocks  and  strains 
and  sagging  weight  as  the  upper  stories  are  added.  It  is 
impossible  to  have  controversial  discussions  in  the  class- 
room and  to  go  into  them  thoroughly  and  at  the  same 
time  have  Latin  and  algebra,  physics  and  biology,  history 
and  English,  to  name  a  few.  It  smacks  of  looking  in  the 
back  of  the  book  for  the  answers  without  first  doing 
the  problem.  All  I  have  to  say,  Dr.  Caulfield,  is,  'more 
power  to  you',  and  I  mean  it."

"Lest  We  Forget"  New  Radio  Series 

"Lest  We  Forget,"  a  series  of  20  dramatic  episodes 
in  American  history  from  Colonial  times  down  to  the 
present  day,  is  being  aired  over  Station  KSAN  Mondays 
through  Fridays,  at  1:30  o'clock,  beginning  tomorrow 
afternoon,  Tuesday,  March  12.  The  first  episode  is  en- 
titled "Pennsylvania  and  Maryland." 

These  dramatic  sketches,  based  on  the  record  of 
American  history,  deal  with  the  fight  to  attain  and  then 
to  retain  the  four  fundamental  American  freedoms;  free- 
dom of  press  and  speech,  freedom  of  religion,  and  free- 
dom of  assembly.

Centennial  of  Dentistry 

IN  commemoration  of  100  years  of  American  dentistry, 
■March  11  to  17  will  be  observed  as  Dental  Health 
Week  throughout  the  country.  We  should  indeed  be 
grateful  to  this  profession  for  its  contribution  to  the 
science  and  health  of  the  nation.  It  was  Doctors  Horace 
Wells  of  Hartford  (1844)  and  William  T.  G.  Morton 
of  Boston  (1846)  who  discovered  and  demonstrated  for 
the  first  time  the  use  of  nitrous  oxide  and  ether  as 
general  anesthetics.  With  the  alleviation  of  pain,  the 
field  of  modern  surgery  has  developed,  and  the  saving 
of  thousands  of  doomed  people,  to  a  happier  and  health- 
ier life,  has  been  the  result.  These  two  dentists  have  been 
rightfully  placed  among  the  immortals. 

This  is  indeed  a  timely  occasion  for  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Schools  to  stress  the  part  Dental  Health  plays  in 
the  program  of  personal  hygiene,  future  health  and 
success  of  our  children.

NEXT  event  scheduled  in  the  series  of  dinner-meetings 
by  the  Public  Education  Society  will  take  place  to- 
morrow, Tuesday  evening,  March  26,  at  6:30  o'clock, 
at  the  Women's  City  Club,  465  Post  Street,  the  subject 
for  discussion  being  "The  Place  of  Boards  of  Education 
and  School  Systems  in  the  Community."  Speakers  will  be 
Dr.  John  C.  Almack  of  Stanford  University,  and  Hon. 
C.  Harold  Caulfield,  president,  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Education. 

The  proverbial  "Three  R's"  still  hold  place  among  the 
fundamentals  of  education,  according  to  Dr.  Frank  N. 
Freeman,  dean  of  the  School  of  Education  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  California. 

Speaking  before  the  members  of  the  Public  Education 
Society  of  San  Francisco  on  Tuesday  night,  March  12, 
Dr.  Freeman  named  also  some  modern  trends  in  funda- 
mentals, which  he  believes,  include  health  training,  prep- 
aration for  citizenship,  vocational  training  and  an  under- 
standing of  the  basic  principles  of  human  relationships. 

"Education  trends  follow  closely  the  development  of 
economic  and  social  trends,"  said  Dr.  Freeman,  "and 
therefore  the  present  general  direction   of  education   is 


toward  a  greater  individual  freedom."  Dr.  Freeman  be- 
lieves, however,  that  "introduction  of  controversial  sub- 
jects may  only  follow  basic  studies  of  human  problems." 

Dr.  Freeman,  whose  subject  was  announced  as  "New 
Ideas  in  Education,"  was  introduced  by  Lloyd  H.  Berend- 
sen, chairman  of  the  first  of  a  series  of  dinner-meetings 
arranged  by  the  Public  Education  Society. 

Superintendent  Nourse  then  discussed  "New  Ideas  in 
Education,  as  They  Appear  in  San  Francisco  Schools." 

Stressing  as  his  theme  that  the  first  concern  of  local 
school  administrators  is  the  welfare  of  the  children,  Mr. 
Nourse  pointed  out  the  channels  through  which  this  con- 
cern is  functioning.  He  then  called  upon  the  members 
of  the  Society  and  the  general  public  to  aid  the  school 
department  in  the  present  efforts  for  an  occupational 
survey  of  San  Francisco.  "Through  this  survey,"  he  said, 
"the  schools  may  work  out  a  curriculum  designed  to 
train  youth  for  its  place  in  the  economic  world." 

Superintendent  Nourse,  in  concluding,  told  his  listen- 
ers that  San  Francisco,  its  founding,  growth  and  economic 
development,  will  be  included  as  one  of  ten  cities  whidi

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Success  of  Health  Service  Makes  It  Model  For  Statewide  Organization 


AN  illuminating  exposition  on  the  constant  improve- 
»*  ment  in  the  finances  and  services  of  the  Municipal 
Employees  Health  System  is  contained  in  the  annual  re- 
port of  that  body  made  available  in  printed  form  this 
week  through  Miss  Maude  Murphy,  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  whose  efficiency  in  representing  all 
groups  has  brought  praise  to  the  school  department  for 
having  originally  induced  her  to  serve  as  a  director. 

The  report  must  be  read  in  full  in  order  to  be  appre- 
ciated. In  summary  form  it  sets  out  that  on  January  1, 
1940,  the  Health  Service  System  had  been  in  operation 
13  months.  During  that  time  it  had  provided  medical 
protection  for  over  15,000  persons.  It  had  actually  paid 
doctor  bills  for  three  out  of  every  four  city  and  school 
employees  who  were  members,  and  had  relieved  thou- 
sands of  members  of  worry  over  burdensome  medical  bills 
for  their  families.  The  persons  so  protected  did  not  have 
to  consider  whether  or  not  they  could  afford  to  see  a 
doctor  or  go  to  a  hospital.  The  bills  would  be  paid  from 
their  common  health  service  fund.  As  a  result  they  had 
more  and  better  medical  care  than  ever  before.  They 
were  probably  better  cared  for  medically  than  any  com- 
parable group  in  the  United  States. 

A  summary  of  the  experience  of  the  initial  period  of 
operation  of  the  Health  Service  System  and  an  appraisal 
of  the  present  situation  indicates  that  the  organization 
has  passed  through  the  most  hazardous  stages  of  its  de- 
velopment. 

It  has  seen  most  of  the  doctors  of  the  community 
come  forth  voluntarily  to  participate  in  the  Plan.  It  has 
seen  all  but  one  of  the  major  hospitals  of  the  city  enter 
into  an  agreement  to  accept  member  patients  at  a  uni- 
form rate  of  compensation. 

It  has  seen  the  medical  profession  of  the  state  establish 
a  similar  health  service  for  other  low  and  moderate  in- 
come groups  in  public  and  private  employment. 

It  has  seen  a  lessening  of  opposition  to  the  idea  of 
group  health  protection  from  many  of  those  of  both  the 
medical  profession  and  membership. 

This  change  of  attitude  has  come  about  as  members 
and  doctors  became  familiar  with  the  working  of  the 
Plan  and  as  improved  conditions  enabled  the  System  to 
pay  the  doctors  more  nearly  what  their  services  were 
worth.  At  the  time  the  doctors  signed  up  with  the  Health 
Service  they  knew  they  were  taking  a  risk.  Neither  they 
nor  the  Health  Service  knew  what  that  risk  was  or  what 
financial  loss  they  might  be  forced  to  take.  Their  attitude 
was  one  of  uncertainty  but  impartiality — to  "give  it  a 
trial  and  see  how  it  works."  The  result  was  that  the  doc- 
tors received  somewhat  less  money  from  the  city  em- 
ployees for  each  item  of  service  than  formerly,  but  they 
rendered  a  great  deal  more  service,  and  in  the  ap<;regate, 
received  a  much  higher  total  payment. 

For  January  of  1939  the  doctors  received  50  cents  a 
unit.  For  the  last  month  of  that  year  they  received  80 
cents,  an  increase  of  30  cents  or  60  per  cent  over  the  low 
for  the  year.  The  full  effect  of  the  adjustments  in  the 
Plan  have  not  yet  been  felt.  It  is  the  firm  belief  of  the 
Health  Service  Board  that  within  a  few  months  after  the 
adjustments  have  become  fully  effective  the  rate  of  pay- 
ment will  be  high  enough  so  that  there  will  be  very 
little  criticism  of  the  System  on  that  score. 

In  the  meantime,  the  Board  is  devoting  its  efforts  to 
other  problems.  It  is  attempting  to  maintain  the  most  ef- 
ficient administrative  procedure  possible  so  that  as  large 
a  portion  of  the  employees'  contribution  as  possible  may 
go  for  actual  medical  care. 

Finally,  it  is  attempting  to  build  up,  step  by  step,  a 
group  health  protection  system  which,  through  the  com- 
bined contribution  by  its  members  of  a  nominal  monthly 
sum,  will  meet  the  medical  needs  of  the  individual  sub- 


scriber without  disturbing  the   time-honored  relationship 
between  the  doctor  and  his  patient. 

The  Board  believes  it  has  gone  far  in  this  attempt.  It 
believes  that  the  municipal  employees  of  San  Francisco 
now  have  a  workable  health  service  system,  one  which 
will  endure  and  will  become  a  model  for  other  public 
employee  groups  throughout  the  country,  and  one  which, 
over  a  period  of  time,  will  mean  better  health  for  its 
members  and  greater  security  through  removal  of  the 
danger  of  financial  loss  from  serious  illness  or  injury. 


March  Time  Rolls

on  Saturday  morning,  March  30. 

Time  rolls  for  clerks  and  janitors  will  be  delivered 
with  the  teachers'  time  rolls.  There  are  16  working  days 
in  the  last  half  of  March,  with  the  exception  of  elemen- 
tary school  clerks  who  will  have  5  working  days. 

It  will  be  appreciated  if  applications  for  sick  leave  be 
sent  to  the  office  during  the  month  and  not  held  to  send 
in  with  the  time  rolls  on  the  closing  day.  It  is  most  im- 
portant that  a  doctor's  certificate  for  all  illnesses  of  more 
than  3  days'  duration  be  sent  in  before  the  time  rolls 
are  closed  for  the  month.  Each  month  it  is  necessary  to 
have  a  number  of  warrants  held  because  doctors'  certifi- 
cates are  not  filed.

10  "Play  Safe"  Rules 

Ten  rules  for  children  to  observe  as  their  part  in 
"playing  safe"  were  recently  issued  by  Dr.  Herbert  J. 
Stack,  director  of  the  National  Center  for  Safety  Educa- 
tion at  New  York  University.  He  appealed  to  motorists 
to  cooperate  by  driving  slowly  through  school  zones. 

Here  are  the  rules,  which  might  well  be  posted  on 
every  school  bulletin  board: 

1.  Start  to  school  early  enough  so   that  you  will  not 
have  to  rush. 

2.  Plan  the  safest  trip  to  and  from  school. 

3.  Always  cross  at  the  crossing,  never  in  the  middle  of 
the  block. 

4.  Cross  only  with  the  safe  lights. 

5.  Be  alert  at  all  times  when  crossing  streets. 

6.  Obey  the  officer  or  safety  patrol  boy  on  duty  at  the 
crossing. 

7.  Don't  hitch  rides  or  dart  out  onto  the  street  from 
behind  parked  cars  or  hedges. 

8.  flay  in  safe  places— playgrounds,  play  streets,  vacant 
lots. 

9.  Ride  bicycles  on  the  right  side  of  roadways,  and  obey 
traffic  signals  and  signs. 

10.  On  rural  highways  always  walk  on  the  left,  facing 
traffic.

Among  those  who  are  to  give  courses  in  speech  edu- 
cation are  Mrs.  Mabel  Gifford,  instructor  in  pediatrics 
in  the  Medical  School ;  Sarah  T.  Barrows,  lecturer  in  the 
Extension  Division;  Dr.  Winifred  V.  Richmond,  psy- 
chologist in  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Interior, 
Washington,  D.C. ;  and-  Mrs.  Georgia  T.  Cooper,  gen- 
eral supervisor  of  speech  improvement  and  reading, 
Contra  Costa  County. 

In  remedial  reading,  courses  will  be  given  by  Dr. 
Marion  Monroe,  director  of  the  Educational  Clinic,  Pitts- 
burgh Public  Schools.  Helen  G.  Hicks,  instructor  in 
speech  and  dramatics  at  Hunter  College,  New  York  City, 
will  give  two  courses  in  choral  reading;  and  Charles 
Douglas  Chretien,  assistant  professor  of  public  speaking 
on  the  Berkeley  campus,  will  give  two  courses,  one  in 
Problems  of  Spoken  English  and  the  other  in  Bases  of 
Speech.

Job  Difficulties  Outlined 

Jobs  are  being  made  available  to  graduates  of  the 
University  of  California  in  fairly  large'  numbers,  but 
economic  conditions  are  still  acting  to  keep  these  gradu- 
ates from  the  work  for  which  they  are  best  equipped. 
This  is  stated  by  Miss  Vera  L.  Christie,  manager  of  the 
Bureau  of  Occupations  of  the  University  of  California. 
Students  who  specialize  in  the  engineering  courses  and 
in  others  in  which  accounting  and  salesmanship  are  in- 
cluded are  most  fortunate,  she  says. 

Some  difficulty  is  being  experienced  because  of  the 
disposition  of  many  students  to  take  courses  which  do 
not  provide  the  promise  of  immediate  postcollegiate  em- 
ployment at  the  present  time.  In  these  cases  only  the  ex- 
ceptionally gifted  graduate  can  be  provided  for  in  out- 
side employment  as  a  rule,  she  says. 

The  number  of  students  who  normally  seek  employ- 
ment during  their  collegiate  careers  in  order  to  obtain 
funds  to  finance  their  studies  is  hard  to  determine  at  the 
present  time.  However,  the  ambition  of  the  student  to 
help  himself  or  herself  is  very  much  in  evidence,  and  a 
number  are  creating  their  own  opportunities.  Miss  Chris- 
tie called  attention  to  one  boy,  Roy  Graven  of  Berkeley, 
who  has  worked  up  a  profitable  business  in  the  selling  of 
ornamental  wood  objects,  which  he  makes  himself. 
.  The  University  of  California  has  the  largest  number  of 
students  in  any  American  university  who  are  totally  or 
partially  self-supporting,  Miss  Christie  says.  This  is  be- 
cause it  is  the  largest  university  in  the  country  and  its 
fees  are  low.  This  makes  the  job  competition  keen,  she 
says,  so  the  students  must  be  particularly  alert.

U.  S.  Revealed  As  Science  Haven 

Indicative  of  the  manner  in  which  the  United  States 
is  both  developing  and  attracting  the  top  rank  scientists 
of  the  world,  five  of  the  last  six  Nobel  Prize  winners  in 
physics  are  now  working  in  this  country.  Two  of  them, 
Dr.  Enrico  Fermi  of  Columbia  University  and  Dr.  Ernest 
Orlando  Lawrence,  are  now  on  the  campus  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California,  Dr.  Fermi  as  the  holder  of  the 
Hitchcock  professorship  and  Dr.  Lawrence  as  head  of 
the  University's  radiation  laboratory. 

Facts  and  figures  on  the  Nobel  Prize  winners  in  phy- 
sics, announced  by  Professor  Raymond  T.  Birge,  chair- 
man of  the  department  of  physics,  reveal  the  impressive 
part  that  this  country  is  playing  in  the  development  of 
physics  studies.  Nine  of  the  physics  Nobel  winners  are 
now  in  the  United  States.  The  five  mentioned  by  Profes- 
sor Birge  as  being  among  the  most  recent  winners  work- 
ing here  are  Doctors  Carl  D.  Anderson  and  V.  G.  Hess, 
both  of  the  California  Institute  of  Technology,  who  won 
the  prize  jointly  in  1936;  Dr.  Clinton  J.  Davisson  of  the 
Bell  Telephone  Company  laboratories  who  shared  the 
prize  with  Dr.  George  P.  Thompson,  noted  British  physi- 
cist in  1937,  and  Drs.  Fermi  and  Lawrence,  who  won  the 
prize  in  1938  and  1939,  respectively.  The  other  four  win- 
ners now  working  in  this  country  are  Dr.  Albert  Ein- 
stein, expounder  of  the  famed  Einstein  theory,  now  at 
the  Institute  for  Advanced  Study  of  Princeton  University, 
winner  in  1921;  Dr.  Robert  Andrews  Millikan,  Univer- 
sity of  Chicago,  winner  in  1923;  Dr.  James  Franck,  John 
Hopkins  University,  winner  in  1925  with  Dr.  Gustav 
Hertz  of  Germany,  and  Dr.  Arthur  Holly  Compton,  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago,  winner  in  1927  with  Dr.  Charles 
Thomas  Rees  Wilson,  another  noted  British  physicist. 

Forty-six  individuals  in  many  countries  have  obtained 
the  Nobel  prize  in  physics,  the  first  being  Wilhelm  Kon- 
rad  Roentgen,  who  created  the  Roentgen  ray.

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Tenure  Up  For  Discussion  at  April  9  Public  Education  Meeting 


r^R.  JOHN  C.  ALMACK,  president  of  the  Palo  Alto 
■^  Board  of  Education  and  nationally  known  educator, 
drew  praise  from  Hon.  C.  Harold  Caulfield,  president  of 
the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Education,  for  his  scholarly, 
thorough  definition  of  "The  Place  of  Boards  of  Education 
and  School  Systems  in  the  Community,"  at  the  second 
in  a  series  of  dinner  meetings  before  the  Public  Educa- 
tion Society  on  Tuesday  evening,  March  26,  at  Women's 
City  Club. 

President  Caulfield  appeared  on  the  same  program 
with  Dr.  Almack,  and,  while  both  treated  the  subject 
from  different  angles,  they  started  from  the  same  point 
of  experience,  the  presidency  of  a  Board  of  Education. 

Characterized  by  a  dry  humor  born  of  long  experience 
as  a  newspaperman  and  a  teacher  in  the  public  schools  to 
his  present  position  as  Professor  of  Education  at  Stan- 
ford University,  Dr.  Almack  emphasized  clearly  two 
points  in  his  address:  the  authority  of  the  superintendent 
of  schools  as  executive  officer  for  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, and  the  absolute  responsibility  of  Commissioners  of 
Education  to  the  people  for  what  goes  on  in  the  schools. 
He  gave  constant  emphasis  to  both  statements  by  citing 
examples  and  by  reiteration.  His  talk  might  well  have 
served  as  a  handbook  for  any  branch  of  school  adminis- 
tration, so  concise  was  its  approach. 

Dr.  Almack  revealed  with  a  smile  that  ten  years  ago 
he  had  written  a  textbook  on  the  powers  and  duties  of 
Boards  of  Education.  Five  years  later  he  was  called  upon 
by  the  citizens  of  Palo  Alto  to  serve  on  the  Board  of 
Education  in  that  city.  In  the  light  of  his  experience  as 
a  Board  member,  he  said  his  views  today  had  undergone 
an  almost  complete  revision  from  those  expressed  in  the 
text  which  preceded  his  first-hand  experience. 

Definitely  Dr.  Almack  feels  that  centralization  of  auth- 
ority should  remain  in  district  Boards  of  Education,  "not 
in  Sacramento  or  the  City  of  Washington."  This  opinion 
he  did  not  wish  confused  with  the  advisability  of  consoli- 
dating small  school  districts,  "one  teacher  schools,"  for 
the  purpose  of  greater  educational  benefits  to  the  stu- 
dents, he  said  later,  in  response  to  a  question  from  Irving 
G.  Breyer,  administrative  adviser  to  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. 

On  the  authority  of  the  Superintendent,  Dr.  Almack 
was  able  to  give  a  view  that  is  backed  by  his  own  experi- 
ence as  an  educator,  as  well  as  his  position  as  president  of 
a  Board  of  Education.  He  believes  in  a  policv  of  non- 
interference with  the  Superintendent,  still  recognizing 
the  "great  influence  which  Boards  of  Education  exercise 
over  what  is  taught." 

Academic  freedom,  controversial  issues  and  the  respon- 
sibility of  local  Boards  of  Education  for  a  thorough  pro- 
gram of  accomplishment  in  the  schools,  caused  Dr.  Almack 
to  remark  that  he  was  in  favor  of  removing  the  "razzle 
dazzle"  from  education. 

"If  some  people  interpret  what  I  say  to  mean  that  we 
should  get  back  to  teaching  the  fundamentals  in  educa- 
tion, that  definition  is  O.K.  with  me,"  said  the  speaker. 


Those  who  wish  to  encourage  the  discussion  of  contro- 
versial issues  in  schools  came  in  for  a  bit  of  special 
treatment  from  Dr.  Almack. 

"Persons  who  put  forward  controversial  issues  have 
purposes  of  their  own  which  they  attempt  to  conceal." 

On  the  subject  of  academic  freedom,  he  said  the  point 
of  danger  in  most  cases  was  a  lack  of  knowledge  by  the 
teacher  involved  in  the  special  subject  under  discussion. 
He  hinted  that  most  cases  brought  to  an  issue  reveal  that 
the  teacher  has  strayed  from  the  special  field  in  which 
he  is  qualified  as  an  expert,  to  related  fields,  and  at  this 
point  falls  into  the  mire  of  community  discord.  In  order 
to  remedy  this  situation,  he  said,  The  American  Associa- 
tion of  University  Professors  has  set  up  as  a  requisite  to 
defending  cases  involving  freedom  that  the  teacher  shall 
have  been  a  recognized  expert  in  the  subject  which  forms 
the  basis  of  a  charge  against  him. 

"Progressive  Education"  the  speaker  said,  is  sometimes 
misnamed  to  apply  to  teaching  which  falls  far  short  of 
definite  goals.  Modern  education,  to  be  effective,  should 
attain  its  objectives  in  such  fields  as  literature,  spelling, 
history  and  handwriting. 

At  the  outset  Mr.  Caulfield  complimented  Dr.  Almack 
on  his  "splendid,  scholarly  address  which  expresses  so 
completely  my  own  view  that  I  shall  not  attempt  to  cover 
the  same  field."  Instead,  he  picked  up  the  thread  of  re- 
sponsibilities and  duties  of  Commissioners  of  Education 
and  projected  it  into  the  field  of  actual  service  rendered 
by  Boards  of  Education. 

"The  Board  of  Education  fills  a  very  necessary  place  in 
the  American  Educational  system,  because  it  acts  as  a 
balance  wheel  between  the  realization  of  the  ultimate  in 
the  program  of  trained  educators  against  the  ability  of 
the  people  to  pay  for  the  ideal  in  education,"  he  said. 

A  Board  of  Education  acts  as  a  sounding  board  of  pub- 
lic sentiment  in  reflecting  demands  of  the  people  for 
new  school  buildings,  for  improvement  and  extension  of 
the  program  of  public  education,  the  speaker  continued. 
The  control  exercised  by  the  Board  of  Education  over 
the  actual  conduct  of  the  schools  is  fiscal,  not  a  profes- 
sional control.  The  latter  must  be  left  with  the  executive 
officer  of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  he  said.  Especially  is  this  true  in  the  matter  of 
appointments,  promotions  and  transfers  in  the  certificated 
staff. 

In  the  matter  of  non-certificated  employees,  Mr.  Caul- 
field pointed  out  that  they  are  requisitioned  from  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  from  established  lists  which 
are  used  to  supply  staff  members  to  other  departments  of 
government. 

Referring  to  supplies  used  in  the  schools,  he  pointed 
out  that  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  district  employs 
to  advantage  the  facilities  of  the  City  Purchaser  of  Sup- 
plies, which  official  awards  contracts  to  the  lowest  legal 
responsible  bidders.

Studies  in  child  delinquency  are  incomparably  more 
beneficial  to  our  civilization  than  is  polar  exploration, 
according  to  Dr.  William  Healy  and  Dr.  Augusta  F. 
Bronner,  directors  of  Boston's  Judge  Baker  Guidance 
Center,  who  will  conduct  the  University  of  California 
Extension  Division's  child  welfare  institute  April  8  to  12.

kiARSHALL  DILL,  president  of  Golden  Gate  Inter- 
'"'  national  Exposition,  gave  a  new  description  of  San 
Francisco,  before  a  group  of  civic  leaders  assembled  at 
the  Administration  Building  on  Treasure  Island  on  last 
Monday  evening.  Said  Mr.  Dill  in  part: 

Our  City  was  named  for  a  saint,  but  its  subsequent 
history  leaves  room  for  the  thought  that  it  might  have 
been  too  hopefully  baptized. 

The  colorful  story  of  our  debonair  City  has  best  been 
told  in  less  than  fifty  words  by  Frank  Todd.  Here  it  is: 
"Born  a  drowsy  Spanish  hamlet,  fed  on  the  intoxicant  of 
a  gold  rush,  developed  by  an  adventurous  commerce  and 
a  baronial  agriculture,  isolated  through  its  turbulent  his- 
tory from  the  homelands  of  its  divers  peoples,  San  Fran- 
cisco has  developed  an  individuality  and  a  versatility  be- 
yond any  other  American  City."  You  might  write  a  whole 
book  about  San  Francisco  and  not  say  more  than  has 
Frank  Todd. 

When  you  think  of  San  Francisco,  you  think  of  an  in- 
spiring friend  rather  than  a  City.  In  no  small  way  she 
has  exacted  affection  from  those  who  have  lingered 
within  her  gates.  Bret  Harte  said  she  was  "Serene,  in- 
different of  Fate."  George  Sterling  sang  of  her  as  "The 
cool  gray  City  of  Love."  From  the  pen  of  Kipling  came 
this  testimony:  "San  Francisco  has  only  one  drawback; 
it  is  hard  to  leave."  Will  Irwin,  an  unhappy  exile,  said 
she  was:   "The  bonny,  merry  City — the  good,  gray  City." 

If  you  stand  on  Twin  Peaks  some  night  when  she  is 
not  wrapped  in  her  Franciscan  mantle  of  fog,  you  will 
think  of  her  as  a  be-jewelled  queen — the  world's  most 
alluring  mistress. 

Kipling  called  our  Kearny  Street,  "The  Street  of  Ad- 
venture." If  in  your  mind's  eye  you  would  make  your 
own  Pageant  of  San  Francisco,  consider  the  gallant  and 
venturesome  hosts  who  have  tramped  that  street  and  you 
will  then  know  why  our  City  highways  are  something 
more  than  curbs  and  concrete.  We  start  the  colorful  pa- 
rade down  in  Portsmouth  Plaza  in  the  Fifties  and  march 
up  Kearny  Street  and  right  into  our  own  time:  General 
Sherman,  Admiral  Farragut,  John  C.  Fremont,  Kit  Car- 
son, Senator  Broderick,  Thomas  Starr  King,  Sam  Bren- 
nan,  Dennis  Kearny,  Emperor  Norton,  Mark  Twain, 
Bret  Harte,  Edwin  Booth,  Lotta  Crabtree,  Henry  George, 
Robert  Louis  Stevenson,  Rudyard  Kipling,  Charles  War- 
ren Stoddard,  Joaquin  Miller,  and  Senator  Phelan.  We 
disband  the  colorful  parade  with  Tetrazzini  at  Lotta's 
Fountain. 

That,  to  me,  is  a  postage  stamp  picture  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. Everyone  of  her  sighing  lovers  has  attempted  to 
analyze  the  essence  of  her  charm  and  these  estimates 
have  ranged  from  the  physical  satisfaction  produced  by 
her  sauteed  sandabs  to  the  aesthetic  emotions  aroused  by 
her  sunsets.  That  about  encompasses  the  whole  range  of 
human  emotions. 

I  think  of  her  as  an  Imperial  City  set  upon  hills  and 
she  brings  insistently  to  my  mind  the  words  of  the 
Psalmist:  "I  will  lift  up  mine  eyes  to  the  Hills,  whence 
cometh  my  help."  Then  again  he  says:  "The  little  hills 
rejoice  on  every  side."  The  little  hills  skip  like  lambs, 
and  the  true  lover  of  San  Francisco  also  knows  there  is 
an  occasional  goat  among  the  lambs,  and  even  that  adds 
to  her  charm  for  it  proves  that  she  is  not  too  conven- 
tional. 

San  Francisco  is  charming  because  there  is  a  little  tinge 
of  excess  in  all  that  she  is  or  does.  Her  fight  for  law  and 
order  gave  us  the  Vigilante  Committee.  Her  lovely  and 
enveloping  fog  is  just  a  trifle  more  than  we  need ;  her 
cable  cars  dip  at  a  more  breath-taking  angle;  the  jewels 
that  she  wears  at  night  are  a  little  more  dazzling  than 
any  other  queen's;  the  loves  and  hates  of  her  people  have 
an  earnestness  not  known  elsewhere.  These  are  some  of 
the  things  that  make  up  her  physical  charm  and  spiritual 
beauty.  No  one  ever  loved  one  hundred  per  cent  perfec- 
tion in  man,  woman  or  City.  I  think  of  her  as  the  beauti- 
ful, alluring,  heart-breaking,  youngest  sister  in  the  large 
family  of  American  Municipalities.

guards  made  possible  by  the  California  School  Code  and 
the  Charter  of  San  Francisco  run  afoul  of  trouble  because 
of  large  discretionary  powers  which  they  exercise  in  sit- 
uations best  safeguarded  through  recognized  administra- 
tive officials  such  as  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the 
Purchaser  of  Supplies,  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and 
the  City  Architect. 

President  Caulfield  spoke  at  length  on  the  absolute 
powers  of  Boards  of  Education  in  California  to  place  in 
school  budgets  such  amounts  as  they  deem  are  needed  to 
conduct  the  schools. 

"This  unlimited  power  has  a  very  sobering  effect  on  a 
member  of  a  Board  of  Education  and  the  exercise  of  the 
power  is  regulated  largely  by  the  ability  of  a  people  to 
pay  for  public  education,  while  giving  due  consideration 
to  the  demands  of  all  other  departments  of  government." 

Humorous  high  spots  of  the  evening  were  the  answers 
to  questions  put  to  both  speakers,  who  answered  directly 
numerous  queries  touching  upon  the  exact  part  Boards 
of  Education  play  in  specific  situations. 

Introductions  given  to  both  speakers  by  Attorney  Ed- 
gar H.  Rowe,  chairman  of  the  evening,  were  far  in  ad- 
vance of  the  usual  prosaic  approach.  President  Ray  Bloser, 
of  the  Public  Education,  acted  as  general  chairman.

IN  announcing  plans  for  the  observance  of  Pan  Ameri-

CALIFORNIA  leads  the  nation  in  the  development  of 
the  Junior  College,  according  to  Byron  S.  Hollings- 
head,  who  as  consultant  for  the  General  Education  Board, 
of  New  York  City,  is  in  San  Francisco  as  part  of  a  five 
months  survey  of  this  phase  of  education  throughout  the 
country. 

On  leave  of  absence  from  his  duties  as  President  of 
the  Junior  College  of  Scranton,  Pa.  Mr.  Hollingshead, 
who  is  also  past  president  of  the  American  Association 
of  Junior  Colleges,  will  make  a  report  to  the  Education 
Board,  on  terminal  courses  now  offered  by  these  institu- 
tions of  higher  learning. 

Particular  enthusiasm  was  evidenced  by  the  visitor  upon 
a  survey  of  the  work  of  the  terminal  course  at  San  Fran- 
cisco Junior  College,  in  the  field  of  Hotel  and  Restaurant 
Management.  Entertained  on  Thursday  by  President  A. 
J.  Cloud,  at  the  college,  Mr.  Hollingshead  had  oppor- 
tunity to  observe  students  of  restaurant  operation  at  work 
in  the  preparation  and  serving  of  a  luncheon  at  which  he 
was  the  guest  of  honor. 

Invited  to  greet  the  distinguished  visitor  at  luncheon 
were  Hon.  C.  Harold  Caulfield,  president,  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, and  Commissioner  William  F.  Benedict;  Dr.  Ira 
W.  Kibby,  chief,  Bureau  of  Business  Education,  State 
Department  of  Education;  P.  Tremain  Loud,  manager, 
Hotel  Californian ;  Chief  Deputy  Superintendent,  John 
F.  Brady;  Captain  Arthur  Lane,  S.  F.  Police  Department; 
John  Toulze,  manager,  Cooks'  Association  of  the  Pacific 
Coast;  Miss  Tova  Peterson,  director,  training  bureau,  the 
Emporium;  and  W.  R.  Blackler,  assistant,  Bureau  of 
Business  Education;  and  faculty  members  of  the  college 
terminal  courses. 

Discussing  impressions  gained  thus  far  on  his  tour  of 
the  country,  Mr.  Hollingshead  stressed  his  belief  that 
terminal  courses  should  be  offered  in  a  wide  diversity  of 
vocational  subjects,  in  order  to  best  prepare  youth  to  meet 
present  employment  needs. 

"Further,"  he  said,  "we  find  that  present  employment 
age  begins  at  a  minimum  of  20  years,  and  therefore  the 
great  mass  of  the  youth  of  the  country  has  become  the 
responsibility  of  the  Junior  Colleges  between  high  school 
graduation  and  ultimate  absorption  in  industry  several 
years  later." 

Upon  findings  made  during  his  survey,  Mr.  Hollings- 
head will  make  certain  presentations  to  the  General  Edu- 
cation Board,  upon  which  will  be  based  future  recom- 
mendations to  the  Junior  Colleges  throughout  the  United 
States.

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Yard  Control — Elementary  Schools 

At  its  April  2  meeting  the  Board  of  Education  repeal- 
ed the  section  140  of  its  rules  and  adopted  the  follow- 
ing in  lieu  thereof  concerning  supervision  of  elementary 
school  yards: 

"The  school  yard  shall  be  opened  by  the  janitor  at 
8:30  a.m.  and  shall  be  closed  by  him  at  4:30  p.m.  Class- 
rooms shall  be  opened  at  8:45  by  the  class  teacher.  At 
least  two  persons  shall  supervise  the  playing  area  at 
all  times  during  which  children  are  in  the  yard  partici- 
pating in  activities  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  public 
schools,  with  assignment  of  such  yard  duty  made  on  the 
following  basis: 

"(1)  Boys'  activities  shall  be  supervised  by  the  Vice- 
principal.  If  a  school  has  no  Vice-principal,  the  boys' 
activities  shall  be  supervised  by  the  principal. 

"(2)  Girls'  activities,  where  there  is  a  Vice-principal, 
shall  be  supervised  by  the  principal,  who  shall  have  the 
right  to  assign  teachers  to  assist.  If  a  school  has  no  Vice- 
principal,  the  principal  shall  supervise  the  boys'  yard  and 
assign  opportunity  or  other  teachers  to  supervise  the 
girls'  yard. 

"(3)  Such  persons  assigned  to  yard  duty,  if  injured 
as  a  result  of  said  duties,  shall  receive  full  salary  for  any 
absences  as  a  result  of  said  injuries  for  a  period  not  to 
exceed  seven  calendar  days  for  any  one  injury.  This  pro- 
vision shall  not  be  retroactive  prior  to  Dec.  1,  1939- 

"(4)  Any  certificated  employee  who,  under  the  above 
section  of  the  rules,  is  assigned  by  the  principal  to  super- 
vise the  yard  shall  perform  this  work  as  a  part  of  the 
regularly  assigned  duties  and  without  additional  compen- 
sation, unless  such  employee  has  been  appointed  as  a 
yard  teacher  by  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Education."

Colonel  Rowan  was  born  in  Virginia.  He  graduated 
from  the  United  States  Military  Academy  in  '1881.  At 
the  beginning  of  the  Spanish-American  War,  President 
McKinley  wanted  information  from  the  Cuban  leader, 
Garcia,  as  to  the  troops,  supplies  and  the  nature  of  the 
country.  Some  one  must  locate  Garcia.  Lieutenant  Rowan, 
at  that  time  in  the  Bureau  of  Intelligence,  was  selected 
as  the  man  who  could  accomplish  the  mission.  He  landed 
on  the  island  of  '  Cuba  without  knoiving  where  Garcia 
was.  He  found  Garcia,  brought  back  full  information 
concerning  the  Cuban  insurgents.  The  accomplishment  of 
this  task  is  one  of  the  most  brilliant  deeds  in  American 
history.

Col.  Rowan's  Own  Story 

THE  eighty-third  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Col.  An- 
■  drew  S.  Rowan,  the  man  who  carried  the   "Message 
to  Garcia,"  will  occur  on  Tuesday,  April  23. 

Supplementing  instructions  in  the  last  issue  of  the 
Superintendent's  Bulletin  a  short  message  of  felicitation 
should  be  sent  from  each  school  and  addressed  to  Col. 
Rowan  at  Letterman  General  Hospital,  Presidio  of  San 
Francisco.  The  Superintendent  would  be  pleased  to  have 
reports  on  special  programs  planned  in  school  auditor- 
iums or  classrooms  in  accordance  with  suggestions  con- 
tained in  the  Superintendent's  Bulletin  dated  April  8. 
Following  is  an  account  of  Col.  Rowan's  description  of 
his  perilous  assignment  as  given  several  years  ago: 

"It  is  not  necessary  to  see  in  advance  how  you  are 
going  to  carry  through  some  difficult  task,"  said  he,  and 
Colonel  Rowan's  narration  of  his  experiences  in  carry- 
ing the  message  to  General  Garcia  in  1898  verifies  his 
statement. 

In  presenting  the  historical  background  of  the  period 
immediately  preceding  the  Spanish-American  War,  Col- 
onel Rowan  outlined  the  three  causes  of  the  war. 

The  first,  which  the  army  maintains  as  chief,  was  the 
strategic  position  of  the  island  of  Cuba.  The  navy  claims 
that  the  blowing  up  of  the  battleship  "Maine"  brought 
about  the  war,  but  the  real  cause,  as  believed  by  many 
people  of  the  United  States,  was  the  treatment  of  the 
Cubans  by  their  Spanish  masters.  _ 

While  connected  with  the  Bureau  of  Military  Infor- 
mation at  Washington,  D.  C,  in  1898,  Colonel  Rowan 
was  given  a  letter  from  John  Sherman,  Secretary  of  State, 
and  ordered  to  Kingston,  Jamaica,  where  he  was  to 
await  a  cablegram  concerning  General  Garcia,  leader  of 
the  insurgents  in  Cuba. 

Upon  reaching  Kingston  he  immediately  proceeded  to 
get  in  touch  with  the  Consul  General,  as  well  as  with 
the  commander  of  the  Junta,  to  make  arrangements  for 
getting  out  of  Jamaica. 

On  April  23  the  chief  of  the  English  Cable  Company 
in  Jamaica  delivered  in  person  to  Colonel  Rowan  a  cable 
from  Washington.  He  went  to  his  room  to  decipher  the 
letter,  in  which  he  was  ordered  to  carry  immediately  a 
message  to  General  Garcia. 

"3Fhe  crucial  moment,"  said  Colonel  Rowan,  "was 
When  I  got  to  the  letter  V  in  the  word  "G-a-r."  I  over- 
came with  difficulty  a  momentary  impulse  not  to  do  it. 

:  "I  went  to  the  window  and  saw  a  crowd  in  the  street. 
Word  had  just  reached  Kingston  that  the  United  States 
had  entered  into  war  with  Spain.  I  packed  my  valise  and 
paid  mv  bill  and  went  to  No.  25  East  Street,  Kingston. 
In  a  few  minutes  I  was  in  a  carriage  driving  out  of 
Jamaica." 

Thus  began  what  was  to  become  a  famous  three  weeks' 
journey  to  the  interior  of  Cuba  and  return  to  Washing- 
ton. 

Colonel  Rowan  fondly  recalled  the  moment  when  the 
carriage  reached  the  crest  of  the  island  and  a  negro  pre- 
sented him  with  a  fried  chicken  and  two  bottles  of  ale,

Tenure  Plan  Hits  Hurdle 

DR.  FRANK  W.  HART'S  plan  for  a  complete  revi- 
sion of  the  present  California  teacher  tenure  law 
failed  to  make  the  first  hurdle  towards  realization  when 
one  of  its  main  features,  that  a  teacher  under  charges 
would  not  be  entitled  to  an  attorney  to  represent  him, 
met  opposition  from  three  lawyers  at  the  third  of  a  se- 
ries of  dinner  meetings  of  the  Public  Education  Society 
held  at  the  Women's  City  Club  on  last  Tuesday  evening. 

The  three  attorneys,  Charles  Albert  Adams,  Edgar  H. 
Rowe  and  Irving  G.  Breyer,  responded  to  Dr.  Hart's  sug- 
gestion that  teachers  be  tried  by  a  Tenure  Commission 
composed  of  teachers  with  final  authority  and  that  no  at- 
torneys be  permitted  at  such  hearings,  by  stating  the  pro- 
posal was  unconstitutional. 

To  Dr.  Hart's  objection  to  the  high  costs  of  proceed- 
ing under  the  present  law,  by  which  three  referees  "in 
sympathy  with  tenure"  make  findings  after  a  thorough 
hearing,  there  seemed  to  be  general  agreement  that  the 
fees  of  the  referees  might  be  reduced  from  the  present 
amount.  There  was  also  a  suggestion  that  the  payment  of 
full  salary  to  a  teacher  under  suspension  awaiting  trial 
might  be  subject  to  a  downward  revision.  On  this  last 
point,  however,  there  was  nothing  approaching  unanimity. 

Before  addressing  the  society.  Dr.  Hart  prefaced  his 
remarks  with  the  statement  that  in  surveying  the  group, 
he  noted  a  lot  of  delightfully  familiar  faces,  but  he 
thought  he  was  to  address  the  Public  Education  Associa- 
tion. Dr.  Hart  stated  that  security  of  position  now  en- 
joyed under  the  provisions  of  the  State  tenure  act  is  not 
popular  with  the  general  public,  and  that  it  is'  not  gen- 
erally acceptable  to  governing  boards  of  education  and 
school  trustees.  He  claimed  that  the  present  tenure  law 
is  challenged  by  many  administrations  and  resented  by 
large  groups  of  teachers  not  included  within  the  provi- 
sions of  the  act.  The  major  issue,  Dr.  Hart  claimed,  is  the 
impracticability  of  dismissing  incompetent  or  unsatisfac- 
tory teachers,  once  they  have  been  classified  as  "perman- 
ent." He  further  stated  that  this  law  is  drafted  with 
such  zealous  guardianship  that  the  interests  and  welfare 
of  the  children  in  the  schools  are  practically  denied.  Dr. 
Hart  insisted  that  the  procedure  whereby  a  governing 
board  may  dismiss  a  teacher  is  so  elaborate  and  involved 
that  few  districts  can  afford  to  undertake  to  apply  it. 
He  enumerated  several  other  basic  considerations  and 
offered  suggestions  by  listing  certain  essential  provisions 
of  a  law  designated  to  supplant  the  present  tenure  law. 
He  recommended  zoning  the  state  into  convenient  units 
for  the  administration  of  the  law  and  the  providing  of  a 
Tenure  Commission  for  each  zone,  by  vote  of  the  employ- 
ed certificated  personnel  within  each  zone. 

In  reply  to.  Dr.  Hart's  remarks,  Dr.  Staffelbach,  director 
of  research  of  the  California  Teachers'  Association,  gave 
an  authentic  summary  of  the  California  Tenure  Law  from 
its  inception  in  1911,  up  to  the  present  time.  He  stated 
that  the  California  Tenure  Law  was  not  the  brain  child

of  some  arm  chair  philosopher  but  had  been  drafted 
through  the  years  by  teachers,  school  trustees,  and  ad- 
ministrators. He  stated  that  they  have  combined  their  ef- 
forts in  the  construction  and  reconstruction  of  legisla- 
tion for  the  protection  of  the  schools,  the  school  children, 
the  teachers  and  administrators,  and  the  community  at 
large  and  that  this  readjusting  on  their  part  was  a  con- 
stant force  working  for  the  good  of  all.  Dr.  Staffelbach 
stated  that  if  at  any  time  the  tenure  law  failed  to  func- 
tion it  was  because  administrators  did  not  fully  under- 
stand its  application.  At  the  present  time,  the  tenure  law 
is  looked  upon  all  over  the  state  as  being  entirely  satis- 
factory and  is  fulfilling  the  needs  wherever  it  has  been 
applied.  Dr.  Staffelbach  said  that  the  school  trustees  of 
the  state  are  not  generally  opposed  to  the  tenure  law — 
they  are  in  favor  of  it.  It  is  a  working  law  and  the  only 
thing  that  interferes  with  the  way  in  which  it  works  is  a 
certain  attitude  of  contrariness  which  has  been  assumed 
as  a  result  of  the  present  condition  of  strife.

Col.  Rowan's  Own  Story 

(Continued  from  Page  1) 

one  for  himself  and  one  for  his  aide,  evidently  thanking 
him  for  the  work  he  was  going  to  do  in  freeing  Cuba. 
The  negro  was  one  of  the  Junta  and  was  to  help  Colonel 
Rowan  in  getting  out  of  Jamaica. 

Traveling  77  miles  in  about  ten  hours,  Colonel  Rowan 
reached  the  north  post,  a  place  called  St.  Anne's  Bay, 
where  some  four  hundred  years  previous  Columbus,  on 
his  fourth  journey  to  the  New  World,  was  marooned. 
He  procured  a  boat  and  started  out,  his  object  in  getting 
out  of  Jamaica  being  to  get  outside  of  the  three-mile 
limit  and  thus  to  avoid  the  danger  of  capture  by  the 
English. 

"I  would  rather  have  been  captured  by  the  Spanish 
than  by  the  English,"  said  he,  since  to  have  been  taken 
by  the  English  would  have  meant  gross  carelessness  on 
his  part. 

The  next  morning  he  crossed  the  Caribbean  Sea,  and 
at  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  he  and  his  aide  were 
within  25  miles  of  the  Cuban  coast  which  was  guarded 
by  Spanish  patrol  boats.  They  prepared  to  fire  should 
any  boats  approach.  Unmolested,  however,  they  neared 
the  shore  at  about  11  o'clock,  and  after  crossing  a  reef 
which  would  effectually  check  any  pursuit  attempted  by 
Spanish  launches,  they  landed. 

Two  miles  inland  they  struck  the  royal  road,  "El 
Camino  Real,"  and  almost  ran  into  a  Spanish  patrol  on 
their  right.  Immediately  they  scattered.  The  patrol  passed 
on  and  evidently  did  not  see  them. 

"I  had  a  fine  chance  to  open  fire,"  said  Colonel  Rowan, 
"but  I  did  not,  since  I  was  the  only  American  officer  on 
the  island,  and  there  were  216,000  against  me.  Silence, 
for  me,  was  golden." 

That  night  they  slept  in  the  mountains  and  on  the  fol- 
lowing day  reached  Bayama,  where  on  the  day  before 
Garcia  had  attacked  the  Spanish,  arriving  at  Garcia's 
headquarters  at  noon  on  May  1,  at  about  the  same  hour 
Admiral  Dewey  fought  the  Spanish  and  gave  the  United 
States  the  Philippines. 

General  Garcia  decided  to  send  back  to  the  United 
States  with  Colonel  Rowan  his  most  trusted  staff  officers 
to  give  information.  At  5  o'clock  that  afternoon  the  gen- 
eral said  to  him,  "Are  you  ready  to  go?"  Colonel  Rowan, 
although  he  had  been  travelling  for  nine  days  and  would 
have  preferred  to  rest  before  setting  out  on  the  return 
trip,  replied,  "I  am  ready." 

With  three  staff  officers  and  the  finest  horse  in  all 
Cuba,  a  gift  of  General  Garcia's,  Colonel  Rowan  began 
the  return  to  Washington.  They  traveled  until  12  o'clock 
that  night.  The  next  day  they  were  forced  to  swim  a 
river,  but  nothing  deterred,  continued  until  late  at  night 
and  all  the  following  day,  when  they  reached  Havana. 
Most  of  their  traveling  was  done  at  night  and  one  night 
they  covered  no  less  than  51  miles. 

How  they  started  out  across  the  Gulf  of  the  Caribbean 
at  11  o'clock  in  a  small  boat  and  how,  with  sails  broken, 
they  were  forced  to  struggle  all  night  against  a  terrific 
storm,  bailing  the  boat  until  the  next  morning,  was  told 
in  detail  by  Colonel  Rowan.  At  Nassau,  on  New  Provi- 
dence Island,  they  were  taken  by  English  quarantine  of- 
ficials by  whom  they  were  held  for  one  day. 

The  Florida  Straight  was  crossed  and  on  May  13  they 
reached  Key  West,  proceeding  thence  to  Washington. 
It  took  just  three  weeks  from  April  23.  to  May  13  to 
carry  the  message  and  return  with  the  reply.  During 
those  weeks  the  American  army  was  just  beginning  to 
mobilize.  However,  it  is  probable  that  the  message  to 
Garcia  reduced  the  period  of  war  30  days,  since  it  en- 
abled the  American  and  Cuban  armies  to  cooperate  more 
quickly  than  would  have  been  possible  had  Garcia  not 
received  the  message  when  he  did. 

"Conditions  will  never  again  be  the  same,"  said  Col- 
onel Rowan  in  closing,  "and  never,  in  the  advent  of  war, 
will  such  results  occur." 
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Salute  to  Col.  Rowan 

QUIETLY,  without  ceremony,  three  students  from 
George  Washington  High  School,  will  step  to  the 
door  of  the  room  of  Col.  Andrew  Summers  Rowan  at 
Letterman  General  Hospital  in  the  Presidio  tomorrow, 
Tuesday,  bringing  messages  symbolizing  the  thanks  of  a 
grateful  nation  for  Col.  Rowan's  heroic  act  in  carrying 
a  message  from  Washington,  D.  C,  to  General  Calixto 
Garcia,  Cuban  insurgent,  during  the  Spanish-American 
War. 

Col.  Rowan,  now  in  his  83rd  year,  has  made  his  home 
in  San  Francisco  for  the  past  20  years  with  his  devoted 
wife. 

San  Francisco's  one  hundred  public  schools  are  expect- 
ed to  be  represented  on  Tuesday  by  messages  from 
children,  in  accordance  with  outlines  contained  in  the 
Superintendent's  Bulletins  of  April  8  and  April  15. 

Both  the  George  Washington  High  School  and  the 
National  Broadcasting  Company  had  joined  in  a  plan 
for  broadcasting  a  special  program  from  the  hospital  on 
the  occasion  of  Col.  Rowan's  birthday  utilizing  the 
thousands  of  messages  received  by  Col.  Rowan  from 
school  children,  but  the  Colonel's  condition  at  this  time 
would  not  permit  his  participation. 

A  file  of  Harper's  Weekly  in  the  year  1898  was  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  Mr.  E.  J.  Cummings,  principal  of 
George  Washington  High  School,  by  the  Superintendent 
as  supplemental  material  for  the  building  of  a  radio 
script  on  the  life  of  Col.  Rowan.  This  script  will  be 
projected  at  a  suitable  date."

The  ceremony 
will  be  held  on  Sunday  afternoon,  May  5,  in  Golden 
Gate  Park.

DR.  REX  F.  HARLOW,  president  of  the  American 
Council  on  Public  Relations,  conferred  on  last  Fri- 
day with  Superintendent  Nourse  regarding  the  interest 
being  manifested  by  school  executives  everywhere  in  the 
public  relations  phase  of  their  profession. 

Dr.  Harlow's  evangelism  on  this  subject  was  effective 
beyond  all  expectations  in  short  courses  at  Seattle,  Wash., 
Portland,  Ore.,  and  Stanford  University  last  summer,  as 
411  of  the  biggest  executives  on  the  coast  "studied  like 
sdiool  boys  and  clamored  for  more." 

"America  today  is  in  a  muddle.  There  is  a  breakdown 
in  the  knowledge  of  human  relations,  a  lack  of  under- 
standing of  the  other  man's  viewpoints,  goals  and  prob- 
lems," said  Dr.  Harlow.  "The  muddle  is  primarily  be- 
cause people  are  against  things,  rather  than  thinking  con- 
structively. They  must  change  over  from  negative  to 
positive  thinking,  see  their  true  relationship  to  others, 
and  work  cooperatively." 

Asked  to  explain  more  specifically  what  will  be  taught, 
and  whether  the  course  will  "get  down  to  brass  tacks" 
on  the  subject  of  public  relations,  Dr.  Harlow  said: 

"Well,  what  are  brass  tacks  in  life?  One  must  of 
course  be  practical  to  succeed,  but  practical  achievement 
is  possible  only  through  clear  thinking  of  principles. 
'Public  Relations'  is  a  term  that  is  being  loosely  bandied 
about.  We  are  going  to  take  it  apart  and  see  what  it  is 
made  of." 

Dr.  Harlow,  who  is  a  member  of  the  faculty  at  Stan- 
ford University,  plans  to  offer  the  course  at  Stanford, 
during  the  Summer  quarter.  He  has  already  conferred 
with  Howard  McDonald,  deputy  superintendent,  and 
the  course  may  be  submitted  as  a  basis  for  credit  toward 
salary  increment.  Walter  C.  Schmidt,  assistant  to  the 
superintendent,  has  consented  to  act  as  local  registrar 
for  the  course.

THE  Board  of  Education  at  its  last  meeting  authorized 
the  Superintendent  to  accept  an  invitation  from  the 
Golden  Forties  Fiesta  Committee  to  stage  two  perform- 
ances of  the  Span  of  Gold  at  War  Memorial  Opera 
House  on  Thursday  afternoon  and  evening,  April  23. 

The  production  which  was  first  presented  to  the  con- 
vention of  the  National  Education  Association  at  San 
Francisco  in  July  1939,  tells  the  story  of  the  develop- 
ment of  the  West  through  the  lives  of  John  Charles 
Fremont,  westward  pathfinder,  Wells  and  Fargo,  the 
pony  express  operators,  Theodore  Judah,  engineer  of  the 
Central  Pacific  Railroad,  and  Joseph  Strauss,  builder  of 
the  Golden  Gate  bridge. 

The  Span  of  Gold  is  a  one-hour  performance,  with 
eighty  characters  in  the  cast  and  a  large  chorus.  Lowell 
High  School  orchestra,  under  direction  of  Madison  Dev- 
lin, will  be  on  stage  in  costume.  Opening  episode  of 
Fremont  is  being  produced  by  Miss  Alice  Donaldson  of 
Mission  High  School ;  San  Francisco  Junior  College  radio 
drama  students  under  direction  of  Miss  Marie  Weller, 
will  present  the  story  of  Wells  and  Fargo  and  the  pony 
express,  which  fades  into  the  tale  of  Judah,  the  rail- 
road engineer  whose  dream  came  true.  Honor  of  pro- 
ducing the  Judah  episode  fell  to  George  Washington 
High  School,  under  direction  of  Miss  Helen  Archer.  The 
production  works  into  a  fast  climax  in  the  life  story  of 
Joseph  Strauss,  builder  of  the  Golden  Gate  bridge.  Gali- 
leo High  School  drama  students  under  direction  of 
Morris  Williams  will  produce  the  Strauss  story. 

General  direction  of  the  production  is  under  Arthur 
B.  Gleditsch  and  technical  direction  is  in  charge  of 
Ernest  J.  Cummings,  principal  of  George  Washington.

ONE  of  the  most  efficient  working  units  in  the  far 
flung  organization  of  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Schools  lost  its  leader  last  week  by  the  retirement  of 
Miss  Louise  M.  Lombard,  supervisor  of  atypical  classes. 
Miss  Lombard's  retirement  brings  to  a  close  27  years  of 
service  which  saw  returns  in  keeping  with  her  ideals  of 
the  importance  of  her  work — educating  subnormal  chil- 
dren to  be  useful  and  self-sustaining  members  of  society. 

At  the  Board  of  Education  meeting  on  last  Tuesday,  a 
motion  accepting  Miss  Lombard's  notice  of  retirement 
was  joined  by  Commissioner  William  F.  Benedict  in  a 
resolution  lauding  her  service. 

Commenting  upon  her  retirement  The  San  Francisco 
News  reported: 

After  spending  21  years  making  school  work  easier  for 
/hot/sands  of  children  to  whom  study  was  a  harder-than- 
average  chore,  Miss  Louise  M.  Lombard,  70,  was  on  the 
retired  list  today. 

Since  1912  Miss  Lombard  had  been  in  charge  of  all 
ungraded  classes  in  San  Francisco  public  schools,  also 
was  principal  of  Alta  Vista  School. 

"They  used  to  call  students  who  didn't  display  the 
usual  keenness  for  study  'subnormal'  and  'retarded,'  but 
1  consider  them  merely  as  'slow-learning' ,"  said  Miss 
Lombard  today  as  she  surveyed  350  examples  of  her 
hobby — dolls  of  all  nations. 

"The  most  serious  problem  is  to  keep  such  pupils 
from  becoming  self-conscious.  If  they  start  worrying  they 
become  discouraged.  So.  in  the  70  special  ungraded 
classes  Vve  supervised  in  schools  throughout  the  city,  in 
addition  to  Alta  Vista,  we've  endeavored,  first  of  all,  to 
make  the  children  feel  happy. 

"Then,    instead    of    trying    to    determine    what    they 

couldn't  do,   we've  tested  them  for  what  they  could  do 

and  trained  them  along  those  lines.   We've  given  them 

small    responsibilities    whenever    possible,    and    trained

Teacher  Selection  Endorsed 

COURTH  and  concluding  meeting  of  the  Public  Edu- 
'  cation  Society  series  on  last  Tuesday  at  Women's  City 
Club  brought  endorsement  of  the  method  of  appointment 
of  teachers  in  San  Francisco  from  Dr.  Herman  Spindt, 
appointment  secretary  at  the  University  of  California. 

Dr.  Spindt's  remarks  were  made  upon  invitation  of 
Chairman  Harry  Geballe  after  the  principal  speaker  of 
the  evening,  Howard  McDonald,  deputy  superintendent 
of  schools,  had  addressed  the  group  on  the  method  of 
teacher  selection  in  San   Francisco. 

"You  may  be  assured  that  the  administration  of  per- 
sonnel in  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools  is  on  a  pro- 
fessional, not  a  political  basis,"  said  Dr.  Spindt  in  dis- 
cussing the  proper  approach  to  problems  of  teacher  se- 
lection. "Only  as  teaching  can  maintain  itself  as  a  pro- 
fession will  the  schools  accomplish  the  purposes  for 
which  they  are  organized." 

Referring  to  a  series  of  questions  from  the  audience 
which  Mr.  McDonald  answered  at  the  conclusion  of  his 
address  regarding  the  method  of  appointing  teachers 
without  written  examination  in  other  cities,  Dr.  Spindt 
pointed  out  that  the  San  Francisco  method  is  not  that  of 
written  examination,  but  one  of  written  examination 
plus  a  case  history.  Elsewhere  in  the  State,  he  said,  the 
method  of  selection  is  generally  based  upon  a  case  history. 

Mr.  McDonald,  the  principal  speaker,  received  scores 
of  compliments  for  the  concise  manner  in  which  he  sum- 
med up  the  aims  and  objectives  of  a  personnel  office. 
The  first  point  sought  in  a  teacher  is  good  character, 
which  Mr.  McDonald  defined  as  the  element  which 
"drives  a  man  to  do  the  thing  that  is  right,  not  the  thing 
that  is  convenient  to  do."  The  second  characteristic  sought 
is  poise,  "the  ability  to  appear  at  ease  and  to  advantage." 
An  understanding  teacher  is  one  "of  a  sympathetic  view 
who  could  put  himself  in  the  place  of  others."  A  teacher's 
interest,  he  said,  should  not  be  confined  to  the  four  walls 
of  the  classroom,  but  must  extend  to  the  community  and 
its  people.  "It  must  be  as  wide  as  the  horizon." 

Mr.  McDonald  attached  much  importance  to  the  ability 
of  a  teacher  to  have  a  wide  knowledge  obtained  through 
methodical  study  which  permits  it  to  be  drawn  on  from 
"the  pigeon  holes  of  memory."  He  stressed  the  fact 
that  travel  may  be  listed  along  with  books  as  an  educa- 
tional tool,  providing  the  traveller  "looks  under  the 
stones,"  not  content  with  surface  indications. 

Good  health  and  personal  appearance,  the  avoidance 
of  unsightly  gestures  in  good  teachers,  completed  the 
general  outline  of  qualifications  sought.  This  was  fol- 
lowed by  a  dissection  of  the  six-point  program  of  selec- 
tion of  teachers  in  the  recent  elementary  examination. 

The  genuine  interest  in  Mr.  McDonald's  address  was 
indicated  by  the  numerous  questions  which  followed. 
The  answers  revealed  a  wide  range  of  knowledge  of 
methods  in  vogue  in  school  personnel  offices  throughout 
the  United  States. 

President  Ray  Blosser  expressed  appreciation  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Public  Education  Society  and  to  the  Office  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  the  cooperation  which 
had  been  given  in  arousing  interest  in  the  meetings.

New  High  Schools  to  Open  Aug.  26 

THE  Abraham  Lincoln  High  School  and  the  James 
Denman  Junior  High  School  will  open  August  26, 
1940.  All  elementary  schools  in  the  Outer  Mission  Dis- 
trict which  have  7th  and  8th  grades  will  transfer  all  pu- 
pils in  these  grades  to  junior  high  school.  All  students 
who  are  finishing  the  6th  grade  of  these  schools  this 
term  will  likewise  be  transferred  to  junior  high  school. 
Pupils  shall  have  the  option  of  selecting  which  junior 
high  school  they  wish  to  attend,  but  should  be  counseled 
to  attend  the  school  most  easily  accessible  from  their 
homes. 

Representatives  from  the  Superintendent's  office  will 
call  at  the  elementary  schools  involved  to  aid  in  facilitat- 
ing these  transfers. 

The  Abraham  Lincoln  High  School  will  be  a  four- 
year  school  and  all  elementary  schools  in  the  Sunset  and 
Parkside  Districts  and  such  other  elementary  schools  as 
are  contiguous  to  these  districts,  should  encourage  stu- 
dents promoted  from  the  high  8th  grade  to  enroll  at 
Lincoln  High  School.  Aptos  Junior  High  School  should 
send  most  of  its  graduates  to  Lincoln.  High  school  prin- 
cipals are  asked  to  cooperate  by  urging  students  of  their 
schools  who  are  residents  of  the  district  adjacent  to  Lin- 
coln to  enroll  in  the  new  high  school.

A  Moving  Emphasis 

A  DIFFERENT  emphasis,  a  shift  from  the  completed 
works  of  old  masters  to  those  of  modern  masters, 
with  noted  artists  actually  showing  how  art  work  is 
done — will  be  one  of  the  most  daring  and  outstanding 
innovations  at  the  1940  Golden  Gate  International  Ex- 
position. 

The  complete  change  of  program  was  told  to  the 
Promotion  Committee  for  the  Fair  at  its  weekly  meeting 
at  the  San  Francisco  Press  Club  on  last  Monday  by  Dr. 
Heinz  Berggruen,  representing  the  Art  Committee  of  the 
Exposition. 

"Biggest  drawing  card,"  said  Dr.  Berggruen,  "will 
be  Diego  Rivera,  colorful  Mexican  artist,  who  will  be 
present  at  the  Fair  to  execute  a  mural  19  x  42  feet 
for  the  wall  of  the  new  library  building  at  San  Fran- 
cisco Junior  College." 

Other  noted  artists  who  will  participate  in  the  same 
program  in  related  fields  will  be  Herman  Varz,  Swiss- 
American  artist,  and  Gardiner  Daily.  The  entire  exhibit 
will  emphasize  "Art  in  Use" — just  how  art  fits  into 
every  home,  and  "Art  in  Action,"  as  a  moving  living 
complement  to  the  daily  lives  of  thousands. 

The  shift  in  emphasis  will  not  mean  abandonment  of 
noted  paintings.  It  will  mean,  because  of  the  European 
war,  the  absence  of  world  famed  works  of  art  exhibited 
at  the  1939  Exposition  and  shipped  back  to  England, 
France  and  Italy.  Instead  the  Arts  of  the  Americas  will 
get  a  play  this  year.  Art  scouts,  Dr.  Walter  Heil  and 
Dr.  Grace  McCann  Morley  have  recently  returned  to 
San  Francisco  with  assurances  that  ten  of  the  most  noted 
paintings  in  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  New 
York  City,  will  be  loaned  to  the  Exposition.  A  report 
of  many  generous  loans  of  paintings  representative  of 
the  masters  of  South  American  art  was  brought  back 
by  Dr.  McCann. 

Visitors  will  not  be  compelled  to  forget  their  appe- 
tites while  visiting  the  objects  d'art  this  year.  A  restaur- 
ant will  operate  in  the  center  of  the  main  art  building.

Span  of  Gold 


BECAUSE  of  the  limited  seating  capacity  of  the  War 
"  Memorial  Opera  House  invitations  to  the  special 
performance  of  "The  Span  of  Gold"  on  Thursday  after- 
noon. May  23,  will  be  confined  to  a  quota  approved 
today  by  the  special  committee  in  charge  of  participation 
in  the  Golden  Forties  Fiesta. 

Superintendent  Nourse,  Deputy  Superintendents  Mc- 
Glade  and-  Miss  Roberts  conferred  last  week  and  ap- 
proved the  quotas  for  each  school.  Principals  will  be 
sent  master  tickets-  for  each  school.  In  general,  those 
selected  to  attend  the  "Span  of  Gold"  should  be  desig- 
nated, both  as  to  teachers  and  pupils,  so  as  to  hold  inter- 
ruption in  the  normal  school  program  that  afternoon 
to  a  minimum.  All  groups  over  25  should  be  accom- 
panied by  two  teachers,  and  all  over  40  by  three,  on  the 
basis  of  one  teacher  for  every  additional  20  pupils  or 
fraction  thereof.  Other  basic  procedure  at  this  point  may 
be  obtained  from  Superintendent  Nourse's  letter  dated 
April  27. 

Concerning  the  educational  opportunities  presented 
by  the  Fiesta.  Mr.  Nourse  said: 

'The  Superintendent  is  aware  that  this  invitation  may 
be  interpreted  by  some  as  an  interruption  of  the  normal 
program.  It  may  also  be  approached  from  the  opposite 
viewpoint,  that  of  the  opportunity  it  presents  to  engage 
in  a  review  of  California  history  as  it  centers  around 
Fremont,  Wells  and  Fargo.  Judah  and  Strauss. 

Miss  Roberts  wrote  elementary  principals,  in  part,  as 
follows: 

In  selecting  children  for  the  honor  of  attending  the 
special  performance  of  "The  Span  of  Gold."  at  War 
Memorial  Opera  House  on  the  afternoon  of  Thursday, 
May  23,  citizenship  as  well  as  the  attractiveness  of  cos- 
tutne  should  be  considered.  In  fact,  the  principal  in  her 
judgment  may  designate  on  the  basis  of  scholarship  and 
citizenship,  children  who  are  not  costumed  at  all. 

Specifically,  with  reference  to  the  costumes  worn  by 
children,  we  must  remember  that  San  Francisco  is  a 
cosmopolitan  city  and  that  the  children  may  come  from 
homes  of  varied  nationalities.  Accent,  therefore,  should 
be  upon  these  numerous  cultures  and  the  costumes  repre- 
senting them.  As  an  instance,  ive  may  have  children 
in  Russian.  Spanish.  Chinese,  Japanese,  French,  Nor- 
wegian, Swedish  or  German  costumes  and  be  within 
the  complete  spirit  of  the  Fiesta. 

In  preparing  for  the  costume-making  you  can  readily 
see  that  the  home  will  be  vitally  concerned  in  directing 
costumes  of  unquestioned  authenticity,  perhaps  dupli- 
cating originals  of  family  childhood  days.  Care  should 
be  taken  not  to  place  emphasis  on  cowboys  and  red 
skirted  miners,  but  upon  the  other  rich  cultural  back- 
grounds represented  by  the  many  nationalities  compris- 
ing the  school  population.

Health  Service  Endorsed 

A  VOTE  of  confidence  in  the  policies  of  the  Health 
Service   Board,   as  indicated   by  majority  members, 
was  given  by  subscribers  to  the  system  when  it  returned 
to  office  last  week,  at  a  contested  election,  all  three  in- 
cumbents —  Mary    Maude 

Murphy,  Joseph  E.   Cutten 

and  William  P.  Juzix. 

Especially  gratifying  to 
the  members  of  the  school 
department  was  the  re- 
election of  Miss  Murphy 
by  the  highest  vote  given 
any  candidate.  She  was  the 
nominee  of  the  schools 
two  years  ago  and  during 
the  trying  times  of  pion- 
eering the  organization, 
her  ability  has  been  evi- 
dent to  be  certain  that 
physicians,  hospitals  and 
patients  are  satisfied. 

An  avalanche  of  mes- 
sages poured  into  the  cen- 
tral offices  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  felici- 
tating Miss  Murphy  on  the  results  of  the  voting,  an- 
nounced last  Wednesday,  which  showed  her  in  first 
place.  Miss  Murphy  did  not  take  the  result  as  a  per- 
sonal victory,  but  rather  an  endorsement  of  the  policies 
of  the  majority  group  on  the  Health  Service  Board 
which  has  brought  about  economies  in  management  and 
upward  adjustments  in  payment  to  physicians. 
Said  Miss  Murphy: 

I  ivish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Department  of  Education  for  their  support  in 
the  recent  Health  Service  Board  election  of  my  candidacy 
and  that  of  the  other  two  incumbent  members  of  the 
Board,  Air.  Joseph  E.  Cutten,  of  the  Municipal  Court, 
and  Mr.  William  P.  Juzix,  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works. 

The  response  to  our  candidacy  was  very  gratifying  and 
we  believe  that  the  interest  shown  by  those  of  the  school 
department  in  the  affairs  of  the  Health  Service  System 
will  be  an  important  factor  in  the  future  development 
and  progress  of  the  organization. 

The  Health  Service  began  operating  in  October  1938, 
organized  under  authority  of  a  charter  amendment  to 
provide  group  medical  service  to  15,000  municipal  em- 
ployees and  their  dependents  at  the  rate  of  $2.50  per 
month,  per  person.  It  differed  from  any  other  such 
system  in  that  it  gave  the  individual  the  choice  of  phy- 
sician and  hospital.  Actually  no  change  occurred  in 
the  relationship  between  doctor  and  patient  excepting 
that  the  bills  were  paid  by  the  Health  Sevrice. 

Bitterly  opposed  in  the  beginning,  the  Health  Service 
now  serves  as  a  model  for  a  statewide  organiza- 
tion started  and  managed  by  physicians.  News  reports 
from  San  Diego  last  week  said  the  Sacramento  County 
Medical  Society  would  lose  its  charter  in  the  state  or- 
ganization if  it  failed  to  co-operate  with  the  statewide 
service  which  is  modeled  after  the  San  Francisco  plan. 

To  those  interested  in  the  success  of  the  Health  Ser- 
vice and  its  actual  working,  the  annual  report  of  the 
system,  a  most  comprehensive  document,  may  be  obtain- 
ed by  writing  Dr.  Walter  B.  Coffey,   medical  director.

ON  NEXT  Saturday,  May  25,  the  Golden  Gate  Inter- 
national Exposition  begins  its  second  year,  its  open- 
ing bells  mingling  with  the  cheers  of  an  enthusiastic 
metropolitan  area  whose  citizens  promise  to  make  the 
Fair  the  success  its  founders  have  dreamt  for  it.

K  IATIONAL  honors  come  with  such  frequency  to  high 
■  ^  school  newspapers  and  yearbooks  published  in  San 
Francisco  that  a  new  award  seldom  creates  more  than 
incidental  mention.  Still  all  honors  heaped  upon  senior 
high  school  papers  are  earned  by  dint  of  careful  editing 
and  the  everlasting  search  for  originality. 

Since  its  founding  twenty  years  ago  by  Pulitzer  Prize 
winner  Maxwell  Anderson,  the  Polytechnic  Parrot  has 
four  times  received  All  American  rating  in  National 
Scholastic  Press  Association  contests,  never  dropping  be- 
low First  Class  Awards,  and  has  won  one  first  place 
International  Award  of  Quill  and  Scroll. 

A  review  of  the  motion  picture  "What  a  Life,"  pub- 
lished November  8,  1939,  won  for  Don  Meagher,  Poly- 
technic student,  a  prize  offered  by  the  Warfield  Theatre 
to  all  San  Francisco  high  school  journalists. 

Ex-staff  members  locally  prominent  include  William 
White,  attorney;  Rolph  Malloch,  head  of  a  San  Fran- 
cisco magazine  exchange;  Joe  Haughey,  Art  Ed 'tor  of 
the  U.S.F.  Don,  and  press  representatives  Bob  Stevens 
and  Howard  Brodie  of  the  Chronicle,  Ed  Wold  and  Art 
Rosenbaum  of  the  Examiner,  and  Georjean  Rehn  of  the 
Call-Bulletin. 

The  classes  of  Clarence  J.  Pfaffenberger,  journalism 
teacher,  have  won  major  awards  in  the  following  two 
important  national  contests  this  year:  at  the  Evening  High 
School  of  Commerce,  the  Evening  World  won  All- 
American  Honors  at  the  National  Scholastic  Press  Associ- 
ation and  First  Place  in  the  Columbia  Scholastic  Press 
Association;  at  San  Francisco  Continuation  School,  both 
the  newspaper  and  the  magazine  were  honored,  the 
Loudspeaker  winning  First  Place  at  the  National  and  Sec- 
ond Place  at  Columbia,  while  The  Wave  Lengths,  school 
newspaper,  won  identical  awards  in  the  contests  in  the 
newspaper  division.

In  the  Quill  and  Scroll  Achievement  Survey,  The  Buc- 
caneer received  850  out  of  a  possible  1000  points  to  be 
given  an  International  First  Place  Award,  indicating  a 
paper  of  high  achievements. 

Lowell  High  School's  spring  1939  edition  of  her  semi- 
annual journal,  the  Red  and  White,  received  First  Class 
honor  rating  from  the  National  Scholastic  Press  Associa- 
tion. This  was  the  third  consecutive  year  that  the  Red 
and  White  received  a  First  Class  award  from  this  na- 
tional organization.

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A  Word  of  Caution 

THE  May  21  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education  re- 
ceived a  claim  for  damages,  because  a  teacher  sub- 
stituted her  judgment  for  that  of  a  parent  disregarding  a 
specific  request  that  a  student  be  NOT  permitted  to  en- 
gage in  any  form  of  combat  exercise.  The  teacher  ord- 
ered the  student  to  engage  in  a  game  known  as  "Hunch," 
an  eye  injury  resulted  and  a  claim  for  damages  is  now 
on  file. 

The  facts  in  the  case  are  admitted.  After  a  careful 
review  the  Board  of  Education  ordered  the  Superinten- 
dent to  summon  the  teacher  involved  for  reprimand  and 
ordered  that  all  members  of  the  certificated  staff  be  ap- 
prised of  this  situation. 

The  case  at  issue  cannot  be  defended  in  the  courts 
because  the  parent  foresaw  the  situation,  warned  the 
school  and  the  teacher  and  both  instructions  were  dis- 
regarded. Nothing  was  said  about  the  principal  of  the 
school  involved,  the  presumption  being  that  he  was  not 
conscious  of  the  exact  situation,  which  resulted  from  a 
conversation  between  teacher  and  parent.  In  all  cases 
where  parents  make  requests  for  like  dispensations  for 
their  children,  teachers  are  specifically  instructed  to  refer 
such  matters  in  writing  to  the  principal  who  in  turn  may 
seek  the  advice  of  the  administrative  assistant,  an  attor- 
ney in  the  central  office. 

By  acting  in  this  manner  the  teacher  will  be  protected 
from  distressing  situations  and  the  decision  of  the  prin- 
cipal will  govern.  If  a  teacher  attempts  to  pass  judgment 
in  such  cases,  the  Board  of  Education  has  indicated  that 
such  act  would  be  one  of  insubordination.

Conference  On  School  Health  Education 

A  conference  on  School  Health  Education  sponsored 
by  the  State  Departments  of  Education  and  Public  Health 
will  be  conducted  during  summer  session  on  the 
University  of  California  campus  in  Berkeley  by  Dr.  May- 
hew  Derryberry,  chief  of  Health  Education  Studies,  Na- 
tional Institute  of  Health,  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service. 

Dates  of  the  conference  are  July  22  to  25,  inclusive. 
The  program  is  planned  to  be  of  value  to  educators  and 
to  workers  in  public  health.  Lectures  will  be  interspersed 
with  showings  of  new  motion  pictures,  exhibits  of  edu- 
cational materials  and  field  trips  to  clinics,  child  health 
conferences,  public  health  laboratories  and  other  places 
of  interest. 

Dr.  Derryberry  will  conduct  discussions  on  problems 
which  arise  in  introducing  units  of  health  instruction  in 
other  courses,  on  values  and  limitations  of  special  hy- 
giene courses  and  on  the  evaluation  of  school  health 
education. 

Lectures  by  other  experts  in  the  fields  of  education 
and  public  health  will  deal  with  school  health  education 
services  and  materials  available  in  California  from  fed- 
eral and  local  sources,  the  control  of  communicable  di- 
seases and  problems  of  nutrition.

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A  Teacher  Mirrors  Herself 

ONE  of  the  compensations  for  the  inevitable  tedium 
of  the  daily  encounter  with  this  job  of  teaching  is 
the  fun  one  can  find  along  the  way,"  writes  Ruth  Hen- 
drick,  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  San  Fernando  High 
School,  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  Los  Angeles  School 
Journal. 

"After  considerable  experience  in  the  classroom  I  have 
concluded  that  we  teachers  are  a  still  funnier  side  of 
teaching.  We  take  ourselves  and  our  work  so  seriously 
that  we  lose  our  sense  of  perspective,  if  we  had  any  orig- 
inally. Atlas  has  nothing  on  us.  We  must  save  the 
world,  whether  it  is  worth  saving  or  not.  If  we  had  a 
modicum  of  balance  it  might  occur  to  us  that  the  home, 
or  even  industry,  is  in  just  as  good  position  to  do  the 
job  as  we  are. 

"Lately,  for  example,  I  keep  running  into  a  perfect 
clamor  to  the  effect  that  we  must  educate  for  the  future. 
From  right  to  left,  from  fore  and  aft,  come  frantic  bleat- 
ings  concerning  'educating  for  democracy.'  How  would  it 
be  just  to  educate,  and  I  mean  really  educate,  the  youth 
and  let  them  fix  up  their  affairs  as  they  come  to  them  ? 

"Locally,  we  have  an  amazing  report  card.  I  know  be- 
cause a  mere  person  came  into  my  house  and  stumbled 
over  some  I  had  been  working  on.  Not  a  teacher  nor  a 
parent,  just  a  person. 

"  'What  is  Social  Concern?'  queries  she. 

"I  admit  I  do  not  know  for  sure,  but  I  explain  any- 
way. I  consider  my  explanation  pretty  good,  and  then 
she  asks  me  another. 

"  'How  do  you  grade  Inquiring  Mind,  or  do  you,  or 
can  you?'  My  inquisitor  was  amused  and  relentless. 

"  'What  is  the  difference  between  Responsibility  and 
Work  Habits?' 

"I  admit  that  would  be  a  tricky  decision  even  for  Saint 
Peter.  And  most  of  us  are  not  saints — just  a  lot  of  funny 
humans  taking  ourselves  too  seriously." 


Junior  College  Popularity 

San  Francisco  Junior  College,  with  its  enrollment  of 
2,616  students,  is  among  the  largest  institutions  of  its 
kind  in  the  country,  and  the  State  of  California  leads 
the  nation  both  in  number  of  junior  colleges  and  in 
enrollment  in  those  institutions,  according  to  the  Junior 
College  Directory  for  1940,  just  published  by  the  Amer- 
ican Association  of  Junior  Colleges.  California  has  64 
junior  colleges,  enrolling  73,669  students.  Texas  comes 
second  in  number  of  institutions,  with  40;  and  Iowa 
third,  with  36.  In  enrollment,  Illinois  is  second,  with 
14,711;  and  Texas  third,  with  12,804. 

Enrollment  in  junior  colleges  in  the  United  States 
has  doubled  in  the  last  seven  years,  and  has  increased 
from  155,588  to  196,510  in  the  last  year.  This  year's 
41,122  increase,  which  is  26.4  per  cent,  is  the  largest 
annual  increase  ever  reported,  according  to  Walter  C. 
Etlls,  secretary  of  the  association.  There  are  now  575 
junior  colleges  in  the  country,  as  compared  with  556 
reported  a  year  ago.  V 

The  largest  of  these  schools  are  in  California.  Of  33 
in  the  country  enrolling  more  than  1,000  students,  all 
but  four  of  which  are  publicly  controlled,  California 
has  20. 


Freshman  Grades  Improved 

/">VER  an  eight-year  period,  1931-32  to  1938-39,  the 
^•^  scholarship  records  of  freshmen  entrants  to  the 
LIniversity  of  California  showed  a  steady  improvement 
and  are  probably  still  on  the  up-grade. 

This  was  revealed  today  by  Dr.  Hiram  W.  Edwards, 
Director  of  Relations  with  Schools.  He  pointed  out  that 
the  general  improvement  in  scholarship  was  undoubtedly 
due  to  the  combination  of  two  factors: 

(1)  A  policy  of  the  admission  authorities  to  improve 
admission  standards. 

(2)  The  fact  that  high  school  principals  and  teachers 
are  continually  studying  the  ways  and  means  whereby 
students  will  be  better  prepared  to  undertake  college 
work. 

"Dr.  Merton  E.  Hill,  Director  of  Admissions,  is  con- 
stantly searching  for  and  devising  new  methods  of  ad- 
mitting students,"  he  pointed  out,  "and  partly  for  this 
reason  we  are  probably  getting  a  better  quality  of  stu- 
dents today  than  in  former  years. 

"The  secondary  school  authorities  are  learning  from 
their  former  students  who  have  gone  to  the  University 
the  ways  by  which  future  generations  of  students  may  be 
better  prepared  to  do  college  work." 

For  purposes  of  analvsis  and  comparison,  the  accredit- 
ed high  schools  of  California  were  classified  into  four 
groups:  (1)  large  public  high  schools  with  enrollments 
of  501  students  or  over,  (2)  medium  public  high  schools 
with  enrollments  of  201  to  500  students,  (3)  small  pub- 
lic high  schools  with  enrollments  of  less  than  200  stu- 
dents, and   (4)   private  high  schools. 

"The  grade-point  average  for  students  from  each  of 
the  four  classes  of  high  schools,  as  well  as  the  general 
freshman  averages,  showed  a  steady  improvement," 
pointed  out  Dr.  Edwards. 


Boys'  Club  To  Conduct  Summer  Camp 

Camp  Marwedel,  the  Summer  Camp  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Boys'  Club,  opens  for  the  first  of  four  two-week 
sessions  on  June  17,  according  to  John  C.  Neubauer, 
managing  director.  The  Camp  is  located  in  the  redwoods 
of  Mendocino  County.  There  are  three  separate  encamp- 
ments, the  Junior  Camp  for  boys  9  to  12  years;  the  In- 
termediate Camp  for  boys  12  to  16  years  and  the  Senior 
Camp  for  the  older  boys.  A  limited  number  of  non- 
members  can  be  accepted,  but  no  problem  or  behavior 
cases.

The  May  issue  of  the  California  journal  of  Secondary 
Education  contains  an  article  entitled  "An  Experiment  in 
Group  Social  Guidance,"  by  Miss  Tekla  B.  Hesselberg, 
vice  principal  of  Girls  High  School. 


A  New  Approach 

Forcing  school  children  to  write  misspelled  words  over 
and  over  again  in  order  to  compel  exact  spelling  has  very 
definite  drawbacks.  Increased  industry  in  this  regard  is 
no  guarantee  of  improved  efficiency. 

This  is  stated  by  Professor  Luther  C.  Gilbert,  of  the 
department  of  Education,  University  of  California,  and 
Doris  W.  Gilbert,  in  a  study  of  the  visual  perception  of 
a  number  of  school  children  engaged  in  spelling  tests. 
The  study  was  made  through  the  use  of  specially  de- 
signed work  books.  Comparable  pairs  of  pupil  groups  in 
the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  grades  were  trained  for  a  pe- 
riod of  eight  weeks,  one  group  at  each  grade  level  by  the 
usual  methods,  and  the  other  by  the  experimental  meth- 
od, which  emphasized  visual  speed  and  accuracy.  The 
experimental  pupils  set  their  own  pace,  but  were  kept  to 
that  pace. 

The  control  groups,  or  those  not  subjected  to  the  di- 
rect experiment,  were  made  to  pronounce  the  word,  close 
the  eyes,  and  then  try  to  see  each  letter  and  syllable. 
They  would  check  with  the  book  again  and  again  close 
the  eyes.  Then  they  would  pronounce  the  word  while 
writing,  checking  with  the  book.  There  were  repeated 
opportunities  to  see  each  word,  but  each  exposure  period 
was  limited. 

Final  comparison  showed  the  experimental  pupils  su- 
perior in  achievement  to  the  control  pupils  at  all  grade 
levels.

IF  WHEN  speaking  before  a  crowd  your  knees  tremble, 
your  throat  becomes  dry  and  you  break  out  into  a  cold 
sweat,  remember  that  stage  fright  is  something  which 
attacks  good  speakers  and  bad. 

So  say  Dwight  Everett  Watkins  and  Dr.  Harrison  M. 
Karr,  of  the  University  of  California  who  have  recently 
written  and  published  a  book  called,  Stage  Fright  and 
What  to  Do  About  It. 

"Inexperienced  actors,  singers  and  speakers  are  not 
the  only  ones  attacked  by  stage  fright,"  say  the  writers. 
"Even  the  most  experienced,  the  most  famous  and  the 
most  talented  suffer  attacks  at  times." 

George  Washington,  for  example,  was  so  visibly  per- 
turbed at  his  first  inaugural  that  his  hand  trembled  and 
his  voice  shook  so  that  he  could  hardly  be  heard. 

Eva  Le  Gallienne,  when  asked  after  her  1000th  per- 
formance whether  or  not  she  had  experienced  stage 
fright  said,  "Yes.  And  it  gets  worse  every  year!" 

Boris  Karloff  told  an  interviewer:  "I  shudder  and 
shake  before  every  scene — after  twenty-five  years,  too!" 

Maurice  Chevalier  said  of  his  stage  fright:  "While  I 
stand  in  the  wings  waiting  to  go  on,  my  knees  knock 
together  and  I  dry  the  perspiration  from  my  hands,  then 
from  my  forehead  and  then  from  my  hands  again. 
Always  before  I  go  on  I  am  frightened.  At  first  it  was 
so,  now  it  is  so,  and  I  think  it  will  always  be  so." 

Madame  Schumann-Heink  once  said:  "I  grow  so  ner- 
vous before  a  performance,  I  become  sick,  almost.  I  want 
to  go  home!"

ADLER,  MORTIMER  J.  HOW  TO  READ  A  BOOK;  THE 
ART  OF  GETTING  A  LIBERAL  EDUCATION.  SIMON 
AND   SCHUSTER,    1940. 

Mr.  Adler's  book  is  meant  for  students  and  teachers  and  for 
all  of  us  who  arc  each  day  rather  uneasily  aware  that  they  have 
received  very  little  knowledge  from  their  schooling  or  if  they  have, 
how  much  they  have  forgotten  since  they  have  finished  school. 
The  book  is  divided  into  three  parts.  Section  one  discusses  read- 
ing in  relation  to  learning  and  thinking,  section  two  tells  how 
and  what  to  read  and  section  three  deals  with  the  basic  reasons 
for  literacy.  The  appendix  lists  the  great  books  of  all  time.  This 
list  is  based  on  ones  similar  to  those  now  being  used  at  the 
University  of  Chicago,  Columbia  University  and  at  St.  John's 
College. 
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An  Outstanding  Performance 

SURPRISE  of  the  evening  performance  of  "The  Span 
of  Gold"  was  the  presence  of  Mrs.  Joseph  B. 
Strauss,  widow  of  the  late  bridge  builder,  who  was  intro- 
duced to  the  audience  at  the  conclusion  of  the  one  hour 
performance  Thursday  evening,  May  23.  Mrs.  Strauss 
came  up  from  Southern  California  to  attend  the  opening 
of  the  Exposition,  and  in  company  with  a  party  of  friends 
joined  with  3,500  San  Franciscans  who  praised  "The 
Span  of  Gold"  at  War  Memorial  Opera  House. 

The  distinguished  visitor  believed  that  Robert  Frankel 
of  Galileo  High  School  was  a  professional  actor,  so  well 
was  his  portrayal  of  the  character  of  Joseph  B.  Strauss 
in  the  final  episode.  Mrs.  Strauss  was  not  the  only  one 
who  guessed  wrong.  Many  in  the  audience  held  the 
same  view  for  Frankel  was  adjudged  one  of  three  who 
turned  in  most  outstanding  performances  in  "The  Span 
of  Gold."  First  was  Charles  Siebe,  who  played  the 
part  of  Senator  Thomas  H.  Benton  in  the  John  Charles 
Fremont  episode,  and  Bob  Holmes,  who  did  a  remark- 
able piece  of  acting  in  his  portrayal  of  Lincoln  in  the 
Wells  and  Fargo  episode.  Leonard  Gross,  student 
announcer  from  San  Francisco  Junior  College,  was  also 
mistaken  for  a  professional. 

So  many  messages  of  congratulation  were  received  at 
the  office  of  the  Superintendent  on  the  following  day 
that  they  were  passed  on  to  those  who  directed  the 
four  episodes,  to  the  general  director  and  to  the  musical 
and  technical  directors. 

Official  recognition  was  given  to  the  performance  at 
the  A\ay  28  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education  where, 
upon  motion  of  Hon.  Philip  Lee  Bush,  the  Board 
resolved  unanimously  to  tender  to  all  members  of  the 
certificated  staff  ivho  ,were  associated  with  The  Span  of 
Gold  its  official  expression  of  commendation  and  appre- 
ciation. 

While  the  evening  audience  was  highly  appreciative 
and  generous  in  its  comment,  the  matinee  given  for 
selected  student  groups  from  each  school  was  the  source 
of  much  inspiration  to  the  few  adults  who  were  in  the 
audience.  The  majority  of  the  children  were  in  costume 
and  they  transformed  the  War  Memorial  Opera  House 
into  a  splash  of  color  which  fitted  in  with  the  pageantry 
on  stage.  The  audience  of  children  was  as  orderly  as 
any  adult  group  and  gave  rapt  attention  to  the  per- 
formance. One  teacher  remarked,  "This  is  one  of  the 
most  pleasant  assignments  I  have  ever  been  given.  It 
was  not  difficult  for  anyone,  young  or  old,  to  give  un- 
divided attention  to  so  stirring  a  performance."

Dr.  Lee  Named  Dean 

r\R.  EDWIN  A.  LEE,  former  superintendent  of  public 
'"'  schools  in  San  Francisco,  has  been  named  by 
Robert  Gordon  Sproul,  president  of  the  University  of 
California,  to  be  dean  of  the  School  of  Education  on 
the  Westwood  campus  of  the  University  of  California  at 
Los  Angeles. 

Announcement  of  the  appointment  was  made  in  San 
Francisco  on  Friday,  May  24,  after  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  and  was  received 
by  Dr.  Lee's  many  admirers  with  satisfaction  as  it 
brings  back  to  California  an  outstanding  American 
educator. 

The  appointment  was  in  recognition  of  the  work  done 
by  Dr.  Lee  since  he  left  his  post  in  the  field  of  voca- 
tional education  at  the  University  of  California  to  become 
Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  in  San  Francisco, 
which  he  left  to  accept  the  directorship  of  the  National 
Occupational  Conference.  In  the  past  two  years  he  has 
served  as  professor  of  education  at  Columbia  University. 

The  current  issue  of  the  American  Vocational  Asso- 
ciation Journal  and  News  Bulletin  pays  high  tribute  to 
Dr.  Lee's  work  in  the  field  of  vocational  education.  In 
his  new  post  Dr.  Lee  succeeds  to  the  vacanq'  created  by 
the  death  of  Dr.  M.  L.  Darsie.  Dr.  J.  A.  Bond  has  been 
acting  dean  at  Los  Angeles  for  the  past  semester.

Utilization  of  Pupils'  Test  Booklets 

The  administration  of  standard  tests  should  be  con- 
sidered the  beginning  of  the  measurement  program 
rather  than  the  end.  The  greatest  value  to  be  derived 
from  the  tests  is  through  a  careful  analysis  in  which 
the  pupils'  specific  abilities  and  disabilities  are  revealed. 

After  the  tests  have  been  administered,  scored  and 
recorded,  the  achievement  tests  should  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  classroom  teacher  who  is  responsible  for 
the  instruction  of  the  pupils  tested.  These  test  booklets 
should  remain  with  her  as  long  as  the  pupils  remain  in 
the  class,  and  should  serve  as  a  guide  in  prescribing 
each  pupil's  program.  In  no  case  should  achievement 
tests  be  placed  in  neat  packages  and  filed  in  a  store- 
room. In  the  elementary  schools,  tests  may  be  destroyed 
one  year  after  the  date  of  administration.  During  the 
year,  however,  they  should  be  accessible  and  in  active 
use. 

Tests  administered  in  the  high  eighth  grade  of  ele- 
mentary school  and  the  high  ninth  grade  of  junior  high 
school  should  be  preserved  carefully,  and  at  the  close 
of  the  semester  should  be  sent  to  the  secondary  school 
to  which  the  pupil  has  been  assigned.

THE  1940  Golden  Gate  International  Exposition  has 
'  produced  a  richness  in  cultural  values  and  an  ease  of 
operation  which  bids  fair  to  make  it  more  popular  with 
the  public  than  was  evident  during  the  first  year  of 
operation. 

Immediate  interest  of  visitors  to  Treasure  Island  dur- 
ing the  first  two  weeks  has  been  in  spectacular  perform- 
ances such  as  "America  Cavalcade  of  a  Nation,"  which 
is  enjoying  greater  popularity  than  it  did  last  year  when 
it  set  the  highest  attendance  record  of  any  performance 
at  the  Fair. 

Interest  in  historical  and  musical  performances  has 
detracted  from  the  county  buildings  and  special  exhibits, 
but  experts  in  Fair  attendance  say  this  condition  is  evi- 
dence that  the  early  visitors  plan  to  return  many  times.

There  will  be  10  teaching 
days  in  June.  Leave  the  spaces  from  June  15  to  30  blank. 
The  last  symbol  should  be  shown  on  June  14.  Prin- 
cipals are  asked  to  check  this  time  roll  very  carefully 
as  errors  will  delay  delivery  of  June  warrants.  It  is 
necessary  that  all  sick  leave  applications  and  all  doctor 
certificates  for  teachers  who  are  absent  due  to  illness  be 
filed  in  the  office  not  later  than  the  morning  of  June 
14.  The  hour  of  delivery  before  noon  is  being  made  in 
order  to  have  the  attendance  of  teachers  on  the  closing 
day  recorded  on  the  time  roll  instead  of  anticipating 
attendance. 

A  number  of  principals  have  not  yet  called  at  the 
office  to  correct  symbols  for  April  and  May  rolls.  Notices 
were  sent  on  May  27  to  the  schools.  It  is  necessary  to 
have  these  symbols  corrected  as  it  will  not  be  possible 
to  close  the  June  time  rolls  until  these  changes  are 
made.
